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AN   ORDINANCE 

To  approve  the  sureties  of  Joseph  McDonald,  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways-elect. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Coinmon  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  J.  Wesley  Supplee  and  Peter 
C.  Tomson  he,  and  they  are,  hereby  approved  as  the  sureties 
of  Joseph  McDonald,  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways-elect, 
and  the  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  directed  to  prepare  the  proper 
bond  and  warrant  of  attorney  for  said  parties  to  execute,  and 
to  cause  judgment  to  b^  entered  thereon  ;  and  further,  to  file 
agreements  of  record  that  the  lien  of  the  judgment  entered  in 
pursuance  of  said  warrant  of  attorney  shall,  as  against  the 
said  J.  Wesley  Supplee,  be  restricted  to  and  bind  only  all  that 
certain  lot  or  piece  of  ground,  with  the  messuage  or  tenement 
thereon  erected,  situate  on  the  south  side  of  Spring  Garden 
street,  at  the  distance  of  twenty-one  feet  westward  from  the 
west  side  of  Twentieth  street,  in  the  Fifteenth  Ward  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  ;  containing  in  front  or  breadth  on  said 
Spring  Garden  street  twenty-four  feet,  and  extending  in  length 
or  depth  southward,  between  lines  parallel  with  said  Twentieth 
street,  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet.  And  as  against  the  said 
Peter  C.  Tomson,  be  restricted  to  and  bind  only  all  that  certain 
lot  or  piece  of  ground,  composed  of  two  contiguous  lots,  with 
the  buildings  and  improvements  thereon  erected,  situate  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  Crown  and  Vine  streets,  in  the  Sixth 
Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia ;  containing  in  front  or 
breadth  on  said  Vine  street  sixty-five  feet  four  inches,  more  or 
less,  and  extending  in  length  or  depth  southward,  of  that 
width,  forty-eight  feet,  more  or  less.

AN   ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  opening  of  Pennsylvania  avenue,  from  Twenty- 
fifth  street  to  Thirtieth  street,  to  the  full  width  established 
on  the  City  plan. 

Whereas,  in  accordance  with  Section  5  of  an  ordinance 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  relative  to  the  construction  of  the 
railroad  of  The  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  Company, 
and  of  a  branch  thereof,  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
authorizing  it  to  enter  upon  and  occupy  certain  streets  in  said 
city  under  certain  conditions,  and  providing  for  the  carrying 
into  effect  of  such  authority  and  conditions,"  approved  July  3, 
1885,  the  Department  of  Surveys  has  placed  upon  the  plans 
of  the  City,  Pennsylvania  avenue,  with  an  increased  width  upon 
its  northeast  line  of  48  feet  between  Twenty-fifth  and  Twenty- 
eighth  streets,  and  of  an  increased  width  on  said  northeast  line 
of  33  feet  from  Twenty-eighth  to  Thirtieth  streets,  and  the 
said  plan  has  been  confirmed. 

And  whereas.  The  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad 
Company  has,  in  accordance  with  said  ordinance,  indemnified 
the  city  by  giving  bond  approved  by  an  ordinance  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  accepting  the  bonds  tendered  by  The  Schuyl- 
kill River  East  Side  Railroad  Company  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, under  the  ordinance  of  July  3,  1885,  and  approving 
The  American  Surety  Company  of  New  York,  surety  therein 
named,"  approved  December  10,  1885,  conditioned  to  pay  any 
and  all  damage  which  may  be  assessed  against  said  city  for  and 
on  account  of  the  said  widening. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  be,  and  he  is,  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
notify  the  owners  of  property  over  and  through  which  Penn- 
sylvania avenue,  from  Twenty-fifth  street  to  Thirtieth  street, 
of  the  full  width  as  the  same  is  now  laid  down  upon  the  con- 
firmed plan  of  the  city,  will  pass,  that  at  the  expiration  of 
three  months  from  the  date  of  said  notice,  the  said  street  will 
be  required  for  public  use  of  the  full  width  thereof  between 
the  points  above  named,  in  accordance  with  said  plan  on  file  in 
the  Department  of  Surveys. 


Sect.  2.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and 
requested  to  enter  security  forthwith,  in  such  sum  as  shall  be 
directed  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  this  County,  for 
the  payment  of  any  damages  which  may  be  assessed  against 
the  said  city  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  said  street  to  the  full 
width  thereof.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  extension  of  the  tracks  of  the  Union  Pas- 
senger Railw^ay  Company  to  its  new  passenger  station,  at 
southeast  corner  of  Hancock  street  and  Lehigh  avenue. 

Whereas,  The  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company  has 
purchased  a  lot  of  ground  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Hancock 
street  and  Lehigh  avenue,  whereon  to  erect  a  passenger  sta- 
tion, and  desires  to  have  a  rear  and  front  approach  thereto  ; 
now,  therefore : 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  pursuant  to  a  further  supple- 
ment to  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Union  Passenger  Railway 
Company  of  Philadelphia,  approved  November  22,  1873,  con- 
sent is  hereby  given  to  said  company  to  lay  a  single  railway 
track  from  its  track  now  laid  on  Huntingdon  street,  north- 
wardly on  Howard  street  to  Lehigh  avenue ;  thence  west- 
wardly  on  Lehigh  avenue  to  Hancock  street;  and  thence 
southwardlv  on  Hancock  street  to  connect  with  tracks  on 
Huntinrrdon  street;  also,  on  Mascher  street,  from  Hunting- 
don sti-eet  northwardly,  so  as  to  connect  with  said  passenger 
station,  as  the  same  fronts  on  said  street :  Provided,  That  the 
said  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company  first  pay  fifty  dollars 
into  the  City  Treasury  for  printing  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  amend  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  authorize 
the  paving  of  Vienna  street,  between  Belgrade  and  Gaul 
streets,  in  the  Eighteenth  Ward,"  approved  April  4,  1885. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  ordinance  entitled  "An  Or- 
dinance to  authorize  the  paving  of  Vienna  street,  from  Bel- 
grade to  Gaul  streets,  in  the  Eighteenth  Ward,"  approved 
April  4,  1885,  be  altered  and  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  "one  thousand  dollars"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,"  for  paving  in- 
tersections, and  in  front  of  unassessable  property,  the  same  to 
be  taken  from  Item  2,  for  paving  intersections,  in  the  annual 
appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Highways

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  grading  of  Hansberry,  Morris  and   Bouvier 

streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  be,  and  he  is,  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
grade  the  following  streets,  to  the  established  grade  of  the 
City,  viz : 

Hansberry  street,  from  Wayne  avenue  to  Morris  street,  in 
the  Twenty-second  Ward,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  four  hundred 
(400)  dollars.  Morris  street,  from  Manheim  street  to  Queen 
streets,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed 
nine  hundred  and  fifty  (950)  dollars,  and  that  dirt  cut  from 
said  portion  of  Morris  street  be  deposited  on  Morris  street 
north  of  Queen  street.     Bouvier  street,  from  Montgomery  to 


Berks  street,  in  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward,  at  a  cost  not  to  ex- 
ceed three  hundred  (300)  dollars,  and  that  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty fronting  on  said  street,  shall  grade,  curb,  and  pave  their 
sidewalks  :  Provided^  That  said  streets  shall  be  first  dedicated 
or  properly  opened:  And  further  provided,  That  the  said  gra- 
ding shall  be  advertised  for,  and  the  contract  awarded  to  the 
lowest  bidder.     .

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  opening  of  Gratz  street  from  Berks  to  Norris 
streets,  in  the  Twenty-eighth  W^ard. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Comynon  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  be,  and  he  is,  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
nritify  the  owners  of  property  over  and  through  which  Gratz 
street  from  Berks  to  Norris  streets,  in  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward, 
will  pass,  that  at  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  date 
of  said  notice,  said  street  will  be  required  for  public  use  :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  owners  of  property  in  the  vicinity  of  said  street 
first  file  a  bond  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor  to  indemnify 
the  city  from  all  damages  by  reason  of  said  opening. 

Sect.  2.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  after  such  security  is  given  to  the  city  as  aforesaid, 
to  enter  security  according  to  law  for  the  payment  to  the  pro- 
perty owners  of  the  damages  to  be  sustained  by  them  by  reason 
of  said  opening,  and  thereupon  the  said  street  shall  be  imme- 
diately opened  for  public  use.

Tlw  Select  and  Common  Couneih  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
HighAvays  be,  and  is,  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  notify 
the  owners  of  property,  over  and  through  which  Moyamensing 
avenue,  from  Mifflin  street  to  Snyder  avenue,  in  the  First 
Ward,  will  pass,  that  at  the  expiration  of  three  months  from 
date  of  said  notice  said  street  will  be  required  for  public  use, 
in  accordance  with  the  plan  on  file  in  the  Department  of  Sur- 
veys, for  widening  said  street,  between  the  points  named.

Sanson!  street. 

Section  1.  Tlte  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Water  Department  be,  and  he  is,  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  lay  water-pipe  on  Jackson  street,  from  Main  to  Baker 
streets  ;  Chestnut  street,  from  Ripka  to  Leverington  avenues  ; 
Harrison  street,  from  Oak  to  Gay  streets  ;  Smick  street,  from 
Leverington  to  Ripka  avenues  ;  Thompson  street,  from  Oak  to 
Gay  streets  ;  Leverington  avenue,  from  Chestnut  street  to 
Mansion  avenue.  Twenty-first  Ward  ;  Cope  street,  from  Amber 
street  to  Trenton  avenue ;  Lowe  street,  from  Fifteenth  to 
Sixteenth  streets,  TAventy-fifth  Ward  ;  Thirty-fifth  street,  from 
Fairview  avenue   to   New   Queen  street :  New   Queen  street, 


from  Coulter  street  to  Fairview  avenue,  Twenty-eighth  Ward; 
and  to  relay  Sansom  street,  from  Seventh  to  Eighth  streets, 
Eighth  Ward.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  paving  of  Dudley,  Palethorp,  Seventh,  and 
Berks  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  be,  and  is,  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter 
into  a  contract  with  a  competent  paver  or  pavers  for  the  paving 
with  granite  blocks,  with  pebble  and  pitch  cemented  joints,  of 
the  following  streets,  viz. :  Dudley  street,  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  feet,  more  or  less,  east  of  Tenth  street,  no  cost  to 
the  city  for  intersections;  Palethorp  street,  from  Lehigh  avenue 
to  Huntingdon  street,  in  the  Nineteenth  Ward,  cost  of  inter- 
sections not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  dollars  : 
Provided,  The  sewer,  and  water  and  gas-pipes  are  first  laid  in 
said  streets  ;  Seventh  street,  from  Lehigh  avenue  to  Hunting- 
don street,  in  the  Nineteenth  Ward,  cost  of  intersections  not 
to  exceed  two  hundred  and  sixty  (260)  dollars  :  Provided,  The 
sewer,  and  water  and  gas-pipes  are  first  laid  in  said  streets  ;  the 
north  side  of  Berks  street,  between  Howard  and  Front  streets, 
in  the  Nineteenth  Ward,  cost  of  intei'sections  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  and  twenty  (120)  dollars.  The  conditions  of  which 
contract  shall  be,  that  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  collect 
the  cost  of  said  paving  from  the  owners  of  property  respectively 
fronting  on  said  streets,  and  shall  also  enter  into  an  obligation 
to  keep  said  streets  in  good  repair  for  three  years  after  the 
paving  is  finished :  Provided,  Said  streets  are  first  dedicated 
or  properly  opened :  And  provided.  The  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways  first  advertise  for  proposals  for  paving  said 
streets,  and  award  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  that 


the  owners  of  property  fronting  on  said  streets  shall  not  be 
charged  more  than  the  contract  price.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  be,  and  is,  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  grade 
the  following  streets  to  the  established  grade  of  the  city,  viz.: 
Tasker  street,  from  Otsego  to  Ash  streets,  in  the  First  Ward,. 
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at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  six  hundred  and  twenty-five  (625)  dol- 
lars; Brown  street,  from  Thirty-six-and-one-half  to  Thirty- 
seventh  street,  in  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward,  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  four  hundred  and  ten  (410)  dollars;  and  that  the 
owners  o*f  property  fronting  on  said  streets  shall  grade,  curb, 
and  pave  their  sidewalks :  Provided^  That  said  streets  shall  be 
first  dedicated  or  properly  opened:  And  further  provided, 
That  the  said  grading  shall  be  advertised  for,  and  the  contract 
awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Granting  permission  to  Wilson  Welsh,  to  lay  a  track  on  Ludlow 
street,  Twenty-seventh  Ward,  to  connect  his  property  with 
the  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  and  West  Chester  Railroads. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  permission  be,  and  is,  hereby 
granted  to  Wilson  Welsh,  to  lay  a  railroad  track  on  Ludlow 
street.  Twenty-seventh  Ward,  to  connect  his  property  No.  3042 
and  3044  Ludlow  street,  Avith  the  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  and 
West  Chester  Railroads.  The  said  track  to  be  laid  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Department  of  Highways,  after  the  plans 
have  been  first  approved  by  the  Board  of  Highway  Super- 
visors, and  to  be  removed  at  any  time  Councils  may  by  ordi- 
nance or  resolution  so  direct.  The  said  Wilson  Welsh  to 
place  the  street,  in  case  the  track  should  at  any  time  be  re- 
moved, in  the  same  condition  as  it  was  prior  to  the  laying  of 
the  track.  Before  granting  of  the  permit  for  the  said  track, 
fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid  by  said  Wilson  Welsh,  to 
the  City  Treasurer  for  printing  this  ordinance.

That  the  said  grad- 
ing shall  be  advertised  for,  and  the  contract  awarded  to  the 
lowest  bidder.

said  grradins  shall  be  advertised  for,  and  the  contract  awarded 
to  the  lowest  bidder.

material,  which  it  was  understood  was  on  hand,  and  which  it 
was  no  ])art  of  his  contract  to  furnish.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  lay 
tracks  in  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward,  and  to  repeal  the  ordi- 
nance of  June  16,  1881,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  imposing 
a  condition  upon  passenger  railway  companies,  asking  for 
additional  privileges,"  in  so  far  as  may  apply  to  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Councih  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordai7i,  That  in  accordance  with  a  further 
supplement  to  an  Act  to  incorporate  the  Union  Passenger 
Railway  Company  of  Philadelphia,  approved  November  22, 
1873,  (P.  Laws  of  1874,  444),  said  company  is  hereby  autho- 
rized to  lay  a  single  track  on  Twenty-first  and  Twenty-second 
streets,  northwardly  from  Columbia  avenue  to  and  upon  Sus- 
quehanna avenue  or  York  street,  between  Twenty-first  and 
Twenty-second  streets,  and  Montgomery  avenue,  between 
Twentieth  and  Twenty-second  streets,  with  the  required  curves 
and  switches. 

Sect.  2.  That  said  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company  be, 
and  is,  hereby  authorized  to  lay  a  single  or  double  track  on 
Dauphin  or  York  street,  from  Twentieth  street  to  Fairmount 
Park,  and  on  Twenty-seventh  street,  from  Dauphin  to  Y^ork 
streets,  with  the  necessary  curves  and  switches.

prepared  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  under  resolution 
of  Councils  of  the  2 2d  of  December,  1885  ;  the  width  of  the 
bridge  to  be  not  less  than  seventy-five  feet,  with  slots  and  tracks 
for  cable  railroad,  to  be  erected  on  stone  piers,  on  the  site  of 
those  now  existing,  and  the  centre  span  to  have  a  clear  opening 
of  not  less  than  nineteen  feet  above  city  datum  for  the  width 
of  seventy-five  feet  for  navigation. 

Sect.  2.  Each  proposal  for  the  construction  of  the  whole

Sect.  5.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  employ  two  consulting  engineers  to  examine  into  and 
report  upon  the  stability  of  the  present  pier  foundations  to  be 
used  for  the  bridge  hereby  directed  to  be  constructed  ;  payment 
therefor,  not  exceeding  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars,  to  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Surveys. 
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Sect.  6.  The  Cliief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  is  authorized 
to  appoint  such  engineer  corps  and  ins[)ectors  of  iron  at  the 
mills  and  on  the  erection  of  the  bridge  and  masonry  as  may 
be  requisite ;  also,  to  pny  for  transportation  and  incidental  ex- 
penses. In  case,  after  the  removal  of  old  masonry,  any  por- 
tions of  the  foundation  are  found  defective  or  insufficient,  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  is  authorized  to  enter  into  agree- 
ment or  contract  for  changes  in  the  plans  and  specifications  as 
the  necessity  of  the  case  may  demand,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Committee  on  Surveys  ;  the  expenses  for  this  section 
payable  out  of  the  appropriation,  to  be  limited  to  thirty  thou- 
sand (30,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  7.  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works 
are  hereby  requested  to  connect  the  gas  lamps  erected  upon 
said  bridge  and  approaches  with  the  city  gas  mains,  and  light 
them. 

Sect.  8.  No  contract  or  contracts  shall  be  binding  on  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  until  the  same  shall  be  approved  by 
Councils,  except  expenditures  under  Section  6,  which  are  to 
be  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Surveys.

That  permission  be,  and  is,  hereby 
granted  to  the  Peoples'  Telephone  Company  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  to  place  their  Avires  in,  over,  and  across  the

Provided^  That  the  work  herein  authorized  shall  be  done  under 
the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Department. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  said  Peoples'  Telephone  Company  shall 
give  a  bond  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  (5, 000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance,  as  well  for  the 
removal  of  wires  hereinafter  authorized,  in  case  of  disuse.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  is,  hereby 
granted  to  the  Electro-Pneumatic  Transit  Company  to  place 
pneumatic  tubes  underground  in  the  following  streets  :  from 
No.  422  Library  street  along  Library  street  to  Fourth  street ; 
on  Fourth  street  to  Spruce  street.  On  Walnut  street,  from 
the  Delaware  river  to  Fifteenth  street ;  on  Fifteenth 
street,  from  Carpenter  street  to  Fairmount  avenue ;  on 
Market  street,  from  Fifteenth  street  to  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill ;  and  on  Fourth  street,  from  Library  street  to  Cal- 
lowhill  street,  with  the  privilege  of  connecting  their  tubes 
with  buildings  along  said  streets.  The  Board  of  High- 
way Supervisors  shall  have  authority  to  change  the  route 
and  location  of  the  tubes  should  they  find  that  any  of  the 
streets  included  in  said  route  are  already  so  occupied  as  to  inter- 
fere with  the  laying  of  the  tubes.  The  said  tubes  shall  be  laid 
under  the  general  ordinances  of  the  city  regulating  the  introduc- 
tion and  use  of  underground  wires,  cables,  conduits,  and  tubes  in

the  City  of  Philadelphia.  The  work  hereinabove  authorized 
shall  be  completed  within  one  year  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance.  The  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  have  free  use  of 
the  tubes  for  the  transaction  of  Municipal  business.  Should 
the  said  Company  at  any  time  default  in  any  conditions  imposed 
by  this  ordinance  or  any  other  ordinance  now  in  force  and 
which  may  hereafter  be  passed  relating  to  underground  wires, 
cables,  conduits,  or  tubes,  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Depart- 
ment is  authorized  and  directed  to  either  disconnect  or  remove 
the  tubes  above  authorized. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  The  Electro-Pneumatic  Transit  Company 
shall  give  a  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  to  be 
entered  of  record  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars, 
to  fjiithfully  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or 
any  other  ordinance  now  in  force  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
passed  regulating  the  laying  of  wires,  cables,  conduits,  or  tubes 
under  the  streets  of  the  city,  and  before  exercising  any  of  the 
privileges  under  this  ordinance,  the  said  company  shall  execute 
the  bond  and  pay  fifty  dollars  to  the  City  Treasurer  for  printing 
this  ordinance.

Kfgiilatiiiix  tlie  laying  and  construction  of  underground  wires, 
electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables,  and  tubes  in  tlie  City 
of  Pliiladelpliia. 

Section  1.  The.  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
if  J^hiJddelphia  do  ordain^  That  every  company,  corporation, 
iinii.  or  individual  desiring  to  lay  or  construct  a  line  or  lines 
of  telegrapli,  telephone,  electric  light  Avires,  electrical  con- 
ductors, conduits,  cables,  or  pneumatic  tubes  under  any  of  the 
streets  or  highways  of  the  city  shall  first  file  with  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors  an  application  in  writing,  accompanied 
by  a  general  ])lan  and  specification,  showing  the  location  of 
the  pro])osed  work,  and  so  far  as  shall  be  practicable  that  of 
all  structures  existing  under  said  streets  or  highways  upon' 
which  they  may  desire  to  lay  or  construct  their  line  or  lines 
of  wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables,  or  tubes. 

Sect.  '1.  In  order  to  avoid  the  placing  of  unnecessary  wires, 
electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables,  or  tubes  on  streets  or 
highways  already  occupied  by  sitch,  and  to  avoid  interference 
with  the  water,  gas,  and  sewerage  system  of  tlie  city,  the 
Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  shall  have  authority  to  alter 
and  change  the  route  or  plans  submitted  by  any  company,  cor- 
poration, firm,  or  individual,  as  they  may  think  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  city  ;  and  upon  the  approval  of  a  route  and  plan 
by  the  said  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  they  shall  cause 
said  route  and  requirements  to  be  drafted  into  the  form  of  an 
ordinance  to  be  submitted  to  Councils  for  their  approval  or 
disapproval.  The  said  ordinance  shall  be  accompanied  by 
jilans  approved  by  the  Board  of  Highways  Supervisors. 

Sect.  3.  The  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  are  hereby 
authoriz;ed.  upon  the  passage  of  a  resolution  by  Councils,  to 
grant  permission  to  any  company,  corporation,  firm,  or  indi- 
vidual to  which  privileges  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be 
granted  for  the  construction  of  main  lines  of  telegrapli,  tele- 
phone, electric  light  wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits, 
cables  or  pneumatic  tubes,  to  lay  or  build  branch  lines  there- 
from not  extending  beyond  three  s({uares  direct  from  the  main 
lines,  which  privilege  shall  be  revocable  at  any  time  by  Coun- 
cils. 
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Sect.  4.  'I'ho  laying,  construction,  and  maintenance  of  ail 
wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  tuhes,  or  cables  shall  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Depart- 
ment, and  subject  to  his  approval  :  and  the  same  shall  be  laid 
under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Iliglnvay 
Supervisors. 

Sect.  '>.  That  every  company,  corporation,  firm,  or  indi- 
vidual, to  which  privileges  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be 
granted  for  the  laying  or  construction  of  a  line  or  lines  of 
wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables  or  tubes,  shall  be 
liable  for  any  injury  or  damages  to  gas,  water-mains,  pipes,  or 
sewers,  by  the  opening  of  the  streets,  or  the  laying  of  their 
wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables,  or  tubes  therein, 
and  this  condition  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  liond  ])r(»vide<l  for 
in  Section  11  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  G.  That  whenever  the  city  may  desire  to  use  or  occupy 
any  of  the  wires,  electrical  conductors,  or  cables,  for  municipal 
purposes,  the  company,  corporation,  firm,  or  individual,  to 
which  the  privilege  has  or  shall  hereafter  be  granted  for  lay- 
ino;  or  constructino;  such  lines  or  l)ranches,  shall  furnish  three 
g'lod  working  wires  upon  thirty  (30)  days'  notice,  to  the  Elec- 
trical Department,  without  any  cost  to  the  city. 

Sect.  7.  That  whenever  the  city  may  desire  to  occupy  or 
use  a  tube  or  chamber  in  any  of  the  conduits  or  tubes  which 
have  heretofore  been  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  by  authority 
of  Councils,  the  company,  corporation,  firm,  or  individual, 
owning  such  conduits  or  tubes  shall,  upon  thirty  (30)  days' 
notice  from  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Department,  furnish 
said  Department,  free  of  cost  or  charge  to  the  city,  at  least 
one  tube  or  chamber  in  such  conduits  or  tubes :  Provided, 
That  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  companies, 
corporations,  firms  or  individuals  laying  wires  who  have  com- 
plied with  Section  6  of  this  ordinance,  of  which  compliance 
the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Department  shall  be  judge. 

Sect.  8.  That  every  company,  cor])oration,  firm  or  indi- 
vidual, to  which  privileges  have  been  granted  for  the  laying  of 
pneumatic  tubes,  shall,  upon  notice  from  the  Chief  of  the 
Electrical  Department,  supply  free  service  to  the  City  of  ]  Phila- 
delphia and  the  Departments  thereof,  between  such  ])oinTs  as 
are  or  may  be  reached  by  their  system. 

Sect.  0.  Every  company,  corporation,  firm  or  individual, 
to    which    privileges    have    heretofore    or    may    hereafter    be 
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granted,  for  the  laying  of  wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits, 
cables  or  tubes,  under  any  of  the  streets  or  higlnvays  of  the 
city,  shall  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  November,  in  each 
and  every  year,  certify  under  oath  to  the  Chief  of  the  Elec- 
trical Department,  the  number  and  location  of  wires,  elec- 
trical conductors,  conduits,  caldes  or  tubes,  and  tlie  miles  of 
wire  laid  underground,  by  authority  of  ordinance.  Upon  fiiil- 
ure  to  make  such  a  return  on  the  part  of  any  company,  corpo- 
ration, firm  or  individual  within  thirty  days  from  the  time 
specified,  the  privileges  granted  by  this  or  any  other  ordinance, 
or  by  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  under  resolution  of 
Councils,  shall  cease  and  determine,  and  the  Chief  of  the 
Electrical  Department  shall  thereupon  cause  the  wires,  elec- 
trical conductors,  conduits,  cables  or  tubes  to  be  either  dis- 
<-onnected  from  the  buildings  or  removed  from  the  streets, 
und  any  expense  or  cost  resulting  therefrom  shall  be  charged 
to  and  against  such  company,  corporation,  firm  or  individual, 
and  the  City  Solicitor  is  directed  and  authorized  to  collect  the 
cost  from  such  company,  corporation,  firm,  or  individual  for 
siaid  disconnection  or  removal,  by  proceeding  upon  the  bond  as 
re(iuired  to  be  given  by  them,  as  provided  in  Section  11  of 
this  ordinance.  And  should  the  amount  of  said  bond  be  in- 
sufficient to  cover  tJie  costs  and  charges,  he  is  further  author- 
ized and  directed  to  take  other  proceedings  to  recovei'  the  same. 

Sect.  10.  The  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Department  sliall  at 
all  times  have  free  and  unobstructed  access  to  the  wires,  cou- 
<luits,  cables,  electrical  conductors  or  tubes  for  the  ])urpose  of 
inspecting  tlie  same  or  making  connections  therewith  for  wires 
or  conductors  in  use  or  to  be  used  by  the  city. 

Sect.  11.  That  ui)OU  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  granting 
iiny  company,  corporation,  firm  or  individual,  pi-ivileges  under 
this  ordinance,  or  any  ordiiuince  now  in  force,  or  to  be  here- 
after passed,  relating  to  or  regulating  underground  wires,  elec- 
trical conductors,  conduits,  cables,  pipes  or  tubes,  the  said  com- 
jiaiiy.  corporation,  firm  or  individual  sluill,  before  exercising 
any  privileges  thereunder,  give  a  bond,  to  be  drawn  and  aj)- 
]. roved  by  tlie  C'ity  Solicitor,  and  to  be  entered  of  record,  in 
the  Sinn  of  five  thousand  (o.OOO)  dollars,  conditioned  that  they 
Avill  properly  I'elay  and  pave  all  openings  made  by  them,  and 
thereafter  keep  in  repaii-  for  a  period  of  three  years  the  paving 
liVer  said  openings,  and  that  they  will  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  5  of  this  ordinance  for  a  like  period  of  three 
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years.  And  a  certificate  of  such  approval  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  City  Solicitor  to  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors 
before  a  permit  shall  be  issued  for  the  opening  of  any  street 
or  liiglnvav  for  the  purposes  named  ;  and  the  comjiany.  cor- 
{)oration,  firm  or  indi vicinal  to  which  any  privilege  is  granted 
shall,  before  the  issuance  of  a  permit,  pay  fifty  (50)  dollars 
to  the  City  Treasurer,  for  printing  of  the  ordinance  granting 
the  privileges  asked. 

Sect.  12.  Should  any  company,  corporation,  firm,  or  indi- 
vidual to  which  privileges  have  heretofore  been  or  shall  here- 
after be  granted  for  the  laying  of  underground  wires,  electrical 
conductors,  conduits,  cables,  or  tubes,  dispose  of  any  of  the 
franchises  granted  by  ordinance,  or  lease  to,  consolidate,  or 
merge  Avith  any  other  company,  corporation,  firm,  or  individual, 
they  shall  forfeit  all  rights  and  privileges  granted  to  them  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  upon  satisfactory  proof  being 
furnished  to  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Department  and  the 
City  Solicitor,  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  take 
similar  action  against  the  offending  company,  corporation,  firm 
or  individual  as  provided  for  in  Section  !>  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  13.  All  ordinances  providing  for  license  charges  upon 
undercrround  wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables,  or 
tubes,  as  well  as  all  other  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in- 
consistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

Granting  the  Keystone  Light  and  Power  Company  of  Phila- 
delphia the  privilege  of  placing  electric  wires  or  cables 
underground  in  certain  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Keystone  Light  and 
Power  Company  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  be,  and  is,  hereby 
authorized  to  lay  down,  maintain  and  operate  its  conduits,  wires, 
and  cables  for  electrical  conductors  under  and  through  the  fol- 
lowing streets  :  Bennett  street,  from  Seventh  to  Eighth  streets  ; 
Eighth  street,  from  north  side  of  Walnut  street  to  north  side 
of  Market  street ;  Seventh  street,  from  north  side  of  AValnut 
street  to  south  side  of  Market  street ;  -Jayne  street,  from  Sixth 
to  Ninth  streets ;  Sansom  street,  from  Sixth  to  Ninth  streets  ; 
Decatur  street,  from  Jayne  to  Market  streets  ; .  Shoemaker 
street,  from  Seventh  to  Eighth  streets — for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
plying its  patrons  and  customers  with  incandescent  electric  light 
and  power.  The  said  wires  and  cables  shall  be  laid  under  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  general  ordinance,  approved 
March  30,  1883,  regulating  the  introduction  and  use  of  under- 
ground conduits,  wires,  and  cables  for  electrical  conductors  in 
the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  provide  for 
charfres  for  undersrround,  overijround,  or  overhead  wires,  as 
well  as  those  of  any  other  ordinances  since  passed  or  hereafter 
enacted  relating  to  tlie  subject;  and  the  said  coui))any  sliall  be 
liable  for  any  and  all  damages  which  may  arise  from  the  laying 
of  said  wires,  conduits,  and  cables  under  any  of  the  streets 
herein  named.  The  work  herein  authorized  shall  be  completed 
within  one  year  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and  the 
said  company  shall  give  a  bond,  to  be  approved  I)y  the  City 
Solicitor,  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars,  to  faith- 
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fully  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  anj 
other  ordinance  now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed 
regulating  the  laying  of  conduits,  cables,  electrical  conductors, 
or  wires  under  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  or  sidewalks  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  ;  and,  before  exercising  any  of  the  privi- 
leges under  this  ordinance,  the  bond  mentioned  herein  shall 
be  executed  and  entered  of  record,  and  the  sum  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars  sliall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  for  printing  the 
same.

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt, 
and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  city  property,  tlie  sum 
of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  !>.  For  the  department  of  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7) 
cents. 

Item  1<>.   For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  department  of  city  commissioners,  the 
sum  of  nnne  (i>)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  the  Health  Department,  the  sum  of  two  (2) 
cents. 

Item  \-K  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents.  And  said  amounts  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects  subject  to 
further  direction  by  ordinance.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills 
the  rates  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  .issessed  property  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
''rural  or  suburban,"'  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the 
relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on   the  as- 
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sessed  property  situate  in  the  Avards  where  houses  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  poor  are  jirovided,  as  required  by  the 
eighteenth  section  of  the  act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum 
shall  be  allowed.  If  paid  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  and 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
one-half  of  one  per  cent,  shall  be  added  and  made  payable  to 
the  same.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  August  and  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  September  there  shall  be  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  one  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  and  one-half  per  cent.  If  paid 
after  the  first  day  of  October  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
November  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per 
cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  November  and  on  or  Ijefore 
the  first  day  of  December  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty 
of  three  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  December 
and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  an  addition  or  penalty 
of  four  per  cent.  ;  and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after 
the  first  day  of  January  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty 
of  five  per  cent,  added  to  and  made  payable  on  the  same.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  display  from 
day  to  day  in  large  figures  and  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
Tax  Office  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance. 

And  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
Avith  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Granting  permission  to  the  Penn  Electric  Light  Company,  of 
New  Jersey,  to  hiy  and  maintain  underground  wires,  for  the 
purpose  of  furnishing  electric  light. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  permission  be,  and  the  same 
is,  hereby  granted  to  the  Penn  Electric  Light  Company,  of 
New  Jersey,  to  lay  and  maintain  underground  wires,  for  the 
purpose  ot  furnishing  electric  light,  and  making  house  connec- 
tions, along  the  folloAving  route,  in  accordance  with  plans 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  in  the  follow- 
ing streets,  viz. :  Walnut  street,  from  Delaware  avenue  to  the 
Schuylkill  river  ;  South  street,  from  Delaware  avenue  to  the 
Schuylkill  river;  Queen  street,  from  Delaware  avenue  to  Third 
street ;  Third  street,  from  Queen  street  to  Christian  street ; 
Christian  street,  from  Third  street  to  Sutherland  avenue ; 
Federal  street,  from  Front  street  to  Twenty-eighth  street ; 
Second  street,  from  Walnut  street  to  Federal  street;  Fifth 
street,  from  Walnut  street  to  Federal  street;  Eleventh  street, 
from  Walnut  street  to  Federal  street ;  Broad  street  (sidewalk), 
east  side,  from  Passyunk  avenue  to  Walnut  street ;  Twentieth 
street,  from  Walnut  street  to  Federal  street ;  Twenty -second 
street,  from  Walnut  street  to  Federal  street ;  under  Twenty- 
third  street,  between  Walnut  street  and  Federal  street  via 
Gray's  Ferry  road ;  Passyunk  avenue,  from  Fifth  sti-eet  to

Penn  Electric  Light  Company,  of  New  Jersey,  shall  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  the  "Ordinance  regulating  the  laying 
and  construction  of  underground  wires,  electrical  conductors, 
conduits,  cables,  and  tubes  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia," 
approved  August  5,  1886,  and  such  other  ordinances  as  may 
hereafter  be  enacted;  and  also,  with  such  rules  and  regulations- 
as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  High- 
way Supervisors,  for  the  laying  and  maintenance  of  under- 
ground wires,  cables,  conduits  and  tubes,  not  provided  f(n'  in 
the  ordinance  above  mentioned  :  And  provided.  That  nothing 
contained    in   this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  grant  unto 
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said  Penii  Electric  Light  Company,  of  New  Jersey,  the  exclu- 
sive right,  or  to  prevent  the  grant  of  similar  privileges  to  other 
individuals  or  corporations  on  the  streets  herein  named ;  and 
the  privilege  of  laying  the  cable  or  wires  shall  cease  and  deter- 
mine within  two  years  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance.

pany shall  first  enter  into  an  agreement,  in  writing,  with  the 
city,  to  carry  passengers  for  not  more  than  five  cents  for  a 
single  continuous  ride  the  entire  length  of  their  lines  before 
availing  themselves  of  the  privileges  contained  in  this  ordi- 
nance :  And  provided,  That  the  said  company  shall,  before 
exercising  any  privileges  under  this  ordinance,  first  pay  fifty 
(50)  dollai's  to  the  City  Treasurer  for  printing  the  same : 
Provided,  That  the  plans  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Highway  Supervisors,  and  approved  by  them,  and  the  work 
be  done  under  the  supervision  of  said  Board :  And  provided, 
That  the  said  company  shall  first  file  an  agreement  with  the 
City  Solicitor  to  comply  with  all  ordinances  now  in  force  or 
hereafter  to  be  passed  by  City  Councils  relating  to  passenger 
railway  companies.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Commoyi  Councih  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  on  and  after  the  first  Monday 
of  April,  A.  D.  1887,  the  executive  power  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  shall  be  vested  in  the  Mayor  and  the  departments 
authorized  by  the  Act  of  Assembly,  entitled  "An  Act  for  the 
better  government  of  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  Common- 
wealth," approved  June  1,  1885. 

Sect.  2.  The  following  departments  are  hereby  established 
in  accordance  with  said  Act : 

I  Department  of  Public  Safety. 

II  Department  of  Public  Works. 

III  Department  of  Receiver  of  Taxes. 

IV  Department  of  City  Treasurer. 
V  Department  of  City  Controller. 

VI  Department  of  Law. 

VII  Department  of  Education. 

VIII  Department  of  Charities  and  Correction. 

IX  Department  of  Sinking  Fund  Commission. 

Department  of  Public  Safety. 

Sect.  3.  The  Department  of  Public  Safety  shall  be  under 
the  charge,  direction,  control,  and  administration  of  one  Di- 
rector, who  shall  be  the  head  thereof.  He  shall  be  at  least 
thirty  years  of  age,  and  have  been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant  of 
the  State  five  years,  and  an  inhabitant  of  the  city  for  fire 
years  next  before  his  appointment,  unless  absent  on  the  public 
business  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  and  shall  reside 
in  said  city  during  his  term  of  service. 
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Said  Director  shall  receive  a  salary  of  seven  thousand  five 
hundred  (7,500)  dollars  per  annum,  and  give  to  the  city  satis- 
factory security,  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  ('25,000) 
dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty. 

Before  entering  upon  his  duties,  the  said  Director  shall  take 
and  subscribe  the  oath  or  affirmation  in  Article  7  of  tlie  Con- 
stitution of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  which  shall  be  filed 
with  the  City  Controller. 

This  Department  shall  embrace  the  present  Departments  of 
Police,  Health,  Fire,  Electrical,  Erection  of  Fire  Escapes, 
Building  Inspectors,  Inspectors  of  Steam  Engines  and  Boilers, 
and  shall  have  charge  of  inspection  of  markets,  food,  and  all 
other  matters  connected  with  the  health  of  the  people. 

Sect.  4.  The  Board  of  Building  Inspectors  shall  be  at- 
tached to,  and  under  the  control  and  direction  of,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety,  and  shall  consist  of  three  members, 
who  shall  perform  the  duties  now  by  law  allotted  to  it,  and  at 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  present  inspectors  the  Direc- 
tor of  said  Department  shall  appoint  their  successors :  Provided, 
Said  Board  shall  be  composed  of  practical  carpenters  and  brick- 
layers ;  but  the  three  members  shall  not  all  be  of  the  same 
occupation. 

Sect.  5.  The  enforcement  of  regulations  concerning  Fire 
Escapes  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Board  of  Building  In- 
spectors, Fire  Marshal,  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire 
Department.  They  shall  elect  their  own  chairman,  and  adopt 
such  rules  and  fire  escapes  as  they  may  think  desirable,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  Public  Safety. 

Sect.  G.  The  ,care,  management,  and  control  of  the  police 
station-houses,  police  tug  boats,  and  patrol  houses  shall  be  under 
this  Department. 

Sect.  7.  Whenever  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  shall 
direct  the  Chief  or  Superintendent  of  Police  to  appoint  addi- 
tional patrolmen  at  the  charge  and  expense  of  any  persons 
asking  such  appointments,  the  Director  thereof  shall  forthwith 
report  the  same,  with  the  names  of  the  appointees  and  the 
place  where  they  are  to  perform  duty,  to  Select  Council.     And 
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whenever  the  Mayor,  in  case  of  any  emergency  or  apprehen- 
sion of  riot  or  mob,  shall  appoint  special  patrolmen,  he  shall 
report  forthwith  the  names,  number,  and  rate  of  pay  of  such 
appointees  to  Select  Council. 

Department  of  Public  Works. 

Sect.  8.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  be  under 
the  charge,  direction,  control,  and  administration  of  one  Di- 
rector,  who  shall  be  the  head  thereof  He  shall  be  at  least 
thirty  years  of  age,  and  have  been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant  of 
the  State  five  years,  and  an  inhabitant  of  the  city  for  five 
years  next  before  his  appointment,  unless  absent  on  the  public 
business  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  and  shall  reside 
in  said  city  during  his  term  of  service. 

Said  Director  shall  receive  a  salary  of  seven  thousand  five 
hundred  (7,500)  dollars  per  annum,  and  give  to  the  city  satis- 
factory security,  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000) 
dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty. 

Before  entering  upon  his  duties,  the  said  Director  shall  take 
and  sul)scribe  the  oath  or  affirmation  in  Article  7  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  which  shall  be  filed 
with  the  City  Controller. 

This  Department  shall  embrace  the  present  Departments 
of  Water,  Gas,  Highways,  Bridges  and  Sewers,  Surveys  and 
the  District  Surveyors,  Markets,  Wharves,  City  Property,  and 
City  Ice  Boats.  The  erection  of  public  lamps,  and  the  light- 
ing and  care  of  same,  whether  gas,  gasoline,  or  electric  lights, 
the  construction,  protection,  care,  and  repair  of  public  build- 
ings, squares,  market-houses,  wharves  and  docks,  bridges, 
real  estate,  and  structures  of  every  kind  for  public  use,  (except 
such  as  now  or  hereafter  may  be  used  for  educational  or  police 
purposes,  the  control  of,  or  the  erection  of  the  new  Public 
Buildings,  at  Broad  and  Market  streets,)  shall  be  under  tlie 
direction  of  this  Department. 

Sect.  9.  The  city  shall  be  divided  into  Survey  districts  as 
at  present,  and  until  the  expiration  of  the  respective  terms  of 
ofiice  of  the  present  district  surveyors,  such  surveyors  shall  be 
attached  to  the  Deparrment  of  Public  Works,  and  shall  per- 
form   their   duties   under  the   direction   of  said    Depai'tmciit.- 
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At  tlie  expiration  of  their  respective  terms,  tlie  Director  of 
Public  Works  shall,  by  appointment,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
Select  Council,  fill  the  vacancies  for  a  term  of  five  years, 
with  the  same  duties  and  responsibilities  as  is  now  provided 
by  law. 

Sect,  10.  The  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the 
Chief  Officer  of  the  Bureaus  of  Highways,  Water,  Gas,  Electri- 
cal, City  Property  and  Surveys.  The  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  shall  be  President  of  said  Board. 

Department  of  Receiver  of  Taxen. 

Sect.  11.  The  Receiver  of  Taxes  shall  be  the  head  of  this 
department;  he  shall  be  elected,  and  give  security,  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
and  until  his  successor  is  chosen  and  qualified.  He  shall  re- 
ceive a  salary  of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars  per  annum. 

The  duty  of  collecting  taxes  and  the  receipt  and  collection 
of  funds  derived  from  loans,  licenses,  water-rents,  water-pipes, 
frontages,  permits,  and  all  receipts  connected  with  the  manu- 
facture of  and  sale  of  gas,  and  rents  from  markets,  landings, 
wharves,  and  other  public  property  and  interests,  shall  here- 
after be  performed  by  this  department. 

The  Receiver  of  Taxes  shall  be  charged  by  the  Controller 
with  the  full  amount  of  all  tax  duplicates  of  the  several  wards, 
and  also  with  all  other  accounts  placed  in  his  hands  by  the 
proper  officers  for  collection,  and  shall  make  daily  returns  to  the 
Controller  of  all  moneys  paid,  and  by  whom  paid. 

Sect.  12.  From  and  after  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887, 
all  moneys  due  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  whether  for  taxes, 
loans,  licenses,  water  rents,  water  pipes,  frontages,  permits, 
and  rents  from  markets,  landings,  wharves,  and  other  public 
property  and  interests,  or  from  any  source  whatever,  shall  be 
received  and  collected  by  the  Department  of  the  Receiver  of 
Taxes,  and  from  and  after  the  first  Monday  of  April,  ]  887, 
the  Registrar  of  the  Water  Department  and  the  clerks  em- 
ployed in  the  collection  of  funds  derived  from  water  rents, 
water  pipes,  frontages,  and  permits,  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
Department  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  for  the  performance  of 
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similar  duties,  .and  the  books  of  accounts  then  in  use  by  the- 
said  Registrar  and  his  clerks,  shall  be  continued  for  the  same 
purposes  until  the  close  of  the  year  1887. 

Sect.  13.  The  Receiver  of  Taxes  shall  furnish  the  City 
Solicitor  with  a  list  of  all  claims  unpaid  within  the  time  pre- 
Bcribed  by  law,  that  liens  may  be  entered  and  the  interest  of 
the  city  protected. 

Department  of  City  Treasurer. 

Sect.  14.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  be  the  head  of  this  de- 
partment. He  shall  be  elected,  and  give  security,  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
and  until  his  successor  is  chosen  and  qualified.  The  duties  of 
the  City  Treasurer  shall  remain,  as  now  provided  by  law  and 
ordinance. 

Department  of  City  Controller. 

Sect.  15.  The  City  Controller  shall  be  the  head  of  this 
department,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  as  now  prescribed 
by  law  or  ordinance. 

Sect.  16,  The  City  Controller  is  hereby  authorized,  prior  to 
December  31,  1887,  to  prepare  proper  warrant  books  for  the 
departments  of  the  City  government  as  reorganized  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance ;  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
tinue the  accounts  in  his  office  as  they  now  are  until  January 
1,  1888,  and  have  prepared  such  books  and  to  open  such 
accounts'  as  will  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  require- 
ments of  this  Ordinance,  and  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  entitled 
"An  Act  to  provide  for  the  better  government  of  cities,  etc," 
approved  June  1,  1885. 

Department  of  Laiv. 

Sect.  17.  The  City  Solicitor  shall  be  the  head  of  this 
department,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  as  now  prescribed 
by  law  or  ordinance. 

Department  of  Education. 

Sect.  18.  The  Department  of  Education  shall  continue  as 
now  established  by  law  and  ordinance. 
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Department  of  Charities  and  Correction. 

Sect.  19.  This  department  sliall  be  under  the  charge,  man- 
agement, control,  and  athninistrution  of  a  President  and  four 
Directors.  They  shall  be  at  least  thirty  years  of  age,  and 
have  been  citizens  and  inhabitants  of  the  State  five  years,  and 
inhabitants  of  the  city  for  five  years  next  before  their  appoint- 
ment, unless  absent  on  the  public  business  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  State,  and  shall  reside  in  said  city  during  their 
term  of  service.  Said  President  and  Directors  shall  serve 
without  compensation,  but  shall  not  be  required  to  give  any 
security. 

Before  entering  upon  their  duties,  the  said  President  and 
Directors  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  or  affirmation  in 
Article  7  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
which  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Controller. 

This  Department  shall  embrace  the  present  Department  of 
House  of  Correction  and  the  Department  of  the  Guardians  of. 
the  Poor.  They  shall  manage  and  control  all  almshouses,  chari- 
ties, hospitals,  houses  of  correction,  and  all  similar  institutions 
wholly  under  the  control  of  the  city.  All  the  powers  vested 
in  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor  and  the  Managers  of  the 
House  of  Correction  shall  be  vested  in  this  Department :  Pro- 
vided,  That  no  part  of  this  section  shall  interfere  with  the 
Municipal  Hospital  or  Lazaretto,  as  now  under  the  control  of 
the  Board  of  Health,  or  with  the  functions  of  any  Board  of 
Directors  of  City  Trusts  now  existing,  created  by  any  Acts  of 
Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Sinking  Fund  Commissioner t. 

Sect.  20.  The  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  shall  continue 
as  now  established  by  law  or  ordinance. 

General  Provisions. 

Sect.  21.  The  salary  of  the  Mayor  from  and  after  the  first 
Monday  of  April,  1887,  shall  be  twelve  thousand  (12,000) 
dollars  per  annum. 

Before  entering  upon  his  duties,  he  shall  take  and  subscribe 
the  oath  or  affirmation  in  Article  7  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  which  shall  be  filed  witli  the  City 
Controller.

Sect.  22.  Upon  the  removal  by  the  Mayor  of  any  head  di- 
rector or  other  officer  appointed  by  him,  he  shall  transmit  to- 
Select  Council,  at  its  next  meeting,  his  reasons  therefor,  and 
shall,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  nominate  to  that  body  a 
successor.  During  any  vacancy  the  Mayor  shall  designate  the 
officer  to  serve  ad  iuteriia,  who  shall  have  the  same  powers  and 
perform  the  same  duties  the  officer  removed  performed  and 
discharged. 

Sect.  23.  The  Boards  of  Fire  Commissioners,  Guardians  of 
the  Poor,  Managers  of  House  of  Correction,  Fire  Escapes,  as 
now  constituted,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas 
^Vorks,  be,  and  are  hereby,  abolished  from  and  after  the 
first  Monday  of  April,  1887.  All  the  books,  papers,  records, 
and  all  other  property  connected  with  each  of  said  Boards  shall 
be  turned  over  to  the  new  Department  created  to  take  the  place 
of  the  Boards  hereby  abolished. 

Sect.  24.  All  heads  of  departments  in  the  employ  of  the 
City  on  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887,  shall  hold  their  re- 
spective positions  and  receive  their  present  salaries  until  the 
expiration  o^  the  terms  for  which  they  were  elected,  but  they 
shall  be  attached  to  and  become  a  part  of  the  departments 
herein  created,  and  they  and  each  of  them  shall  be  subject  to 
the  Director  of  the  Department  to  which  they  are  hereby  as- 
signed. 

Sect.  25.  The  following  joint  Committees  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Presidents  of  Select  and  Common  Councils  immediately 
after  the  organization  of  Councils  in  April,  1887,  and  annually 
thereafter :  Finance,  Water,  Highways,  Surveys,  Charities 
and  Prisons,  Railroads,  Schools,  Police  and  Boiler  Inspection, 
Law  and  Election  Divisions,  Verify  Cash  Accounts  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  Gas  and  Fire  Departments,  Electrical,  City  Prop- 
erty and  Printing  and  Supplies,  Compare  Bills  and  Commerce 
and  Navigation,  and  Municipal  Government,  each  of  above  to 
consist  of  twelve  members  of  each  body,  nine  members  of  Avhich 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  ;  except  the  Committee  to  A  erify 
Cash  Accounts  of  the  City  Treasurer,  five  members  of  which 
shall  constitute  a  (|uorum.  The  Presidents  of  Select  and  Com- 
mon Councils  shall  be  members  of  all  Standing  Committees 
end  shall  be  entitled  to  a  voice  and  vote  therein. 
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The  Chairman  of  the  Committees  on  Finance,  Higliways, 
Surveys,  Charities  and  Prisons,  Police  and  ]]oiler  Inspection, 
Gas  and  Fire  Department,  and  Municipal  Government,  shall 
be  a  member  of  Conmion  Council. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committees  on  Water,  Railroads, 
Schools,  Law  and  Election  Divisions,  A^erify  Cash  Accounts 
of  the  City  Treasurer,  Electrical,  City  Property  and  Printing 
and  Supplies,  Compare  Bills  and  Commerce  and  Navigation, 
shall  be  a  member  of  Select  Council.  No  member  of  either 
branch  of  Councils  shall  be  Chairman  of  more  than  one  Stand- 
ino;  Committee. 

Sect.  26.  From  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887,  to  De- 
cember 31,  1887,  all  warrants  presented  to  the  City  Con- 
troller, from  the  departments  placed  under  the  control  of  the 
Directors  of  Public  Safety,  Public  Works,  and  Charities  and 
Correction,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Directors  and  President 
of  said  departments,  before  being  countersigned  by  the  City 
Controller. 

Sect.  27.  All  discharges,  appointments,  and  engagements 
of  laborers  and  employees,  in  the  Departments  of  Public 
Safety,  of  Public  Works,  and  of  Charities  and  Correction, 
whether  salaried  or  per  diem,  shall  be  made  by  the  Directors  of 
said  Departments  (excepting  only  of  assistants  or  laborers  em- 
ployed for  special  or  temporary  purposes,  and  professional 
experts) :  Provided,  That  in  all  cases  of  discharge  of  sala- 
ried officers,  the  head  of  such  Department  shall  notify  Select 
Council  at  their  next  meeting  of  such  discharge  with  the 
reasons  or  cause  thei-efor,  and  shall  submit  to  Select  Council, 
within  thirty  days,  the  name  of  the  person  appointed  in  place 
of  the  one  discharged. 


Sect.  28.  Upon  the  abolition  of  any  of  the  Departments, 
Boards,  or  Commissions  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  the 
transfer  of  the  same  to  any  of  the  Departments  created  by  the 
Act  of  Assembly,  approved  June  1,  1885,  by  virtue  of  said 
act  or  this  ordinance,  all  the  powers,  duties,  incidents,  and 
functions  of  said  abolished  or  transferred  Department,  Board, 
or  Commission  shall  become  vested  in  the  Department  which 
shall    thereafter    have   charge   of    the  same  subject  matters, 
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which  Departments,  Boards,  or  Commissions  so  abolished  or 
transferred  shall  be  hereafter  respectively  called  Bureaus  under 
the  several  Departments  to  which  they  have  been  assigned." 

Sect.  29.  From  and  after  the  first  Monday  of  April,  18H7, 
it  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  each  department  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment and  the  Clerks  of  Councils  to  furnish  the  Beceiver  of 
Taxes  with  a  list  of  all  accounts  due  the  City,  on  or  before  the 
day  the  same  may  accrue  and  becomes  due,  from  any  and  every 
source,  giving  such  information  as  will  fully  enable  him  to  col- 
lect the  same.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  department 
to  furnish  the  City  Controller  with  a  duplicate  of  such  return 
made  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  ;  whereupon  the  Controller  shall 
forthwith  charge  such  return  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes.  All 
moneys  due  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
pay  moneys  to  any  one  for  the  city,  except  as  above  stated. 

Sect.  30.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

purpose  of  furnishing  electric  standard  time  to  subscribers. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  is,  hereby 
granted  to  "  The  Philadelphia  Time  Telegraph  Company,  lim- 
ited, of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,"  to  lay  and  maintain  un- 
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derground  wires,  across  certain  streets,  from  the  building  lines 
on  either  side  thereof,  in  accoidance  Avith  plans  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Higlnvay  Supervisors,  within  the  following 
limits,  viz.,  from  the  Delaware  river  on  the  cast  to  Broad  street 
on  the  west,  and  from  Cherry  street  on  the  north  to  Pine  street 
on  the  south  :  Provided,  The  said  "  Philadelphia  Time  Tele- 
graph Company,  limited,"  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
the  ''Ordinance  regulating  the  laying  and  construction  of  un- 
derground wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables,  and 
tubes  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  August  5,  1886, 
and  such  other  ordinances  as  may  hereafter  be  enacted,  relating 
to  the  said  subject,  as  well  as  with  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  adopted  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  High- 
way Supervisors,  for  the  laying  and  maintenance  of  under- 
ground wires,  cables,  conduits,  and  tubes,  not  provided  for  in 
the  general  ordinance  above  mentioned  :  And  provided^  That 
the  wires  authorized  shall  only  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
transmitting  electric  standard  time:  And  provided  further, 
That  nothing:  contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to 
grant  unto  the  said  "  Philadelphia  Time  Telegraph  Company, 
limited,"  the  exclusive  right,  or  to  prevent  the  grant  of  similar 
privileges  to  other  individuals  or  corporations  for  like  purposes, 
on  the  streets  herein  named:  Providt'd,  That  the  said  "Phila- 
delphia Time  Telegraph  Company,  limited,  of  the  State  of 
Pensylvania,"  shall  furnish  a  time  clock  to  each  of  the  De- 
partments of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  maintain  the  same 
free  of  cost  to  the  city:  And  provided  further.  That  said 
Company  shall  first  pay  fifty  (5l>)  dollars  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury to  pay  for  the  publication  of  this  ordinance.  The  privi- 
leges granted  bv  this  ordinance  shall  cease  and  determine  unless 
the  work  herein  authorized  shall  be  commenced  immediately 
after  its  passage,  and  shall  be  completed  by  December  1,  1887  : 
Provided,  That  they  shall  file  with  the  City  Solicitor  an 
agreement  to  accept  all  the  terms  and  agreements  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  August  5,  1886.

said  tramway  streets,  granite  block  pavement,  with  pitch  ce-

for  paving  intersections  of  streets,  or  any  other  work  ordered 
by  Councils,  and  chargeable  to  either  of  the  foregoing  items, 
shall  state  the  locality  and  under  what  ordinance  or  resolution 
said  work  was  done,  and  no  bill  shall  be  signed  by  the  City 
Controller  unless  accompanied  by  such  statement :  And,  pro- 
vided also,  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall,  and 
hereby  has,  authority  to  require  such  security  in  excess  of  the 
amount  already  required  by  ordinance  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  protection  of  the  city  :  Provided,  That  the 
balance  remaining  to  the  credit  of  contracts  charged  against 
the  annual  appropriation  of  1886  shall  not  merge :  And,  pro- 
vided. That  any  balances  remaining  to  the  credit  of  Items  2 
and  6  shall  not  merge :  Provided  also,  That  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Highways  shall  cause  any  specified  Avork  charge- 
able to  Item  12,  repairs  to  meadow  banks,  and  Item  21, 
emergencies,  to  be  done  by  days'  labor,  when,  in  his  judg- 
ment, he  shall  deem  the  same  to  be  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  city,  the  bills  or  pay  rolls  for  such  work  to  be 
approved  by  the  Committee  on  Highways :  And,  provided 
further.  That  in  cases  where  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways is  obliged  to  employ  labor  to  do  work  under  neglected  or

phone operator,  four  hundred  and  eighty  (480)  dollars  ;  tele- 
phone operator,  three  hundred  and  sixty  (360)  dollars  ;  elec- 
trician, eight  hundred  (800)  dollars ;  general  storekeeper,  eight 
hundred  (800)  dollars ;  total,  one  hundred  and  eighty-one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-eight  (181,748)  dollars. 

Item  2.  For  regular  supplies,  including  fuel,  oil,  and  small 
stores,  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars. 

Item  3.  For  repairs  to  machinery,  including  the  convey- 
ance of  workmen  incident  thereto,  fifty  thousand  (50,000) 
dollars. 
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Item  4.  For  maintenance  and  repairs  to  buildings,  grounds, 
and  reservoirs,  forty  thousand  (40,000)  dollars. 

Item  5.  For  maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  distribu- 
tion, including  the  purchase  of  material  and  cost  of  labor  in 
connection  therewith,  and  expenses  incident  thereto,  which 
shall  include  the  paving  over  water-pipe,  one  hundred  and 
thirty-five  thousand  (135,000)  dollars. 

Item  6.  For  supplies  and  labor  at  the  city  repair  shop,  fifty 
thousand  (50,000)  dollars. 

Item  7.  For  general,  incidental,  and  contingent  expenses, 
including  six  hundred  and  fifty  (650)  dollars  for  keep  of 
horse  for  Chief  Engineer,  and  seven  hundred  and  fifty  (750) 
dollars  for  keep  of  horse  for  general  superintendent  and  assist- 
ant engineers,  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars. 

Item  8.  For  extensions,  three  hundred  thousand  (300,000) 
dollars. 

Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  prevent  the 
Chief  Engineer  from  laying  water-pipe,  making  repairs  by 
day's  work,  or  the  employment  of  any  additional  service  when 
the  exigencies  of  the  department  so  require. 

Provided  also,  That  the  City  Controller  shall  approve  such 
bills  for  work,  labor,  or  material  done,  made,  or  furnished 
prior  to  1887  as  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Water  Com- 
mittee, the  aggregate  amount  thereof  not  to  exceed  twenty 
thousand  (20,000)  dollars,  the  same  to  be  taken  from  the 
several  items  to  which  they  properly  belong. 

Provided,  That  not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  amount 
appropriated  shall  be  drawn  against  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
April,  1887,  except  Items  2,  supplies :  3,  repairs ;  4,  repairs, 
etc.;  5,  maintenance ;  and  6,  supplies. 

And  warrant's  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Water  Department  in  conformity  Avith  existing  ordinances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

Dear  Siji: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  yesterday, 
asking  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  words  "  officer  and  his 
clei-ks  "  as  used  in  Article  14,  Section  5,  of  the  Constitution 
of  Rennsylvania,  and  the  words  ''deputies  and  clerks,"  used 
in  Section  6  of  the  Act  of  March  81,  1876,  should  include 
the  Solicitor  to  Sheriff;  Assistant  Solicitor  to  Sheriff;  Auc- 
tioneer, jNIessenger,  Bill-poster,  and  use  and  Driver  of  Van, 
whose  salaries  must  be  deducted  from  the  fees  earned  by  the 
Sheriff  during  his  term. 

Article  14,  Section  5  of  the  Constitution  of  Pennsylvania 
provides,  '"that  in  counties  containing  over  150,000  inhabi- 
tants, all  county  officers  shall  be  paid  by  salary,  and  the  salary 
of  any  such  officer  and  his  clerks  heretofore  paid  by  fees,  shall 
not  exceed  the  aggregate  amount  of  fees  earned  during  his 
term,  and  collected  by  or  for  him." 

Section  5  of  the  Act  approved  the  thirty-first  day  of  March, 
A.  D.  1876,  provides,  "that  all  county  officers  and  their  sev- 
eral deputies  and  clerks  shall  be  paid  for  their  services  by 
fixed  and  specific  charges,  which  shall  be  chargeable  to  the 
treasury  of  the  county  to  which  each  respectively  belong,  to 
the  extent  of  the  fees  collected  and  paid  in  by  each  officer 
respectively." 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Constitution  provided  for  the  paying 
of  the  salaries  from  the  fees  received  by  the  county  officers  to 
the  county  officer  and  his  clerks,  and  that  by  Section  f)  of  the 
Act  of  thirty-first  of  March,  1876,  it  is  provided  that  all  county 


officers  and  their  several  deputies  and  clerks  shall  be  paid  from 
the  fees  of  the  office. 

The  annual  ordinances  of  appropriation  to  the  Sheriff  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  Solicitor  and 
Assistant  Solicitor,  Messenger,  Auctioneer,  use  and  Driver  of 
Van,  and  fixed  the  salaries  of  the  same,  and  the  onlj^  question 
to  be  considered  is  whether  or  not  these  officers  are  deputies 
or  clerks  as  provided  for  by  the  Constitution  and  the  Act  of 
1876. 

A  Deputy  is  defined  by  Webster  as  one  appointed  as  a 
substitute  of  another,  and  has  power  to  act  for  him  in  his  name. 
Bouvier  in  his  Law  Dictionary  defines  a  deputy  as  one  author- 
ized by  an  officer  to  exercise  the  office  or  right  which  the  offi- 
cer possesses  for  and  in  place  of  the  latter. 

In  the  case  of  Wills  vs.  Melvin,  8  Jones,  N.  C.  L.,  (33,  a 
deputy  is  defined  as  one  who  exercises  an  office,  having  no  in- 
terest therein,  to  do  all  things  in  his  principal's  name,  and  for 
whose  misconduct  the  principal  is  liable. 

And  in  12  Florida,  652,  a  deputy,  it  is  said,  must  be  one 
whose  acts  are  of  equal  force  with  that  of  the  officer  hin^self. 
He  must  act  in  pursuance  of  law,  perform  official  functions, 
and  is  required  to  take  the  oath  of  office  before  acting. 

In  the  case  of  Allen  et  al  vs.  Smith,  12  N.  J.  L.,  159,  the 
Court  says  :  "  There  are  two  kinds  of  deputies  well  known  to 
the  law — a  general  deputy,  who  by  virtue  of  his  appointment 
has  authority  to  execute  all  ordinary  duties  of  the  office,  and 
a  special  deputy,  who  is  given  power  to  execute  a  particular 
writ  or  perform  a  particular  duty."  And  to  the  same  effect  is 
Crocker  on  Sheriffs,  page  14. 

A  clerk  is  defined  by  Webster  as  one  who  is  employed  to 
keep  records  and  accounts,  a  scribe,  a  penman,  and  an 
accountant.  Bouvier  defines  a  clerk  as  a  person  employed  in 
an  office,  public  or  private,  for  keeping  records  or  accounts. 

In  the  case  of  Peoples  vs.  Fire  Company,  N.  Y.  73,  page 
442,  the  Court  says :  "A  clerk  is  a  person  employed  in  an 
office,  public  or  private,  for  keeping  records  or  accounts,  whose 
duty  is  to  write  or  register,  in  proper  form,  transactions  of  the 
tribunal  or  body  to  which  he  belongs." 

I  am  quite  clear  that  none  of  the  persons  named  in  your 
communication,  namely,  solicitor  to  sheriff,  assistant  solicitor 
to  sheriff,  auctioneer,  messenger,  bill  poster,  or  driver  of  van, 


properly  come  under  the  legal  definition  of  deputy  or  clerk, 
as  defined  by  the  above  authorities. 

I  have  not  overlooked,  in  this  inquiry,  the  Act  of  May  21, 
1879,  relating  to  the  abolishment  of  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  salary  board,  and  providing  that  Councils  shall  fix  the 
salaries  and  number  of  employees,  etc. 

This  Act,  in  my  judgment,  does  not  affect  the  question  pre- 
sented. I  am  of  opinion  that  the  persons  named  in  your  com- 
munication are  not  included,  either  under  the  Avorcls  "officer 
and  his  clerks,"  in  the  Constitution,  or  under  the  words 
"deputies  and  clerks,"  in  the  Act  of  March  31,  1876,  and 
their  salaries  should  not  be  deducted  from  the  fees  earned  by 
the  Sheriff"  duiing  his  term,  in  reduction  of  his  compensation.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  December 
29,  1885,  asking  for  instructions  as  to  whether  the  defects  in 
the  proposal  of  a  bid  are  such  as  according  to  law  and  ordi- 
nance should  prevent  a  proposal  from  being  considered. 

The  facts  as  gathered  from  your  letter  are,  that  under  an 
advertisement  of  December  17,  asking  for  proposals  for  de- 
liveries of  coal  to  the  stations  of  the  Water  Department,  two 
bids  were  received  for  the  delivery  of  coal  to  the  Roxborough 
Pumping  Station,  one  for  ,f  2.33  per  ton,  and  one  for  .^2.25  per 
ton,  making  a  total  difference  upon  the  entire  delivery  of  5,500 
tons  of  $440.00. 

You  state  that  one  of  the  bids  is  defective  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  the  affidavits  appended  to  it  are  not  filled  out,  and 
the  other  bid  is  complete  in  all  respects. 

The  affidavit  appended  to  the  proposal  is  for  the  purpose 
of  showing  that  the  only  person  interested  in  the  proposal 
or  in  the  contract  proposed  to  be  taken  is  the  bidder ;  and 
further,  that  no  member  of  the  City  Councils,  head  of  de- 
partment, deputy  thereof,  or  clerk  therein,  or  any  officer  of 
the  corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  is  or  shall  here- 
after be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  the  contract  pro- 
posed to  be  taken,  or  in  the  supplies  or  works  to  which  it 
relates,  or  in  any  portion  of  the  profits  or  commissions  thereof. 

There  is  no  law  nor  ordinance  requiring  these  affidavits  to 
be  appended  to  the  bids. 

The  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Section  6,  P.  L.  233,  provides 
"  that  no  member  or  officer  of  Councils  or  any  department  of 
the  City  Government  shall  be  in  any  way  interested  in  such 
contracts  directly  or  indirectly,  either  at  its  inception  or  during 
the  progress  of  its  fulfilment,  or  furnish  any  materials  or  sup- 
plies or  labor  for  such  contracts." 

I  think  that  these  affidavits  should  be  attached  to  every  pro- 
posal, but  I  do  not  think  that  a  neglect  to  comply  with  this 
rule  upon  the  part  of  a  responsible  bidder  should  prevent  an 


acceptance  of  his  bid  upon  tlie  part  of  a  department,  especially 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  his  bid  is  the  lowest  offered,  and  will 
result  in  a  saving  to  the  cityr 

You  state  in  your  letter  that  if  the  bid  under  the  circum- 
stances can  be  accepted,  the  stipulation  in  blank  should  here- 
after be  omitted.  I  do  not  think  so  ;  the  rule  is  a  most  excellent 
one.  Affidavits  should  be  taken,  but  I  think  they  can  be  taken 
when  omitted  by  a  responsible  bidder,  after  as  well  as  before 
the  bids  are  opened.  If  the  bidder  should  refuse  to  make 
affidavit  as  to  these  facts,  I  am  equally  clear  that  you  could  and 
should  reject  the  bid.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  fif- 
teenth instant,  referring  to  the  service  of  three  months  notices 
to  property  owners,  under  the  Ordinance  approved  the  tenth 
day  of  July,  1885,  page  199,  providing  for  the  opening  of 
Pleasant  street,  from  Germantown  avenue  to  Chew  street,  in 
the  Twenty-second  Ward,  I  would  state  that  I  have  examined 
the  Ordinance  and  find  that  it  contains  the  following  proviso  : 
"  Providing  the  cost  to  the  city  for  damages  shall  not  exceed 
$400." 

It  has  been  expressly  held  that  such  a  proviso  is  beyond 
the  power  of  Councils  and  completely  ties  your  hands.  The 
proviso,  to  accomplish  the  purpose  evidently  intended,  should 
have  been  :  ''  Provided,  That  the  owners  of  property  inter- 
ested shall  file  a  bond  to  indemnify  the  city  against  any 
•damages  in  excess  of  $400." 
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T,  therefore,  advise  you  that,  under  the  facts,  you  are  not 
justified  in  attempting  to  carrv  the  Ordinance  into  effect 
against  the  objection  of  any  owner  whose  property  may  be 
affected  by  the  opening  of  the  street.

Dear  Sir  : — The  draft  for  an  ordinance  supplementary  to 
an  ordinance  entitled  '"An  Ordinance  relating  to  nuisances," 
approved  September  23,  1864,  will,  in  my  opinion,  be  valid 
when  it  becomes  an  ordinance.  I  suggest  to  you,  however, 
for  the  sake  of  greater  certainty,  that  Section  2  be  modified 
to  the  following  form  : 

"Sect.  2.  To  use  straw  or  hay  upon  the  floors  of  passenger 
railway  cars  during  any  portion  of  the  year." 

The  decisions  are  not  entirely  in  unison  regarding  the  power 
of  Councils  to  authorize  arrest  in  case  of  a  breach  of  the  said 
ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — In  a  letter  of  November  8,  1885,  you  re- 
quest my  official  consideration  of  the  provisions  of  tlie  ordi- 
nance of  January   29,  1855,  and  the  ordinance   of   June  2, 


1866.  You  desire  to  know  whether  the  District  Surveyors 
shouhl  make  an  allowance  for  one-third  of  the  entire  depth  of 
the  lot  where  two  or  more  separate  tenements  have  been  located 
on  a  corner  lot,  and  whether  five  per  cent,  deduction  should  be 
made  upon  water-pipe  bills  where  payment  is  made  within  30 
days,  as  provided  in  the  ordinance  of  January  29,  1855. 

Upon  the  first  question,  I  advise  you  as  I  did  George  S. 
Webster,  a  City  Surveyor,  under  date  of  November  18,  1885, 
as  follows : 

In  all  cases  the  deduction  of  one-third  should  be  made  only 
on  the  lot  a,t  the  corner  at  the  time  the  pipe  is  laid,  without 
regard  to  the  size  of  the  lot  as  it  originally  existed.  If  a 
party  purchase  a  corner  lot  20  feet  front  on  one  street,  and  99 
feet  deep  along  another  street,  and  pipe  is  laid  and  paid  for  on 
the  20  feet  front,  and  subsequently  pipe  is  laid  on  the  99  feet 
front,  a  deduction  of  33  feet  should  be  allowed.  If,  however, 
the  owner  of  the  lot  builds  another  house  upon  20  feet  at  the 
rear  end  of  said  lot  before  the  pipe  is  laid,  he  is  entitled,  under 
the  ordinance,  only  to  a  deduction  of  one-third  on  79  feet. 

Upon  the  second  question,  I  advise  you  that  that  part  of 
Section  3,  in  the  ordinance  of  January  29,  1855,  Avhich  au- 
thorizes a  deduction  of  5  per  centum,  is  still  in  force,  and  was 
not  repealed  by  the  ordinance  of  June  2,  1866. 

When  payments  are  made  within  the  time  named  in  the 
third  section  of  the  ordinance  of  January  29,  1855,  the  de- 
duction of  5  per  cent,  should  still  be  allowed.

Dear  Sir  : — Some  time  ago  you  submitted  a  draft  of  an 
ordinance  relating  to  the  repairing  and  repaying  of  private 
streets,  courts,  and  alleys,  and  requested  my  opinion  thereon 
as  to  its  legality. 
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In  reply,  I  would  state  that  the  ordinance  in  question  is 
practically  a  republication  of  the  Act  of  April  23,  1829, 
West's  Digest,  i)age  184,  and  of  the  ordinance  of  May  3, 
1855.     The  ordinance,  in  my  judgment,  is  a  valid  one. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest,  however,  that  a  clause  be 
added  requiring  that  notice  be  posted  upon  the  premises  in  all 
cases  where  personal  service  cannot  be  had. 

I  return  you,  with  this  opinion,  the  draft  of  the  ordinance 
and  the  petition  to  Councils  relative  to  the  same.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  30th  ult., 
which  reads  as  follows  : 

"  I  am  informed  that  certain  clerks  formerly  employed  in 
this  office  under  my  predecessor,  Mr.  Rex,  propose  to  claim 
pay  for  the  fractional  part  of  a  month,  Janurary  1st  to  3d, 
1886.  They  having  received  the  amount  of  money  appro- 
priated for  the  payment  of  such  clerks  and  others  for  the  year 
1885,  and  the  term  of  Mr.  Walter  E.  Rex,  I  ask  you  for  an 
opinion  for  my  guidance  previous  to  drawing  warrants,  &:c." 

I  reply  as  follows :  If  the  clerks  claiming  the  money  re- 
ceived a  per  diem  salary  they  are  entitled  to  three  days  pay, 
from  January  1st  to  the  3d,  but  if  their  salaries  are  annual 
they  are  not  entitled  to  any  extra  pay  for  services  in  those 
three  days,  their  official  year  beginning  on  the  first  Monday 
of  January  of  one  year,  ends  on  the  first  Monday  of  January 
of  the  following  year.  And  if  in  that  time  they  have  received 
twelve  monthly  payments,  the  total  of  which  is  the  salary 
fixed,  they  have  been  paid  in  full.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
3d  instant,  relative  to  the  contracts  of  Childs  and  Conklin 
and  H.  G.  Clement.  In  reply  thereto,  I  advise  you  it  is  your 
duty  to  make  payment  for  the  work  done  upon  South  street 
bridge,  in  accordance  with  the  contracts  entered  into  by 
Childs  and  Conklin  and  H.  G.  Clement,  irrespective  of  any 
claims  which  their  creditors  may  have  upon  them. 

We  notified  the  former  Commissioner  of  Highways  to  hold 
all  money  in  his  hands  due  II.  G.  Clement,  as  the  city  held  a 
judgment  against  him  in  the  sum  of  $5,000.  There  is  now 
due  H.  G.  Clement,  accordino;  to  the  statements  sent  this 
office,  the  sum  of  $7,025,  under  his  contract  for  the  comple- 
tion of  the  work  upon  the  bridge.  The  total  amount  which 
Mr.  Clement  will  owe  the  city  upon  his  bond  will  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  $8,200.  The  difference  between  this  amount  and 
$7,025  due  him,  as  above  stated,  namely,  the  sum  of  $3,825, 
you  should  pay  over  to  Mr.  Clement  or  his  authorized  attor- 
ney, and  my  notice  of  September  last  is  modified  to  this  ex- 
tent. You  will,  of  course,  retain  in  your  possession  the  $3,200 
until  further  notice.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  January 
31,  1886,  stating  that  you  proposed  erecting  a  permanent 
bath-house  on  a  plot  of  ground  known  as  Shackaraaxou 
square,  which  was  donated  to  the  city  to  be  used  as  a  })ublic 
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park.     You  request  my  opinion  whether  any  legal  objection 
exists  to  erecting  the  bath-house  in  said  square. 

Your  question  is  answered  by  the  ninth  section  of  the  Act 
of  April  80,  1850,  P.  L.,  651,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"  That  the  public  sipiare  in  the  District  of  Kensington,  in 
the  County  of  Philadelphia,  })ounded  on  the  southeast  by 
Beach  street,  on  the  southwest  by  Maiden  street,  and  on  the 
northeast  by  Manderson  street,  is  hereby  named  and  shall 
hereafter  be  called  Shackamaxon  S(|uare,  and  the  Commis- 
sioners of  said  Kensinijton  District  shall,  at  all  times  hereafter, 
keep  said  square  property  enclosed  and  planted  with  trees, 
and  no  building  shall  ever  be  erected  thereon,  etc." 

You  cannot  erect  a  permanent  bath-house  on  this  square 
without  violating  the  terms  of  this  Act.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
17th  instant,  wherein  you  ask  whether  your  "  department  can 
be  justified  in  following  the  rule  of  not  allowing  a  reduction 
on  the  last  laid  front  of  a  corner  lot,  when  a  reduction  has 
been  made  on  the  first-laid  front,  since  the  passage  of  the 
Ordinance  of  June  2,  1866,  and  not  in  accordance  Avith  its 
provisions." 

I  reply  thereto,  that  in  my  opinion  in  no  case,  nor  under  any 
circumstances,  should  an  allowance  be  made  of  more  than  50 
feet  on  any  corner  lot.  An  allowance  of  50  feet  on  each  street 
at  a  corner,  as  in  the  Matchett  case,  would  be  improper. 

The  Ordinance  provides  ''  that  on  all  corner  lots  an  allow- 
ance shall  be  made  of  one-third  the  length  of  one  of  the  fronts, 
but  such  allowance  shall  be.  always  and  ordy  on  the  street  or 
highway  running  at  an  angle  to  a  street  or  highway  in  which 
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pipe  shall  have  been  previously  laid  and  paid  for.  but  in  no 
case  shall  the  allowance  exceed  50  feet  on  any  corner  lot." 

Where  a  party  desires  to  pay  for  pipe  and  asks  an  allow- 
ance, the  question  for  your  consideration  is :  Has  the  pipe  on 
the  street  running  at  an  angle  with  the  street  in  question  been 
paid  for  ?  If  so,  you  can  make  the  allowance,  unless  it  ap- 
pears that  an  allowance  has  already  been  made  upon  the  street 
where  the  pipe  was  first  laid,  in  which  case  the  second  allow- 
ance of  50  feet  cannot  be  made.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  twenty- 
fifth  instant,  which  reads  as  follows :  "  In  cases  where  Coun- 
cils have  passed  ordinances  authorizing  the  paving  ot  streets, 
can  I  award  a  contract  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  property  on 
said  streets  or  their  authorized  agent  to  do  the  work,  if  they 
pay  the  entire  cost  including  any  necessary  intersections,  with- 
out first  advertising  for  the  same,  upon  the  party  or  parties 
giving  the  usual  bond  Avith  your  department  to  maintain  such 
street  for  the  usual  three  years." 

The  ordinance  of  April  21,  1855,  provides  that  "no  con- 
tract for  the  construction  of  any  new  buildings,  school  house, 
bridge,  culvert,  new  paving  of  streets^  redemption  of  the  tolls 
of  any  turnpike  road  or  plank  road  to  be  paid  for  by  the  city, 
shall  become  binding  thereon  without  an  ordinance  therefor 
duly  enacted.  No  contract  shall  be  made  by  the  head  of  any 
department  for  work  and  material  for  the  city  unless  for  objects 
authorized  by  Councils  ;  and  if  for  new  work,  the  contract  and 
sureties  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor  and  Councils,  etc." 

Your  authority  as  the  head  of  the  Highway  Department  to 
enter  into  a  contract  for  the  paving  of  a  street  is  derived  from 
Councils  by  ordinance.     It  is  usual  for  Councils  to  provide  in 
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the  ordinance  authorizing  a  certain  street  to  be  paved,  "  provi- 
ding the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  first  advertise  for 
proposals  for  paving  said  street,  and  award  the  contract  to  the 
lowest  bidder,  and  that  the  owners  of  property  fronting  on  said 
street  shall  not  be  charged  more  than  the  contract  price." 

An  omission   to  advertise  would   be  a   violation  of  the  ordi- 
nance.     You  have  no  authority  to  enter  into  a  contract  except 
upon  the  conditions  named  in  the  ordinance. 
I  advise  you  it  is  your  duty  to  advertise.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  dated 
December  3,  1885,  enclosing  a  copy  of  an  Ordinance  upon 
which  you  request  my  opinion.  The  Ordinance  provides  as 
follows  : 

"An  Ordinance  relative  to  a  city  claim  for  water-pipe  on 
premises  on  Ludlow  street,  Twenty-seventh  Ward,  occupied  by 
Keystone  Battery  'A,'  N.  G.  of  Pennsylvania. 

"  Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  tlic  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Keystone  Battery  'A,' 
N.  G.  of  Pennsylvania,  owners  and  occupants  of  premises  on 
Ludlow  street,  between  Thirty-third  and  Thirty-fourth  streets, 
in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward,  (formerly  the  property  of  the 
Asbury  M.  E.  Church)  be,  and  they  are,  hereby  relieved  from 
the  payment  of  a  claim  for  water-pipe,  amounting  to  $155, 
laid  on  said  Ludlow  street,  in  front  of  said  premises  about  the 
year  1855.  And  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment Ije,  and  he  is,  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  strike 
from  the  books  of  his  department  the  said  claim  for  water- 
pipe." 

The  wator-pipe  in  question,  as  appears  by  the  Ordinance, 
was  laid   in   1855.     When  the  Asbury  M.  E.  Church  parted 
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with  the  ownership  of  the  land  and  ceased  to  use  the  property 
for  church  purposes,  the  property  immediately  became  liable 
for  all  taxation  including  water-pipe  claims. 

The  Keystone  Battery  "A,'  N.  G.  of  Pennsylvania,  the 
present  owners  of  the  property,  are  not  exempt  under  the  Act 
of  1874  from  taxation.  If  a  lien  exists  against  the  property 
for  this  pipe,  the  Keystone  Battery  is  liable,  like  any  other 
owner,  for  the  payment  thereof.  If  the  lien  has  expired,  the 
Keystone  Battery  must,  like  any  other  owner,  comply  with 
the  Ordinance  of  January  29,  1855,  before  they  can  be  per- 
mitted to  use  the  water.    ■ 

The  effect  of  the  Ordinance  in  question  is  to  make  a  gift 
of  this  pipe  to  the  Battery.  Such  a  gift  and  such  an  Ordi- 
nance are  not  within  the  power  of  Councils  to  make.

Dear  Sir  : — C.  W.  Henry,  Esq.,  attorney  for  Christian 
Stiver,  owner  of  premises  bounded  by  Fisher's  lane,  Stenton 
avenue,  and  Ruscomb  street,  has  written  this  Department 
asking  that  I  should  advise  your  Department  relative  to  his 
right  to  one-third  reduction  on  streets  where  pipe  was  last 
laid.  Mr.  Stiver  says  the  property  in  question  has  had  the 
use  of  the  water  from  Fisher's  lane  pipe  for  about  twenty-five 
years.  If  this  is  true,  I  advise  you  that  such  use  for  twenty- 
five  years,  without  any  lien  for  the  costs  of  pipe,  raises  a  ])re- 
sumption  of  payment  sufficient  in  law  to  throw  the  burden  of 
proof  upon  the  city.  In  other  words,  unless  yon  have  some 
evidence  that  the  pipe  was  not  paid  for,  the  use  of  water  for 
twenty-five  years,  under  the  circumstances,  ought  to  be  taken 
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by  you  as  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  pipe  had  been  paid 
for  on  Fisher's  lane,  and  Mr.  Stivers  would  be  entitled  to  his 
reduction  on  Iluscomb  street.

DbaPi,  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  27th 
of  March,  wherein  you  request  my  opinion  whether  the  Ordi- 
nance of  February  12,  1852,  relating  to  curbstone,  etc.,  ap- 
plies "to  all  streets  newly  paved  with  granite  or  other  improved 
pavement,  or  whether  the  Ordinances  of  1855  and  1869  super- 
cede it,"  I  advise  you  as  follows  : 

The  Ordinance  of  1809  provides  :  "•  Tlce  Select  and  Com- 
mon Councils  of  the.  City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the 
curbstone  in  streets  less  than  twenty  feet  in  width,  shall  not 
be  less  than  three  feet  long,  fifteen  inches  wide,  and  four 
inches  thick,  and  in  all  other  streets  the  curbstones  shall  not 
be  less  than  four  feet  long,  twenty  inches  Avidc,  and  five  inches 
thick ;  and  so  much  of  any  ordinance  as  is  inconsistent  here- 
with, is  hereby  repealed,  and  any  and  all  curbstones  heretofore 
set  or  used,  and  which  come  up  to  the  requirements  of  this 
ordinance,  are  hereby  approved  and  declared  sufiicient." 

This  ordinance  in  my  judgment  governs  the  size  of  curb- 
stone, and  supercedes  all  prior  ordinances  inconsistent  with  it, 
and  applies  to  all  streets,  new  or  old,  without  regard  to  the 
character  of  the  material  with  which  the  streets  are  paved.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  just  received  your  communication  of 
the  1st  instant,  stating  that  an  Ordinance  has  been  submitted 
to  you  for  approval,  which  makes  appro]  )riations  out  of  the 
surphis  of  Gas  loan  No.  9,  to  various  departments,  one  of  the 
items  of  appropriations  reading  as  follows: — "Item  2.  For 
improved  pavements  on  streets  occupied  by  passenger  railways, 
$70,000." 

You  request  my  opinion  whether  "  Councils  have  the  legal 
right  to  make  this  specific  appropriation,"  and  in  view  of  the 
expiration  of  the  present  Councils,  ask  an  immediate  reply. 

I  advise  you  as  follows  : — The  Ordinance  of  July  7th,  18e57, 
provides  "  That  all  railroad  companies  shall  be  at  the  entire 
cost  and  expense  of  maintaining,  paving,  repairing  and  re- 
paving  that  will  be  necessary  upon  any  road,  street,  avenue 
or  alley  occupied  by  them.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  com- 
pany, as  aforesaid,  when  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Highways  to  remove  any  obstruction,  mend  or 
repair  their  road,  pave  or  repave  the  high^vays,  as  herein- 
before provided,  and  should  they  refuse  or  neglect  to  do  so 
for  ten  days  from  the  date  of  such  notice,  then,  and  in  such 
case,  the  Councils  may  forbid  the  running  of  any  car  or  cars 
upon  the  said  road,  until  the  same  is  fully  complied  with  ;  and 
the  city  reserves  the  right,  in  all  such  cases,  to  repair  or  re- 
pave  such  streets,  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  a  judg- 
ment upon  the  road,  stock,  and  effects  of  such  company,  re- 
coverable as  judgments  are  now  recoverable  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia." 

The  obligation  imposed  by  this,  and  similar  Ordinances, 
has  been  frequently  interpreted  by  the  Courts.  Judge  Thayer 
in  the  case  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Gray's  Ferry  Passenger 
Railway  Company  against  the  City,  '1  W.  N.  C,  page  689, 
after  a  thorough  review  of  the  whole  subject,  says : — '•  This 
Company  is  bound  to  keep  in  repair  the  entire  roadway  of  the 
streets  which  they  occupy,  not  only  the  part  between  tlie  rails, 
but  the  whole  roadway  from  curb  to  curb.     By  their   charter 
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they  are  expressly  subject  to  the  Urdinanee  of"  liSoT,  and  that 
Ordinance  exj>ressly  enacts  that  they  shall  be  at  the  expense 
of  all  the  paving,  repaving,  and  repairing  that  may  be 
necessary  upon  the  street  occupied  by  them,  not  upon  the 
portion  of  the  street  occupied,  but  upon  the  whole  street. 
Whatever  streets  they  traverse,  they  are  bound  to  pave  through- 
out their  whole  route,  and  not  partially,  but  wholly  and  thor- 
oughly. It  was  not  the  intention  of  the  City  in  passing  this 
Ordinance  to  divide  the  expense  of  paving  the  streets  between 
the  City  and  these  Corporations.  On  the  contrary,  the  intent 
plainly  manifest  and  clearly  expressed,  was  to  place  upon  the 
companies  the  whole  burden  of  keeping  those  streets  through 
which  they  pas^^  in  repair,  and  it  is  a  condition  of  their  grant 
that  they  shall  be  obedient  to  this  Ordinance." 

He  further  decides  that  the  said  company  is  bound  by  all 
the  ordinances  of  the  city,  relatiiig  to  the  paving  and  repaying 
of  the  streets. 

In  the  case  of  the  Thirteenth  and  Fifteenth  Streets  Passen- 
ger Railway  Company  against  the  City,  13  W.  N.  C,  487, 
Judge  Elcock  held  that  the  following  provision:  "that  the 
said  company  shall  be  compelled  to  keep  in  constant  repair 
that  portion  of  the  street  Avhicli  they  use  and  occupy,"  did  not 
exempt  the  company  from  the  obligation  of  paving  and  repair- 
iniT;  the  entire  street  to  its  full  width. 

The  result  of  all  the  decisions  upon  the  subject  is,  that  rail- 
way companies  are  bound  to  pave,  I'epave  and  repair  the  entire 
streets  occupied  by  them,  unices  they  are  exempted  by  some 
provision  in  their  charter. 

In  mv  judgment,  the  kind  of  pavement  which  the  railway 
companies  are  bound  to  maintain  is  not  left  to  the  discretion 
of  the  companies.  The  fact  that  railway  companies  have 
paved  and  repaired  with  cobble  stones,  will  not  relieve  them 
from  the  obligation  of  paving  with  a  different  kind  of  pave- 
ment when  Councils  so  direct. 

Frequent  and  unnecessary  changes  from  one  kind  of  pave- 
ment to  another  kind,  would  of  course  impose  upon  the  rail- 
way companies  unreasonable  burdens,  from  which  the  Courts 
would  relieve  them.  The  streets  occupied  by  them  ought  not 
to  be  made  places  for  experimentation,  unless  the  city  pays 
the  expenses. 

There  is,  however,  nothing  in  the  law  to  prevent  the  adop- 
tion by  the  city  of  "improved  pavements,"  and  there  is  noth- 
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ing  to  relieve  the  railway  companies  from  the  expense  of 
putting  down  such  pavements,  and  keeping  them  in  repair. 

Your  letter  states  that  the  appropriation  is  "/or  improved 
pavements''  on  streets  occupied  by  passenger  railways.  Con- 
cerning the  character  of  these  "improved  pavements,"  the 
particuhar  streets  where  the  pavements  are  to  be  used,  and  the 
names  and  charters  of  the  passenger  railway  companies  occu- 
pying those  streets,  I  am  not  advised. 

I,  therefore,  can  only  say,  that  if  the  appropriation  is.  for 
the  paving  of  streets  occupied  by  passenger  railways,  such  an 
appropriation  is,  in  my  judgment,  illegal,  unless  the  appro- 
priation is  to  pay  for  the  paving  and  repairing  of  such  streets 
or  portions  thereof,  as  the  railway  companies  by  their  charters 
are  not  compelled  to  pave  and  repair. 

I  further  advise  you,  that  a  general  Ordinance  in  the 
words — "  for  improved  pavements  on  streets  occupied  by 
passenger  railways,  $70,000  "  is,  for  the  reasons  above  etated, 
not  sufficiently  specific,  and  makes  an  appropriation  which,  by 
the  terms  of  the  Ordinance,  can  be  applied  to  the  paving  or 
repairing  of  oxij  street.  So  long  as  the  Ordinance  of  July 
7,  1857,  remains  unrepealed,  Councils  have  no  right,  by  Ordi- 
nance like  the  one  now  under  consideration,  to  appropriate 
the  money  of  the  tax-payer  for  wo-rk  which  the  Courts  have 
decided  must  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  railway  companies, 
I  advise  you  that  the  Ordinance  is  illegal.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  under  date  of  March  2,  1886, 
of  the  following  resolution  :  •'  Resolved,  that  the  City  Solicitor 
be  requested  to  inform  this  Board  whether  the  Act  of  June  30, 
1885,  is  mandatory  upon  City  Councils  to  appropriate  money 
to  the  Board  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  said  Act,  and 
3 
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whether  the  Board   has  authority  to  appoint   the   necessary 
officers  without  a  previous  appropriation  by  City  Councils." 

In  reply  thereto  I  advise  your  Board  as  follows :  under  the 
first  section  of  the  Act  of  June  30,  1885,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Health  : 

1.  To  adopt  and  promulgate  suitable  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  construction  of  house  drainage  and  cesspools. 

2.  To  provide  for  the  registration  of  master  plumbers  and 
persons  engaged  in  the  plumbing  business  in  this  cit3^ 

Under  the  second  section  of  said  Act,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Board : 

1.  To  establish  a  system  of  inspection  and  supervision  over 
all  house  drainage  and  cesspools,  and  ventilation  of  the  same. 

2.  To  appoint  such  inspectors  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Board  may  be  necessary. 

After  the  inspectors  have  been  appointed,  it  is  the  duty  of 
Councils  to  fix  their  salaries.  The  salaries  being  determined, 
it  becomes  the  duty  of  Councils  to  apj^ropriate  the  money 
necessary  to  pay  the  inspectors,  and  to  give  this  Act  its  full 
effect  for  the  protection  of  the  health  of  the  citizens. 

The  appropriation  of  the  money  necessary  to  meet  the 
salaries  of  the  officers,  is  a  matter  not  left  to  the  discretion  of 
Councils,  but  it  is  an  an  imperative  duty  commanded  to  be 
performed  by  the  Legislature. 

In  my  opinion  the  Act  to  which  you  refer  is  mandatory 
upon  Councils  in  so  far  as  an  appropriation  is  necessary  ;  any 
different  interpretation  would  violate  the  ordinary  rules  for  the 
interpretation  of  statutes,  and  render  the  Act  a  nullity.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  communication,  wherein  you 
request  my  opinion  whether  the  award  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
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'City  Ice  Boats  to  W.  G.  Powell  &  Co.,  is  in  violation  of  the 
Act  of  1874,  and  of  the  other  laws  and  ordinances  relating  to 
the  subject,  I  advise  you  as  follows  : 

Without  citing  any  Acts  of  Assembly  and  the  various  ordi- 
nances on  the  subject  of  municipal  contracts,  it  is  sufficient  for 
the  present  purpose  to  say  that  the  law  requires  the  contract 
to  be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder. 

By  reference  to  the  advertisement  for  proposals  for  furnish- 
ing coal  to  the  city  ice  boats,  you  will  find  that  bidders  were 
requested  to  state  "  at  which  wharf  they  proposed  to  deliver 
the  coal,  and  the  trustees  reserve  the  right  to  select  such  bids 
(having  reference  to  price,  quality,  and  place  of  delivery)  as 
they  may  deem  most  advantageous  to  the  city." 

It  appears  from  your  communication  that  R.  W.  Peacock, 
in  pursuance  of  this  advertisement,  bid  $2.50  per  ton,  the 
coal  to  be  delivered  at  Port  Richmond,  and  that  W.  G.  Powell 
&  Co.  bid  $2.65  per  ton,  the  coal  to  be  delivered  at  Greemvich 
Point.  For  coal  delivered  at  Greenwich  Point  W.  G.  Powell 
k  Co.  were  the  lowest  bidders. 

All  parties  bid  with  the  advertisement  of  the  trustees  befora 
them.  That  advertisement  in  substance  says,  that  in  deter- 
mining who  is  the  lowest  bidder  the  trustees  shall  be  governed 
not  only  by  price  and  quality,  but  by  the  place  of  delivery. 

The  question  therefore  is :  Is  the  bid  of  $2.65  per  ton  at 
GreenAvich  Point  lower  and  more  advantageous  to  the  city  than 
$2.50  at  Port  Richmond  ? 

The  trustees  have  declared  by  awarding  the  bid  of  $2.65, 
as  among  all  the  bids,  the  lowest  and  best  for  the  city.  The 
trustees  are  presumed  to  have  acted  fiirly  and  honestly,  and 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  city.  There  is  nothing  before  me 
to  indicate  that  they  acted  erroneously. 

I  advise  you  that  while  it  would  have  been  better,  perhaps, 
for  the  trustees  to  have  designated  the  wharf  at  which  they 
would  require  the  coal  to  be  delivered,  yet  from  the  facts  be- 
fore me,  I  am  unable  to  say  that  any  law  or  ordinance  has 
been  violated,  and  I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  award 
to  W.  G.  Powell  &  Co.  was  properly  made.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  tlie  15th 
instant,  asking  for  an  opinion  as  to  whether  the  mode  of  caring 
for  and  handling  the  explosive  compound  which  the  American 
Manufacturing  and  Supply  Company  projjose  to  bring  into  the 
City  will  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  city,  I  reply  as- 
follows : 

The  letter  from  E.  K.  Trickey,  Esq.,  Agent  for  the  Amer- 
ican Manufacturing  and  Supply  Company,  is  in  the  following 
words : 

"  The  American  Manufacturing  and  Supply  Company  have 
contracted  to  furnish  the  explosive  to  be  used  in  certain  exca- 
vations within  the  city  limits,  on  the  line  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad.  In  order  that  the  said  company  shall  not  vio- 
late any  law,  I  have  the  honor,  as  the  agent  of  said  company, 
to  inform  you  of  the  facts,  which  are  as  follows  :  The  explosive 
proposed  to  be  supplied  is  made  in  part  of  nitro-glycerine,  and 
is  not  more  explosive  than  gunpowder.  It  is  manufactured  in 
New  Jersey,  and  will  come  into  this  city  via  the  Reading  Rail- 
road to  near  Twenty-fifth  and  Green  streets,  in  one  ton  quan- 
tities. It  will  be  taken  from  the  car  on  wagons,  in  boxes  of 
fifty  pounds  each,  carefully  packed  for  transportation,  and  taken 
for  storage  to  a  small  iron  boat  anchored  below  the  Falls,  in 
the  Schuylkill  river,  west  bank.  The  iron  boat  we  have  used 
as  a  storage  boat  in  the  Harlem  river,  New  York,  under  similar 
circumstances,  as  proposed  in  this  instance.  In  no  case  will 
more  than  one  ton  be  in  the  city  at  one  time,  and  on  arrival 
taken  to  the  storage  boat,  and  from  there  distributed  daily  in 
quantities  sufficient  for  use,  say  about  thirty  pounds  to  each 
cut.  Please  inform  me  if  this  will  conform  to  the  regulations 
of  your  city." 

I  find  no  Act  of  Assembly  nor  ordinance  of  Councils  which 
is  applicable  to  the  case  which  you  present  for  my  opinion. 

Regulations  have  been  enacted  by  the  Legislature  regarding 
the  handling  of  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton,  and  although  the 
explosive  in  (juestion  may  be  more  dangerous,  these  regulations 
are  not  obligatory  in  relation  to  it.     See  West's  Digest,  pages 
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463  to  468.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  legislation  upon  this 
.subject  is  so  imperfect. 

The  city,  however,  is  not  without  protection  from  such  dan- 
gers, and  I  advise  you  to  submit  this  matter  to  the  Mayor,  and 
if  he  believes  that  the  article  cannot  be  handled  without  danger 
to  the  lives  and  property  of  the  citizens,  he  has  full  authority 
in  the  exercise  of  the  police  powers  of  the  city,  to  prevent  tlie 
introduction  of  this  explosive  within  the  limits  of  the  city. 

If  he  is  satisfied  that  it  can,  by  care,  be  used  without  danger, 
or  that  certain  quantities  can  be  introduced  without  danger, 
he  can  prescribe  such  regulations  as  will  protect  the  city  and 
citizens  from  loss  or  accident  of  any  kind. 

The  exercise  of  discretion  in  this  matter  should,  of  course, 
be  guided  by  the  tenor  of  any  statutes  or  ordinances  upon 
kindred  subjects  which  exist.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  yours  of  March  3,  and  the  copv  of 
contract,  Jacob  M.  Peters  with  the  city,  dated  September  7, 
1874,  for  the  paving  of  Kip  street,  from  Tusculura  street  to 
Indiana  street,  under  resohition  of  Councils  of  sixth  April, 
1874.  You  ask  whether  Councils  can  now  annul  tlie  Peters 
contract,  and  direct  the  paving  of  the  street  with  Belgian 
block. 

From  your  letter  it  seems  that  Mr.  Peters  has  completed 
one-half  of  his  Avork,  ^  but  the  water-pipe  not  being  laid  in 
the  remaining  portion  of  the  street  he  could  not  finish  it;" 
you  state  "he  has  always  been  and  is  now  ready  to  proceed 
with  the  work." 

There  is  nothing  in  the  resolution  of  sixth  April,  1874,  re- 
quiring that  the  work  shall  be  completed  within  any  specified 
time,  nor  is  there  any  limitation  in  the  contract.  The  con- 
tractor would,  in  the  absence  of  any  agreement  to  the  contrary 
or  the  absence  of  any  stipulation  as  to  time  be  bound  to 
complete  his  work  in  a  reasonable  time.  As  he  has  been  de- 
layed by  the  city's  non-action  with  reference  to  the  laying  of 
the  Avater-pipe,  that  cannot  be  imputed  to  him. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  contract  of  1874  is  binding  on  the 
city  as  much  so  noAv  as  it  Avas  in  September,  1874. 

I  do  not  express  any  opinion  as  to  the  contractor's  right  to 
recover  against  the  present  property  owners,  that  being  a  risk 
he  must  assume.

You  say,  "  I  am  instructed  to  inquire  whether  havino;  pur- 
chased the  land  and  procured  the  plans,  both  being  approved 
by  Councils,  and  the  money  appropriated,  it  is  obligatory  upon 
the  Board  of  Inspector^  to  advertise  for  an  Architect,  at  the 
risk  of  being  obliged  to  accept  an  inferior  bidder,  in  lieu  of 
appointing  a  competent  person  at  a  fair  compensation." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  Councils  have  the  power  to  authorize 
you  to  employ  an  Architect  without  advertising  for  proposals. 
The  Architect  so  employed  will  become  a  servant  of  the  City, 
and  the  Act  of  Assembly  requiring  work  to  be  performed 
under  contract,  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  does 
not,  in  my  judgment,  apply  to  skilled  labor  performed  by  City 
servants.  There  should  be,  however,  a  special  item  of  appro- 
priation made  by  Councils  to  pay  for  the  services  of  said 
Architect.

Dear  Sir: — I  received  your  letter  of  the  29th  of  March, 
in   which  you  say  "  some  questions  having  arisen  as  to  the 
4 
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liability  of  grocers  and  others  selling  oil  in  small  quantities, 
you  desire  my  opinion  upon  the  matter  and  re(|uest  that  I  shall 
interpret  the  law  so  as  to  enable  3^ou  to  carry  out  the  Act  of 
Assembly  of  March  2,  1865. 

I  reply  as  follows :  The  Act  is  entitled  "An  Act  for  the 
better  security  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  from  dangers  inci- 
dent to  the  refining  or  improper  and  negligent  storage  of 
petroleum,  benzine,  benzole,  or  naphtha." 

The  Act  provides,  among  other  things,  "  that  after  ninety 
days  from  the  passage  of  this  Act,  no  petroleum,  benzine, 
benzole,  or  naphtha  shall  be  refined  or  manufactured  within 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  within  certain  limits  therein  defined, 
"  nor  shall  the  same  be  kept  or  stored  in  any  building  or  other 
premises  within  such  limits  in  any  greater  quantity  at  any  one 
time  than  twenty-five  barrels  of  refined  petroleum  and  one 
barrel  of  crude  petroleum,  and  one  barrel  of  benzine,  benzole, 
or  naphtha  respectively.  The  said  barrels  to  be  kept  or  stored 
in  buildings  with  cellars  of  sufficient  depth,  or  in  premises 
properly  excavated  or  embanked,  to  prevent  any  overflow  of 
the  fluids  therefrom,  under  forfeiture  as  hereinafter  directed 
of  the  entire  quantity  of  each  and  all  of  said  articles  of 
merchandise  that  shall  be  so  refined,  kept,  or  stored  contrary 
to  the  restrictions  of  this  Act :  Provided,  That  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  to  keejt  or  store  the  said  quantities  of  refined  petroleum 
etc.,  within  the  designated  limits  without  license  therefor  first 
had  from  the  iNIayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  upon  due 
certificate  to  be  given  by  the  Fire  Marshal  of  said  city,  that 
the  cellar,  excavation,  or  premises  in  which  storage  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  authorized,  will  afford  reasonable  security  from  special 
danger  in  case  of  accidents  or  fire,  for  which  license  the  sura 
of  ten  dollars  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasury,  and  such 
license  to  be  renewed  for  each  calendar  year  upon  annual  pay- 
ment as  aforesaid." 

The  substance  of  the  whole  Act  can  be  stated  in  a  few  words, 
thus :  outside  of  certain  boundaries  named  in  the  Act,  petro- 
leum, benzine,  benzole,  or  naphtha  may  be  refined,  manufiic- 
tured,  stored,  and  kept  in  such  (pumtities  as  persons  desire, 
providing  the  same  is  not  within  one  hundred  feet  from  a 
dwelling,  and  providing  further  that  a  license  be  obtained  from 
the  INIayor,  which  license  can  only  be  issued  after  a  certificate 
has  been  given  by  the  Fire  Marshal,  certifying  to  the  safety  of 
the  place  where  it  is  manufactured,  refined,  stored,  or  kept. 
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In  all  places,  within  certain  boundaries  named  in  said  Act,, 
the  quantity  that  can  be  manufactured,  refined,  stored,  or  kept, 
is  limited  to  twenty-five  barrels  of  refined  petroleum,  one  bar- 
rel of  crude  petroleum,  one  barrel  of  benzine,  benzole  or  naph- 
tha ;  and  that  these,  or  lesser  quantities,  can  only  be  kept  or 
stored  after  inspection  by  the  Fire  Marshal,  certificate  granted 
by  him  and  a  license  issued  by  the  Mayor. 

The  chief  difficulty  in  determining  your  question  -whether 
grocers  and  others  can  sell  oil  in  small  quanties  without  a 
license,  arises  from  the  use  of  the  words  "stored"  and  "kept." 
If  the  word  "kept"  is  used  in  its  broadest  sense,  then  no  in- 
terpretation can  be  carried  consistently  through  the  whole  Act. 

The  prohibition  named  in  the  first  section  of  the  Act  extends 
to  storage  and  keeping :  the  words  being,  "  nor  shall  the  same 
be  kept  or  stored  in  any  building  or  other  premises  within  such 
limits." 

In  my  opinion,  the  word  "  kept,"  in  the  Act,  is  clearly 
synonymous  with  the  Avord  "  stored" ;  and  if  the  two  words  be 
read  as  meaning  one  and  the  same  thing,  there  is  no  difficulty 
in  determining  what  the  Act  means;  but  if  the  word  "kept" 
is  to  include  pretroleum,  etc.,  kept  for  sale,  there  is  no  logical 
reason  why  it  will  not  apply  to  petroleum  kept  for  use. 

If  a  grocer  is  obliged  to  obtain  a  license  to  keep  five  barrels 
of  the  oil,  simply  because  the  Act  says  that  no  petroleum  shall 
be  kept  or  stored  in  any  building  without  a  license,  then  the 
private  consumer,  Avho  purchases  one  gallon  of  oil,  and  keeps 
it  in  his  house  for  family  use,  is  under  the  same  obligation  to 
obtain  a  license. 

A  careful  reading  of  the  entire  Act  convinces  me  that  the 
Act  does  not  apply  to  grocers  and  others  who  keep  small 
quantities  of  oil  for  sale,  but  only  applies  to  those  persons  who- 
manufacture,  refine,  and  store  the  commodities.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  3d  in- 
stant, asking  me  to  inform  you  whether  any  other  means  of 
escape  outside  of  the  ropes  and  chains,  or  whether  the  words, 
in  the  act  of  June  3,  1885,  "any  such  other  appliance,"  do 
not  give  the  Commissioners  the  right  to  approve  anything  they 
might,  in  their,  judgment,  deem  a  better  escape  than  the  ropes 
and  chains. 

The  Act  of  June  3,  1885,  provides,  inter  alia,  "That  in 
addition  to  the  means  of  escape  required  in  Section  1  of  the 
act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
owner  or  owners,  in  fee  or  for  life,  of  every  building  con- 
structed more  than  two  stories  high,  and  used,  or  intended  to 
be  used,  as  a  hotel,  factory,  manufactory,  workshop,  tenement 
house,  school,  seminary,  college,'  academy,  hospital,  asylum, 
hall,  or  place  of  amusement,  and  of  the  trustee  or  trustees  of 
every  estate,  association,  society,  college,  academy,  hospital, 
or  asylum,  owning  or  using  any  building  constructed  more  than 
two  stories  high,  and  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  any  of 
said  purposes,  and  of  the  Board  of  Education,  or  Board  of 
School  Directors,  having  charge  of  any  building  constructed 
more  than  two  stories  high,  and  used,  or  intended  to  be  used, 
as  a  public  school,  to  provide  and  cause  to  be  securehi  affixed 
to  a  bolt  through  the  wall  over  the  windoiv  head,  inside  of  at 
least  one  window,  in  each  room,  on  the  third  floor,  and  in  each 
room  on  each  higher  floor  of  every  such  building,  a  chain  of 
at  least  ten  feet  in  length,  with  a  rope  at  least  one  inch  in  di- 
ameter, securely  attached  thereto,  of  sufficient  length  to  extend 
to  the  ground,  or  such  other  appliance  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  of  any  city  or  county  having 
a  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners." 

The  act  was  passed  for  the  preservation  of  lives  in  case  of 
fire,  and  after  the  Legislature  designated  in  their  opinion  a 
proper  means  of  escape,  they  further  left  to  the  judgment  or 
discretion  of  the  Fire  Commissioners  the  adoption  of  any  ap- 
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pliance  that  would  be  a  ready  and  safe  means  of  escape,  other 
than  that  described  in  the  act. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  power  of  adopting  a  contrivance 
other  than  that  designated,  is  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  Fire 
Commissioners.  This  is  a  discretion  that  should  be  exercised 
with  the  greatest  care,  and  the  appliance  should  be  such  as  to 
recommend  it  to  the  judgment  of  practical  men  as  being  safer 
than  the  ro[>es  and  cljains  required  by  the  act.

Dear  Sir: — -I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  11th  inst., 
asking  the  following  questions: 

1.  "  If  a  vessel  from  a  foreign  port  discharges  a  part  of  her 
cargo  at  a  domestic  port,  and  then  arrives  at  this  port  before 
the  1st  of  June,  will  fees  be  charged  as  though  the  said  vessel 
arrived  at  this  port  direct  from  a  foreign  port?" 

2.  '•  If  a  vessel  discharges  the  whole  or  a  part  of  her  cargo 
at  a  port  before  arriving  at  this  port,  how  long  a  time  must 
said  vessel  remain  in  a  domestic  port  to  clear  her  of  port 
charges  when  arriving  at  this  port  ?" 

In  answer  to  the  first  question,  section  2  of  the  Act  of  Janu- 
ary 29,  1818,  provides :  "That  all  American  vessels  from  any 
port  in  the  United  States,  whether  they  may  have  touched  or 
traded  from  a  foreign  port  or  place,  shall  pay  the  same  sum  as 
if  they  had  arrived  direct  from  such  port  or  place." 

This  answers  your  first  question  in  the  affirmative. 

In  answer  to  the  second  question,  no  length  of  stay  in  a 
domestic  port  can  clear  a  vessel  coming  from  a  foreign  port 
from  foreign  health  charges,  although  she  may  have  unladen 
a  part  or  all  of  her  cargo  at  an  intermediate  domestic  port. 
Unless  she  comes  to  this  port  upon  a  new  voyage,  she  must  be 
treated  as  if  she  came  direct  from  a  foreign  port ;  or,  in  other 
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words,  if  coming  to  this  port,  after  having  touched  at  an  inter- 
mediate domestic  port,  is  a  continuation  of  her  voyage,  she 
must  pay  the  health  charges.

Dear  Sir  : — Under  the  facts  as  stated  in  your  letter  of  the 
twenty-second  instant,  if  Newkumet  street  was  upon  a  plan  of 
the  old  C^ty  of  Philadelphia  at  the  time  it  was  laid  out  by  the 
owners  in  1844,  it  would  undoubtedly  be  a  public  highway. 
If  it  has  been  placed  on  any  public  plan  since  that  date,  it 
would  amount  to  an  acceptance  of  the  street  for  public  use,

and  the  owners  would  be  estopped  from  denying  its  public 
character.  If,  prior  to  consolidation,  the  street  was  in  any 
way  accepted  and  treated  as  a  public  highAvay,  its  public  char- 
acter could  not  be  denied  now. 

Under  the  laws  now  in  force,  the  owners  can  not  make  a 
street  public  Avithout  the  consent  of  the  municipality  shown, 
by  placing  the  street  on  the  confirmed  public  plan.  Therefore, 
if  it  is  not  now  and  never  has  been  on  any  public  plan,  and 
the  city  prior  to  consolidation  did  not  then  recognize  it  as  a 
public  street,  it  may  be  treated  as  a  private  way.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  Resolution  in  the  follow- 
ing words  : 

'' Resolved,  by  the  Select  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia,  That  the  Committee  on  Law,  of  Select  Council  be,  and 
they  are,  hereby  directed  to  ascertain  whether  the  following 
departments :  Trustees  of  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  Board 
of  Guardians  of  Poor,  Board  of  Port  Wardens,  Board  of 
Managers  of  House  of  Correction,  and  Trustees  of  City  Ice 
Boats  are  required  to  submit  their  appointments  to  Select 
Council  for  confirmation,  and  if  not,  then  to  report  as  to  the 
legislation  needed  to  require  them  to  do  so." 

You  request,  under  date  of  May  7,  1886,  that  I  give  you 
the  information  required  by  said  resolution.  I  reply  to  the 
first  question  as  folloAvs  : 

None  of  the  departments  enumerated  in  said  resolution  in 
my  judgment  are  now  required  to  submit  their  appointments 
to  Select  Council  for  confirmation. 

To  the  second  question,  I  reply  that  those  departments 
which  derive  their  power  to  make  their  appointments  and  to 
•employ  clerks  and  assistants  from   Acts  of  the  Legislature, 
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namely,  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  Board  of  Port 
Wardens,  and  the  Managers  of  the  House  of  Correction,  can- 
not be  compelled  to  submit  their  appointments  to  Select  Coun- 
cil except  by  proper  State  legislation.  The  other  two  depart- 
ments, namely,  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works  and  Trustees  of 
City  Ice  Boats  were  organized  and  are  now  managed  by 
Trustees  under  the  provisions  of  city  ordinances.  The  ap- 
pointments in  these  departments  can  be  regulated  as  Councils 
deem  best  for  the  interest  of  the  city. 

There  is,  in  my  judgment,  as  I  have  in  several  opinions 
stated,  nothing  to  prevent  Councils  from  taking  the  possession 
and  management  of  the  Gas  Works  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
Gas  Trustees.  This  would,  of  course,  include  the  right  to 
control  the  manner  in  which  the  appointments  would  be  made 
after  such  a  change  of  possession.  On  the  first  Monday  of 
April,  1887,  the  various  departments  of  the  city  government 
"will  be  consolidated  under  the  new  charter,  and  the  appoint- 
ments after  that  date  will  have  to  be  made  by  the  heads  of 
departments  as  provided  therein  under  Civil  Service  Rules. 
Any  changes  therefore  now  made  in  the  mode  of  appointment 
in  the  various  departments  would  necessarily  continue  but  a 
few  months.

Dear  Sir  : — I  can  find  no  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
or  any  other  Court,  upon  the  question  referred  to  me  last 
"week. 

The  intent  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  February  24,  1721, 
section  2d,  is  very  plain.     It  reads  as  follows : 

"  That  the  surveyors  or  regulators  upon  application  to  them 
made  shall  have  full  po"\ver  and  authority  to  enter  upon   the 


land  of  any  person  or  persons  in  order  to  set  out  the  founda- 
tion and  regulate  the  walls  to  be  built  between  the  party  and 
party  as  to  the  breadth  or  thickness  thereof;  which  foundation 
shall  be  laid  equally  upon  the  land  of  the  persons  between 
whom  said  party  wall  is  to  be  made.  And  the  first  builder 
shall  be  reimbursed  one  moiety  of  the  charge  of  said  party 
wall,  or  for  so  much  thereof  as  the  next  builder  shall  have 
occasion  to  make  use  of  before  said  next  builder  shall  in  any 
ways  use  or  break  into  said  wall,  the  charge  or  value  thereof 
to  be  set  by  the  said  regulators." 

The  clause  underscored  refers  to  the  surface  and  not  the 
thickness  of  the  wall. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  he  will  have  to  pay  for  six-and-a-half 
inches,  or,  in  other  words,  for  half  a  thirteen  inch  wall.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  4th  in- 
stant, enclosing  copy  of  an  Ordinance  to  authorize  "  the  reim- 
bursement of  William  M.  Singerly  for  grading  certain  streets, 
and  asking  my  opinion  as  to  its  legality." 

The  Ordinance  provides  for  the  appropriation  of  |?3,468 
from  Item  6  of  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Department 
of  Highways  to  reimburse  William  M.  Singerly  for  grading 
Seventeenth  street,  from  Susquehanna  a\'enue  to  Dauphin 
street ;  Eighteenth  street,  from  Susquehanna  avenue  to  Dau- 
phin street ;  Nineteenth  street,  from  Norris  street  to  Dauphin 
street ;  Twentieth  street,  from  Susquehanna  avenue  to  York 
street ;  Twenty-first  street,  from  Susquehanna  avenue  to  York 
street ;  Twentj^-second  street,  from  Susquehanna  avenue  to 
York  street ;  Dauphin  street,  from  Eighteenth  street  to  Twen- 
ty-second street ;    Judson  street,  from  Berks  street  to  Norris 
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street,  and  Norris  street,  from  TwentA^-third  street  to  Twenty- 
fourth  street. 

The  letter  also  contains  the  certificate  of  John  H.  Dye, 
Registrar,  certifying  that  all  of  the  above-named  streets  have 
been  dedicated  or  legally  opened,  excepting  Seventeenth  street, 
from  Susquehanna  avenue  to  Dauphin  street,  and  Nineteenth 
street,  from  Norris  to  Diamond  streets,  and  Twenty-first  street, 
from  Islington  lane  to  York  street. 

This  is  a  claim,  presented  by  Mr.  Singerly  for  work  which 
he  did  voluntarily,  which  was  not  authorized  by  Councils,  and 
which  cannot  be  collected  by  suit  at  law. 

The  only  question  is,  can  Councils  make  an  appropriation 
to  reimburse  Mr.  Singerly  for  the  work  done  upon  these 
streets  ? 

Section  o  of  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  provides:  "No 
ordinance  shall  be  passed,  except  by  a  two-third  vote  of  both 
Councils,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor,  giving  any  extra  com- 
pensation to  any  public  officer,  servant,  employee,  agent,  or 
contractor,  after  services  shall  have  been  rendered  or  contract 
made,  nor  providing  for  the  payment  of  any  claim  against  the 
city  without  previous  authority  of  law." 

I  have  already  decided  that  Councils  have  no  right  at  any 
time  to  make  a  gift,  neither  have  they  the  power  to  provide  an 
appropriation  for  the  payment  of  that  which  could  not  have 
been  done  Avithin  the  scope  of  their  authority  ;  but  this  claim 
is  not  a  gift,  and  the  work  is  municipal  in  its  character,  and 
could  have  been  authorized  by  Councils,  and  in  course  of  time, 
of  necessity,  would  have  been  done  by  the  city. 

Therefore,  if  the  work  has  been  well  done,  and  the  city  has 
been  benefited  by  it,  and  the  price  charged  is  fair  and  reason- 
able, I  am  of  opinion  that  under  the  section  quoted  above, 
Councils  have  the  power  to  make  an  appropriation  for  such 
work,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  both  Chambers  of  Councils,  and 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor. 

I  have  but  to  add,  that  the  matter  rests  within  the  discretion 
of  Councils,  and  that  the  power  should  be  exercised  only  where 
the  city  receives  full  value,  and  the  claim  is  just  and  equitable.

Dear  Sir  : — You  have  requested  my  opinion  upon  three 
questions : 

First. — "  Whether  Councils  can  elect  a  Superintendent  of 
the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  and  abolish  the  office  of  Trustees 
at  the  present  time?" 

This  I  answer  in  the  affirmative.  My  views  upon  the  sub- 
ject have  been  expressed  at  length  in  several  opinions  sent  to 
Councils. 

Second. — ''  Whether  Councils  can  make  appropriations  to 
run  the  Gas  Works  as  a  department  of  the  city  for  the  current 
year  out  of  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  and  moneys 
that  would  be  collected  during  the  year  ?  if  so,  how  should  the 
appropriations  be  made,  as  in  the  accompanying  draft  of  ordi- 
nance, or  in  gross  sums  for  the  balance  of  the  year,  as  are 
made  to  other  departments  before  the  year  commences?" 

To  this  I  repl}",  that  the  appropriations  to  this  department 
should  be  made  in  the  same  manner  as  they  are  made  for  all 
other  city  departments. 

Third. — "  Whether  the  -accompanying  ordinance  is  legal, 
and  would  accomplish  the  purpose  sought  for  ?  if  not,  in  what 
particular  should  it  be  changed  ?  ' 

To  this  I  reply,  that  the  ordinance  should,  in  my  judgment, 
contain  some  provisions  to  enable  the  City  Treasurer  to  con- 
tinue the  payment  of  interest  on  the  $3,500,000  loans  now  out- 
standing, and  to  pay  the  two  per  cent,  on  the  said  amount  to 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Funds  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

I  also  suggest  that  the  powers  given  to  the  Superintendent 
be  more  particularly  specified.  The  ordinance  submitted  gives 
to  one  man  practically  all  the  powers  that  twelve  men  now  pos- 
sess, and  leaves  very  little,  if  any,  power  or  control  of  the 
works  in  the  hands  of  the  city. 
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I  further  suggest  that  the  Trustees  should  not  be  discharged 
and  the  office  abolished,  until  the  accounts  of  the  Trustees  have 
been  settled  and  approved.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  15th 
instant,  in  which  you  request  my  opinion  as  to  Avhether  yoa 
should  approve  certain  bills  for  the  entertainment  of  visitora 
from  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  etc. 

You  state  that  you  received  recently  from  the  Clerks  of 
Councils  a  copy  of  a  resolution  passed  on  the  ^d  instant,  en- 
titled "  Resolution  of  instruction  to  the  City  Solicitor  relative 
to  the  suit  of  Robert  Tagff;  in  the  matter  of  the  entertainment 
of  New  Orleans  officials  on  the  return  of  the  old  Liberty  Bell." 

On  the  5th  day  of  June,  1885,  City  Councils,  by  ordinance, 
provided  for  the  reception  and  entertainment  of  the  Mayor  of 
New  Orleans  and  other  representatives  of  the  municipal  gov- 
ernment of  that  city  on  the  return  of  the  old  Liberty  Bell, 
and  empowered  the  Joint  Special  Committee  to  expend  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $1,500. 

The  reception  was  given,  money  expended,  and  bills  were 
drawn  and  presented  to  you  to  be  countersigned,  which  you 
refused  to  do,  and  submitted  the  question  to  me  for  an  opinion 
as  to  whether  or  not  Councils  could  appropriate  money  for  such 
a  purpose.  I  replied  that  Councils  have  no  such  power. 
Suit  was  then  brought  by  Robert  Tagg  on  one  of  the  claims 
to  recover,  and  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  2  decided 
in  favor  of  the  plaintiff. 

We  were  about  taking  the  case  to  the  Supreme  Court  when 
Councils  passed  the  resolution  above  referred  to,  and  directed 
me  not  to  proceed  further.  Mr.  Tagg,  I  believe,  then  pre- 
sented his  warrant,  which  was   countersigned,  and   the  claim 
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paid.  That  claim  was  virtually  a  test  case,  and  the  Court 
having  decided  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  I  am  of  opinion  that 
the  resolution  of  instruction  to  me  covers  all  the  other  cases 
jou  refer  to,  and  that  further  litigation  and  delay  will  only  add 
cost  and  expense  to  the  city.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  8th  inst., 
asking  my  opinion  as  to  Avhether  or  not  you  have  any  right  to 
take  dogs  running  at  large  off  the  top  step  of  a  house? 

In  reply,  let  me  say  that  your  authority  extends  to  the 
taking  up  of  all  dogs  and  bitches  found  running  at  large  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia.  West's  Digest,  pf.  8,  page  126,  reads: 

"The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  detail  as  many  officers 
as  he  may  deem  necessary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carry  this 
ordinance  into  effect,  by  employing  suitable  persons  to  take 
up,  kill,  and  to  bury  all  dogs  and  bitches  found  running  at 
large  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

Such  an  animal  upon  the  top  step  of  a  house,  if  not  fastened 
or  otherwise  confined,  and  not  in  the  company  and  under  the 
authority  of  any  person,  comes  within  these  terms,  and  should 
therefore  be  taken  up  by  you.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  February  15.  li^^SG,. 
asking  me  to  advise  your  department  whether  or  not  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  could,  under  the  law,  sell  her  interests  in  the 
docks  or  piers  at  the  ends  of  the  streets  between  Vine  and 
Pine  streets,  on  the  river  Delaware. 

The  original  charter  from  William  Penn  provides  "  that  the 
streets  of  the  said  city  shall  forever  continue  as  they  are  now 
laid  out  and  regulated ;  and  that  the  ends  of  each  street  ex- 
tending into  the  river  Delaware  shall  be  and  continue  free  for 
the  use  and  service  of  the  said  city,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
who  may  improve  the  same  for  the  best  advantage  of  the  city, 
and  build  wharves  so  flxr  out  into  the  river  there  as  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  and  Common  Council  shall  deem  meet." 

The  question  of  the  powers  of  the  city  over  the  wharves  was 
considered  in  the  case  of  Struthers  et  al.  against  Bickley, 
9  Philadelphia,  539.  After  referring  to  the  language  of  Penn's 
Charter  and  the  Act  of  1805,  Finletter,  J.,  says  : 

"  This  act  recognized  the  usefulness  of  the  ends  of  the  streets 
'  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  and  other  citizens  of  the  Com- 
monwealth,' and  for  that  reason  vested  in  the  corporation  juris- 
diction over  them.  This  jurisdiction  was,  however,  to  be  and 
remain  subservient  to  the  purposes  and  to  the  like  uses  as  had 
been  confirmed  to  the  citizens  by  the  Charter  and  Acts  of 
Assembly.  These  purposes  and  uses  were  the  free  and  unre- 
stricted use  of  the  ends  of  the  streets  as  highways.  The 
corporation  became  thereby  the  mere  custodians  of  these  por- 
tions of  our  streets,  for  the  free  use  thereof  by  the  public.  It 
could  do  nothing  with  them  which  would  in  any  wise  interfere 
with  the  rights  of  the  public,  and,  as  a  necessary  consequence, 
could  not  confer  upon  any  one  a  right  to  their  exclusive  use. 
If  it  has  the  authority  to  lease  them  for  any  purpose  which  is 
not  apparent,  certainly  it  must  be  exercised  in  such  a  manner 
as  not  to  interfere  with  the  free  enjoyment  of  the  public  rights. 
The  plans  of  the  city,  dated  1817,  1832,  1851,  and  1868, 
approved  by  Councils  and  recorded  in  the  Survey  Depart- 
ment, represent  the  streets  as  extending  to  the  river  Schuyl- 
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kill  "■  and  to  the  ends  of  the  wharves  as  carried  out,  and  Avhere 
the  footways  are  marked  on  the  plans  they  are  carried  out  to 
the  river  and  ends  of  the  wharves.'  These  plans  and  ordi- 
nances dedicated  the  ends  of  the  streets  to  public  use.  If  this 
be  not  so,  still  they  are  at  least  the  most  emphatic  declarations 
of  the  corporate  authorities  that  the  streets  extend  to  the  ends 
of  the  wharves." 

In  regard  to  the  docks  or  waters  betAveen  the  wharves,  it 
may  be  well  to  remind  you  that  the  owner  of  the  wharf  has  no 
right  of  property  in  the  adjoining  dock  ;  he  has  only  the  right 
to  use  it  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  public.  It  is  a  right 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  State. 

By  the  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  the  8th  day  of  April, 
1868,  P.  L.  755,  entitled  "A  further  supplement  to  the  Act 
passed  March  28,  1803,  to  establish  a  Board  of  Port  Wardens 
for  the  port  of  Philadelphia,  and  for  other  purposes,"  section 
2  provides  ''  that  the  water  or  dock  left  for  the  use  of  any 
wharf,  shall  remain  vested  in  the  Commonwealth,  subject  to 
existing  laws." 

See  case  of  Malone  vs.  City,  12th  W.  N.  C,  396. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  city  cannot  sell  her 
interests  in  the  docks  and  piers  at  the  ends  of  the  streets,  be- 
tween Vine  and  Pine  streets,  on  the  river  Delaware.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  22d 
instant,  I  advise  ^''ou  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Second  and 
Third  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  keep  Second 
street  in  repair  throughout  its  entire  width,  from  curb  to  curb, 
which  would  include  the  entire  street,  on  both  sides  of  the 
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market-houses  referred  to  in  your  communication.  The  mere 
fact  that  the  market-sheds  intervene  between  their  tracks  and 
the  other  side  of  the  street,  does  not  alter  their  legal  obliga- 
tion to  keep  the  entire  roadway  in  repair.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  this  day  in  receipt  of  a  communication 
from  you  relative  to  the  coal  contract  of  M.  Ehret,  Jr.  & 
Company,  requesting  an  immediate  reply. 

You  state  that  "  On  July  1st,  1883,  M.  Ehret,  Jr.  &  Com- 
pany, were  awarded  a  contract,  for  all  the  coal  tar  to  be  pro- 
duced at  the  several  gas  works  during  the  ensuing  five  years 
at  the  price  of  twenty-six  cents  per  ton  of  coal  carbonized." 

That  the  contractors  about  a  year  ago  on  account  of  the 
low  market  price  of  tar,  etc..  asked  for  a  rebate  of  ten  per 
cent,  per  ton,  which  rebate  the  trustees  refused. 

That  there  are  now  on  hand  some  seventy  or  eighty  thou- 
sand barrels  of  tar  which  the  contractors  are  unable  to  dispose 
of,  and  they  now  ask  the  trustees  to  provide  tankage  for  the 
tar  at  a  cost  to  the  Trust  of  some  thirty  or  forty  thousand 
dollars. 

That  the  contract  has  two  years  yet'  to  run,  and  that  a 
furtlier  accumulation  is  to  be  expected,  for  which  additional 
tankage  will  be  required,  and  that  the  accumulation,  of  such 
an  immense  quantity  of  tar  will  have  the  effect  of  low^ering 
future  bids,  etc. 

Having  stated  these  facts,  you  then  say,  "The  sub-com- 
mittee having  the  matter  in  charge,  have  therefore  requested 
me  to  inquire  from  you  wdiether  the  Board  can  apply  the  sum 
which  would  otherwise  be  expended  upon  the  tanks  to  a  rebate 
upon  the  contract  price  for  the  balance  of  the  term,  so  that 
instead  of  creating  a  surplus  of  stock,  the    contractors   may, 
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perhaps,  be  able  to  market  the  present  stock  as  well  as  the 
future  product  at  prices  which  will  enable  him  to  carry  out 
his  contract  upon  fair  business  dealings." 

"  In  other  words,  can  the  trustees,  if  they  see  fit  to  do  so, 
legally  give  Mr.  Eliret  a  rebate  of  thirty  thousand  dollars 
upon  his  contract,  instead  of  spending  thirty  thousand  dol- 
lars for  new  tanks." 

I  answer  as  follows  : 

On  April  2,  1885,  in  answering  a  communication  relative 
to  this  same  contract,  I  said  : 

"  As  trustees  you  are  appointed  to  protect  the  interests  of 
the  City  which  are  committed  to  your  care.  The  diligence 
required  of  a  trustee  in  the  care  of  the  trust  estate  is  precisely 
the  diligence  which  a  man  of  ordinary  prudence  would  prac- 
tice in  the  care  of  his  own." 

You  have  an  undoubted  legal  right,  with  the  consent  of 
M.  Ehret.  Jr.,  to  make  any  modification  in  the  tar  contract 
which  in  your  judgment  will  be  a  financial  benefit  to  the 
City. 

The  Ordinances  creating  the  Trust  give  the  trustees  "  ex- 
clusive control  over  and  management  of  the  several  gas  works, 
etc. 

Judge  Thayer,  in  the  case  of  Chandler  vs.  The  Trustees, 
Leg.  Int.,  Vol.  48,  page  138,  in  speaking  of  these  ordinances, 
says : 

"  These  words  confer  very  large  powers  and  exclusive  dis- 
cretion upon  the  trustees,  a  discretion  not  to  be  controlled  by 
any  Court,  unless  their  conduct  is  contrary  to  law,  or  so  plainly 
injurious  to  the  interests  ot  the  Trust,  that  it  would  amount 
to  a  fraud  upon  it,  or  be  plainly  destructive  of  the  interests 
committed  to  their  charge." 

"It  is  to  their  discretion  the  execution  of  the  Trust  is  con- 
fided. The  duty  of  supervision  on  the  part  of  Courts  in  such 
cases  is,  to  see  that  they  honestly  exercise  their  discretion,  and 
give  a  fair  consideration  to  the  subject  If  they  do  that,  if 
they  fairly  consider  and  honestly  decide,  we  have  notliing  to 
do  with  the  accuracy  of  their  conclusions." 

If,  therefore,  the  trustees  have,  as  your  communication  as- 
sumes, made  a  contract  with   M.  Ehret,  Jr.,  by  which   it   be- 
comes the  duty  of  the  Trust  to  provide,  at  the  expense  of  the 
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city,  tlic  tankage  referred  to,  and  if,  after  a  careful  considera- 
tion of  the  subject,  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  trustees  that  it 
will  be  a  saving  to  the  city  to  allow  a  rebate  of  f  30, 000  to 
M.  Ehret,  Jr.,  in  order  that  the  city  may  be  relieved  from  the 
expense  of  erecting  the  tanks,  then  I  advise  you,  you  have  a 
clear  legal  right  to  allow  the  rebate.  And  I  may  add  it  would 
be  your  duty,  as  a  matter  of  law,  to  secure  if 'possible  this 
supposed  advantage  to  the  city. 

If,  however,  the  trustees  have  not  entered  into  any  contract 
with  M.  Ehret,  Jr.,  which  puts  upon  the  Trust  the  expense  of 
providing  tanks,  then  the  rebate  of  .^30,000  proposed  is,  under 
the  facts  as  presented  to  me,  nothing  more  than  a  present  of 
$30,000  of  city  money  to  the  contractor.  A  rebate  under 
such  circumstances,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  for  me  to  say,  you 
have  no  right  to  make.  I  have  examined  the  contract  referred 
to  by  you,  which  went  into  force  July  1,  1883,  and  I  am  un- 
able to  find  in  it  anything  which  required  the  Trust  to  provide 
this  tankage.  On  the  contrary,  the  contract  provides  that  the 
contractor  shall  furnish  suitable  receptacles  to  hold  the  tar, 
and  shall  without  delay  remove  the  same,  in  order  to  prevent 
interference  with  the  operations  of  the  Trust.  There  may  be, 
however,  other  contracts  not  referred  to  in  your  communica- 
tion, which  put  the  expense  of  providing  tanks  upon  the  city. 
If  such  agreements  exist,  you  have  a  legal  right  to  grant,  as  I 
have  before  said,  the  rebate,  if  by  so  doing  you  will,  in  your 
judgment,  save  money  for  the  city.

Dear  Sir  : — In  a  communication  sent  to  this  office  some 
time  ago,  you  state  that  you  have  received  a  bill  from  "the 
Highway  Department  for  repairs  to  asphalt  pavement  on  the 
east  side  of  Sixth  street,  between  Walnut  and  Chestnut  streets, 
.amounting  to  $493.14,  which  it  is  proposed  shall  be  paid  out 
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of  Item  18  of  the  appropriation  approved  December  31,  1884. 
This  work  was  done  without  previous  advertisement  and 
award  to  lowest  and  responsible  bidder,  and  the  bill  states 
that  the  above  work  was  done  at  the  expense  of  the  passenger 
railway  company,  and  will  be  sent  to  the  City  Solicitor  for 
collection." 

You  desire  my  opinion,  first,  "  whether  upon  the  city  paying 
this  bill  (on  the  refusal  of  the  railway  company  to  do  so)  the 
amount  can  be  recovered  from  the  railway  company  by  suit?" 

I  advise  you  that  it  was  the  legal  duty  of  the  railway  com- 
pany to  repair  this  portion  of  the  street,  and  if  the  company 
refused  so  to  do,  the  amount  expended  by  the  city  in  putting 
it  in  repair,  can  be  recovered  from  the  company  by  suit. 

Second.  "  Whether  the  amount  can  or  cannot  be  recovered' 
from  the  railway  company,  should  the  city  under  the  circum- 
stances pay  this  bill  ?" 

I  answer  this  in  the  afiirmative.

Dear  Sir  : — On  the  sixth  instant,  I  received  from  you  a 
cominunication  relative  to  the  front  of  Green's  Restaurant,  at 
Eighth  and  Chestnut  streets.  You  enclose  a  letter  from  the 
Citizens'  Municipal  Association,  one  from  Mr.  Green,  and 
one  from  his  attorneys  and  a  statement  from  the  builder. 

The  Citizen's  Municipal  Association  complain  that  portions 
of  the  building  extend  some  16  inches  into  the  street  beyond 
the  building  line,  and  that  "it  is  a  wooden  structure  very 
dangerous  in  case  of  a  fire." 

You  ask  me  to  advise  you  how  to  act  in  the  matter,  if 
further  action  should  be  considered  necessary. 

I  reply,  that  by  the  Act  of  April  15,  1838,  P.  L.,  626, 
there  was  conferred  upon  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
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power  "  to  establish  such  and  so  many  rules  and  regulations 
as  to  them  may  seem  expedient  for  the  better  regulation  of 
porches,  porticoes,  benches,  door-steps,  rails,  bulks  or  jut 
"windows,  areas,  cellar  -doors  and  cellar  \yindows,  signs,  sign- 
posts, boards,  poles,  frames,  awnings,  awning-posts,  or  other 
device  or  projection  over,  under,  into,  or  otherwise  occupying 
the  sidewalk  or  other  portion  of  any  of  the  streets,  lanes, 
alleys,  etc." 

By  virtue  of  the  poAver  thus  granted.  Councils  have  from  time 
to  time  passed  ordinances  declaring  what  enci-oachments  upon 
the  highways  are  unlawful,  and  what  projections  and  structures 
are  legal.  There  is  no  law  or  ordinance  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia which  requires  that  every  building  shall  have  an  abso- 
lutely perpendicular  front.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  are 
attached  to  almost  every  building  door-steps,  door-heads, 
wundow-heads,  sills,  cornices,  porches,  porticoes  and  orna- 
mentations of  many  kinds,  all  extending  beyond  building 
line;  a  part  of  which  is  authorized  by  ordinances,  and  the 
remainder  not  regulated  by  ordinances,  either  permissive  or 
prohibitory. 

It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  every  person  encroaching  upon 
the  highway  must  be  able  to  show  his  authority  for  so  doing ; 
but  the  question  is,  what  is  an  encroachment  beyond  the  build- 
ing line  ? 

In  the  case  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia's  Appeal,  28  Smith, 
page  33,  Judge  Sharswood  says :  "  The  encroachment  on  a 
public  highway,  to  be  remedied  by  this  process  (Equity),  must 
be  really  an  obstruction  to  the  free  use  of  it.  Now,  it  is  verv 
clear,  that  admitting  that  the  defendants  were  bound  to  fall 
back  Avith  their  new  front  to  the  new  line,  the  columns,  cor- 
nices, and  ornaments  they  have  added  to  their  new  front  are 
no  real  obstruction  to  the  highway,  though  it  may  be  that 
technically  they  are  so.  It  is  certain,  that,  under  the  ordi- 
nance of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  of  September  3,  1864,  they 
might  have  placed  cellar-doors,  porches,  or  steps,  extending 
into  the  footwav  four  feet  six  inches,  and  forming  thus  a  much 
more  serious  obstruction  of  the  highway  than  any  that  has  been 
attempted.'" 

It  has  been  the  universal  custom  in  Philadelphia  to  con- 
struct the  ornamental  parts  of  l)uildings  beyond  the  line  ;  and, 
in  the  case  al)Ove  referred  to,  there  were  constructed  upon  the 
building  on  the  south  side  of  Chestnut  street,  near  Broad  street, 
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columns  and  pilasters,  \vi(low-liea(ls,  doorjanibs,  cornices,  etc., 
which  projected  beyond  the  line  fifteen  inches,  into  the  street; 
and  yet  the  Supreme  Court  decided  that  the  ''  columns,  cor- 
nices, and  ornaments,  etc.,  they  have  added  to  their  new  front, 
are  no  real  obstruction  to  the  highway,  though  they  may  be 
technically  so."  The  obstruction  in  that  case  extended  from 
the  pavement  up.  In  the  present  case  the  projections  objected 
to  commence  at  the  top  of  the  first  story. 

If  the  Court  would  not  interfere  at  Broad  and  Chestnut 
streets,  I  see  no  reason  why  the  Court  would  interfere  at 
Eighth  and  Chestnut  streets,  where  the  ornamentation  is  cer- 
tainly less  objectionable. 

It  is  not  such  an  extension  beyond  the  line  as  is  prohibited 
by  ordinance ;  and  while  it  is  not  allowed  by  any  ordinance 
already  passed,  it  is  clearly  of  such  a  character  as  could  be 
authorized  bv  Councils  under  the  power  granted  by  the  Act 
of  1838. 

Judge  Paxson,  in  speaking  of  this  case,  says  : — "•  The  legis- 
lature having  in  terms  confei'red  upon  Councils  the  power  tO' 
regulate  the  whole  matter  of  projections,  that  body,  as  we  have 
seen,  proceeds  to  act  upon  it,  and  has  declared  certain  things 
public  nuisances ;  but  Councils  have  not  anywhere  said  that 
these  ornamental  projections,  added  to  the  ashlar  line  in  a 
building,  are  nuisances.  The  whole  subject  properly  belongs 
to  City  Councils.  It  is  competent  for  them  so  to  legislate  as 
to  cover  the  whole  ground,  and  to  leave  the  public  in  no  doubt 
as  to  what  the  rights  and  duties  of  builders  are  in  the  prem- 
ises. While  such  a  course  of  action  on  the  part  of  the  build- 
ers does  not  make  such  a  custom  as  would  prevent  Councils 
from  prohibiting  it,  nevertheless  the  silence  of  Councils  in  re- 
gard to  it,  when  the  practice  was  well  known,  and  the 
acquiescence  in  it  by  the  city  authorities  for  so  long  a  time, 
would  seem  to  furnish  a  solid  reason  Avhy  this  Court  should 
not  interfere,  by  special  injunction,  in  a  case  where  the  build- 
ing has  already  been  commenced." 

In  the  present  case,  this  matter  was  brought  to  my  attention 
by  your  communication  after  the  building  was  entirely  com- 
pleted. 

It  has  been  further  claimed  that  the  building  is  illegal  be- 
cause it  is  a  wooden  structure,  very  dangerous  in  the  case  of 
fire.  The  contrary  is  also  asserted,  as  it  appears  to  me  by  the 
papers  submitted  to  me,  with  equal  strength. 
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The  builder  aays  it  is  not  a  bay  or  oriel  window,  in  wliieh 
persons  can  stand  or  sit,  but  it  is  simply  an  ornamental  front, 
covering  tlie  original  stone  front.  This  stone  front  or  wall  re- 
mains as  before,  and  is  covered  on  the  outside  by  galvanized 
iron,  fastened  on  a  wood  skeleton  frame,  and  lined  inside  with 
sheet  iron,  making  two  thicknesses,  and  the  wall  entirely  free 
from  danger  of  fire.  The  main  projection  of  this  front  extends 
sixteen  inches  beyond  the  building  line,  and  the  swell  ends 
twenty  inches. 

No  complaint  having  been  made  of  this  structure  by  the 
Fire  Department,  nor  by  any  other  department  of  the  city 
government,  nor  by  any  of  the  adjoining  property-owners,  and 
the  building  being  entirely  completed  at  the  time  of  the  receipt 
of  your  communication,  I  do  not  feel  justified,  without  a  re- 
quest from  Councils,  in  taking  any  legal  proceedings  in  this 
matter,  nor  can  I  advise  you  to  take  any  action.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  communication  asking 
whether  the  Second  and  Third  Street  Passenger  Railway 
Company  is  obliged  to  repair  the  entire  width  of  Second 
street,  between  Pine  and  South  streets,  and  between  Fair- 
mount  avenue  and  Poplar  street,  where  they  occupy  Avith  a 
single  track  one  side  of  the  street,  the  centre  being  occupied 
by  the  public  market  houses,  I  beg  to  reply  as  follows  : 

The  Second  and  Third  Street  Passenger  Railway  Company 
was  incorporated  under  the  Act  of  April  10,  1858,  and  in  its 
charter  it  is  made  "  subject  to  all  the  provisions  and  restric- 
tions of  the  ordinance  of  City  Councils,  entitled  'An  Ordi- 
nance to  regulate  passenger  railways  within  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia,' approved  the  seventh  day  of  July,  1857."  And  in 
its  charter  it  is  further  provided,  "  and  the  said  Councils  may, 
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from  time  to  time,  by  ordinances  establish  such  roguhitions  in 
regard  to  said  railways  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
paving,  repaying,  etc."  And  further,  that  said  company  shall 
'"•  keep  said  streets  (the  Act  uses  the  words  '  several  streets 
and  avenues  traversed  by  it ')  in  perpetual  good  repair,  at  the 
proper  expense  of  the  said  company." 

The  Ordinance  of  1857,  provides,  Section  3 :  "  That  all 
railway  companies,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  at  the  entire  cost  and 
expense  of  roaintaining,  paving,  repaving,  and  repairing  that 
may  be  necessary  upon  any  road,  street,  avenue,  or  alley  occu- 
pied by  them." 

Twice  the  liability  of  railway  companies  to  keep  in  repair 
the  streets  upon  which  their  tracks  are  laid  has  come  before 
our  Courts. 

The  first  case  was  that  of  Railway  Company  against  Bald- 
win, 11  Philadelphia,  258.  The  charter  of  the  plaintiff  com- 
pany in  that  case,  required  it  "  to  pave  and  keep  in  repair 
such  portions  of  said  streets  as  may  be  occupied  by  said  rail- 
way company,"  and  the  company  was  further  made  subject  to 
the  Ordinance  of  1857.  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways 
Baldwin  notified  the  company  to  repair  certain  streets,  but  it 
failed  to  do  so,  and  he  thereupon  poled  off  the  street  and  be- 
gan the  work  himself  The  company  applied  for  an  injunc- 
tion, but  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  4,  upon  hearing, 
refused  it.  Judge  Thayer  saying,  in  delivering  the  opinion 
of  the  Court :  "  This  company  is  bound  to  keep  in  repair  the 
entire  roadway  of  the  streets  which  they  occupy.  By  their 
charter  they  are  expressly  subject  to  the  Ordinance  of  1857, 
and  that  ordinance  enacts  that  they  shall  be  at  the  expense  of 
all  the  paving,  repaving,  and  repairing  that  may  be  necessary 
upon  the  streets  occupied  by  them — not  upon  a  portion  of  the 
street  occupied,  but  upon  the  whole  street.  Whatever  streets 
they  traverse  they  are  bound  to  pave  throughout  their  whole 
route,  and  that  not  partially,  but  wholly  and  thoroughly." 

The  second  case  was  that  of  Railway  Company  against 
Estabrook,  13  W.  N.  C,  487.  The  charter  of  the  Thirteenth 
and  Fifteenth  Street  Passenger  Railway  Company  requires  it 
"to  keep  in  repair  that  portion  of  the  street  which  they  use 
and  occupy."  They  occupy  Broad  street  on  one  side,  and  de- 
died  their  liability  to  pave  the  whole  width  of  the  roadway. 
The  Court,  when  the*  company  asked  for  an  injunction,  said 
that  the  company  must  pave  from  curb  to  curb,  the  company 
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l)eing  subject  to  the  ordinance  of  1857,  and  that  the  ordinance 
was  to  be  read  ''as  if  actually  incorporated  within  the  lines  of 
the  act  incorporating  the  plaintiff  company." 

The  market  houses  on  Second  street  were  constructed  prior 
to  the  incorporation  of  the  Second  and  Third  Street  Passenger 
Railway  Company.  The  one  on  Second  street,  between  Coates 
street — now  Fairmount  avenue — and  Poplar  street,  was  built 
under  authority  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  March  27,  1795, 
and  the  one  on  Second  street,  between  Pine  and  South  streets, 
was  built  prior  to  December  31,  1835  (See  ordinance  of  that 
date  relating  to  said  market,  in  Digest  of  Ordinances,  Old 
City,  page  220).  Both  markets  were  occupied  when  the  com- 
pany was  chartered,  and  yet  its  charter  requires  it  to  keep  in 
repair  the  streets  and  avenues  traversed  by  it. 

I  am  clearly  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  company  is  re- 
quired to  repair  the  whole  width  of  the  street,  from  curb  to 
curb,  and  that  the  fact  that  the  market  house  stands  in  the 
middle  of  the  street  does  not  prevent  their  liability  from  ex- 
tending to  the  curb  beyond  the  market  houses.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  ninth  instant  came  duly  to 
hand,  and  contents  are  noted.  In  answer  to  your  first  question 
as  to  the  responsibility  of  Mr.  William  Broadbent,  under  his 
bond  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  bearing  date  the  fifth  day  of 
June,  1886,  I  reply,  that  the  bond  recites  that  William  Broad- 
bent  has  applied  for  a  permit  to  sprinkle  the  streets  from  carts 
on  Market  street,  from  Sixty-third  street  to  Sixty-eighth 
street ;  and  the  condition  of  the  obligation  is,  that  William 
Broadbent  shall  pay  the  expenses  of  all  repairs  made  necessary 
by  any  damage  that  may  be  done  by  the  persons  sprinkling 
the  streets,  and  shall  not  permit  the  water  to  be  wasted,  etc. 
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In  answer  to  your  second  question, — "  Has  he  the  right^ 
under  any  circumstances,  to  take  the  water  from  the  city  for 
watering  roads  in  an  adjoining  county,"  I  reply,  that  in  my 
judgment  he  has  not.  The  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  Phihx- 
delphia  certainly  have  a  right  which  is  exclusive.  Permit  No. 
10(j,  which  was  issued  June  8,  1886,  for  four  months,  grants 
to  William  Broadbent  a  supply  of  water  from  the  fire-plug  on 
Market  street,  between  Sixty-third  and  Sixty-sixth  streets,  for 
the  purpose  of  the  sprinkling  of  the  street  between  the  railroad 
tracks.  Market  street  does  not  extend  beyond  Cobb's  creek, 
and  as  Market  street  is  the  only  street  referred  to  in  Mr. 
Broadbent's  bond,  and  in  the  permit  from  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, I  am  of  opinion  that  he  has  the  right  to  use  the  city's 
water  only  to  sprinkle  that  portion  of  Market  street  west  of 
Sixty-third  street,  which  lies  within  the  city  limits. 

I  enclose  copy  of  permit,  and  also  copy  of  bond.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
July  29,  in  which  you  state  that  the  name  of  Dr.  II.  F.  Formad 
is  found  upon  the  pay-roll  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  and 
also  upon  the  pay-roll  of  the  Coroner,  and  that  Dr.  Formad  is 
one  of  the  Coroner's  physicians,  and  is  also  curator  of  the 
Guardians  of  the  Poor.  You  request  my  opinion  as  to  whether 
or  not  Dr.  Formad' s  name  is  properly  borne  upon-  both  pay- 
rolls, and  whether  you  can  legally  countersign  both  warrants. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  Constitution,  in  statutory  law,  nor 
ordinances  that  I  have  been  able  to  find  which  makes  the  two 
ofiices  incompatible.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  communication,  asking  me 
whether  or  not  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Com- 
pany can  be  compelled  to  pave  Cresson  street,  between  Penn 
and  Cedar  streets,  I  beg  to  say  that  the  company  was  chartered 
in  1831  (The  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and  Norristown  Rail- 
road Company),  and  in  1832  built  the  tracks  which  the  Read- 
ing Railroad  Company  now  uses  on  Cresson  street.  I  am 
informed  by  Mr.  Dye,  Registrar  of  the  Survey  Department, 
that  in  1832  Cresson  street  was  not  on  the  City  Plan,  but  that 
after  the  road  was  built  the  owners  along  the  line  threw  open 
on  each  side  of  the  rails  a  strip  of  their  land  to  the  public  use ; 
subsequently  the  city  laid  out  Cresson  street  along  the  line  of 
the  tracks,  and  claims  dedication  to  the  public  by  user, 

I  have  made  an  exhaustive  examination  into  the  facts  of  the 
case,  and  the  Acts  of  Assembly  relating  to  the  Philadelphia, 
Germantown  and  Norristown  Railroad  Company,  and  I  am  of 
opinion  that  the  company  cannot  be  compelled  to  pave  Cresson 
street.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  this  day  in  receipt  of  a  communication 
from  you  in  which  you  say : 

"  I  have  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  all  moneys  received  by 
me  for  the  issue  of  pawnbrokers',  theatrical,  and  gunpowder 
licenses,  as  required  by  the  Ordinances  of  the  city. 
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"A  large  number  of  the  applications  for  pawnbrokers' 
licenses  have  not  been  accompanied  by  the  security  bond  and 
fire  insurance  policy  which  are  directed  by  the  ordinance  to  be 
part  of  the  conditions  made  requisite  before  the  issue  of  such 
licenses,  although  they  all  have  been  officially  notified  to  pre- 
sent the  same. 

"  Under  the  circumstances,  I  have  hesitated  to  make  a  return 
of  the  moneys  received  upon  such  incomplete  applications  to- 
the  City  Treasury,  as  I  am  unable  under  the  laws  and  ordi- 
nances of  the  city  to  grant  the  licenses  asked  for. 

"  I  have  therefore  withheld  payment  of  the  amount  sa 
received  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  will  be  pleased  to  have 
you,  as  the  city's  law  officer,  advise  me  in  view  of  my  respon- 
sibilities and  desire  to  properly  fulfil  my  duty,  what  disposition 
I  should  make  of  the  money  pending  the  further  delay  which 
may  occur  before  the  conditions  demanded  by  the  city  ordi- 
nances are  complied  with." 

I  reply  as  follows  : 

"  By  the  Act  of  February  24,  1859,  section  1,  P.  L.  74,  it 
is  provided  that  no  person  shall  engage  in  or  carry  on  the 
business  of  a  pawnbroker  without  having  first  obtained  a  license 
in  accordance  with  the  existing  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  city. 

"  The  ordinance  of  January  19,  1856,  section  first,  author- 
izes the  Mayor  from  time  to  time  to  grant  licenses,  upon  pay- 
ment of  certain  fees,  to  such  persons  as  apply  for  the  same, 
which  licenses  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  following 
January. 

Section  second  of  said  ordinance  provides : 

"  That  every  person  who  shall  be  licensed  as  aforesaid  shall, 
at  the  time  of  receiving  the  said  license,  enter,  with  sufficient 
freehold  surety  or  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  into 
a  joint  and  several  bond,  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  observance  of  this  ordinance 
and  such  further  ordinances  as  may  be  enacted  by  the  Councils 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  premises,  and  of  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  relating  thereto ;  which  said  bond  shall 
be  held  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  trust  for  the  use  of 
every  person  who  may  be  aggrieved  by  the  violation  thereof. 
And  every  pawnbroker  so  applying  for  a  license,  shall  first 
effect  an  insurance  against  fire  for  five  thousand  dollars  on 
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goods  pawned,  the  policy  for  which  shall  be  deposited  with  his 
bond,  before  the  said  license  is  given  to  him." 

Section  first  of  the  ordinance  of  February  1(3, 1856,  provides  : 
"  The  rates  of  license  to  be  paid  by  pawnbrokers  or  others 
under  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  shall  be  as 
follows  :  those  persons,  the  amount  of  whose  yearly  business 
is  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  shall  pay  for  a  license  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum  ;  those,  the  amount  of 
whose  yearly  business  is  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  less  than 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  shall  pay  for  a  license  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars  per  annum  ;  those,  the  amount  of  whose  yearly 
business  is  twenty  thousand  dollars  and  upwards,  shall  pay  for 
a  license  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  And 
the  Mayor  shall  demand  and  require  from  parties  applying  for 
license  as  above,  satisfactory  assurances  of  the  amount  of  busi- 
ness done  by  them  :  Provided,  That  no  license  to  carry  on  the 
business  of  a  pawnbroker  be  granted  for  a  less  sum  than  one 
hundred  dollars  :  And  provided  further,  That  the  Mayor  shall 
not  grant  any  license  as  aforesaid,  unless  the  parties  applying 
for  the  same  shall  produce  satisfactory  testimonials  of  good. 
character. ' ' 

Before  any  license  is  therefore  issued,  you  must  be  satisfied 
of  the  following  facts  : 

First.  That  a  bond  with  surety  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  has  been  entered. 

Second.  That  a  policy  of  fire  insurance  in  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars  has  been  deposited. 

TJdrd.  That  the  good  character  of  the  applicants  is  estab- 
lished by  satisfactory  testimonials. 

Fourth.  That  there  has  been  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  the 
license  fees  as  required  by  ordinance. 

These  conditions  having  been  complied  with,  you  then  de- 
liver the  license. 

In  the  case  submitted  for  my  consideration,  it  appears  that 
the  only  condition  complied  with  by  the  pawnbrokers  is  the 
payment  of  the  license  fees.  This  money,  hoAvever,  by  the 
very  words  of  the  ordinances,  should  have  been  paid  to  the 
City  Treasurer.  And,  in  my  opinion,  the  fees  should  not  have 
been  received  by  you — at  least,  they  should  not  have  been  ac- 
cepted by  you,  until  all  other  conditions  named  in  tlie  ordinance 
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had  been  complied  -with,  and  you  were  ready  to  deliver  the 
license. 

The  money,  however,  having  been  received  by  you  as  a  mu- 
nicipal official,  you  desire  to  know  Avhat  disposition  you  shall 
make  of  it? 

This  question  would  seem  to  be  clearly  answered  by  the  fol- 
lowing ordinance : 

Section  first  of  the  ordinance  of  December  23,  1872,  pro- 
vides : 

"Police  Magistrates,  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  the  Collector 
of  Delinquent  Taxes,  the  Registrar  of  the  Water  Department, 
Commissioner  of  Markets  and  City  Property,  Board  of  Health, 
Prison  Inspectors,  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  Superintendent  of 
City  Railroads,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  City 
Solicitor,  Chief  Inspector  of  Boilers,  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor, Port  Wardens,  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park,  and 
all  other  municipal  officers  and  departments  receiving  money 
on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  furnish,  under 
oath,  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  and  every  month,  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Cash  Account  of  the  City  Treasurer,  a 
statement  giving  the  date  and  amount  of  payments  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  on  account  of  their  respective  departments  for  the 
preceding  month:  Provided,  That  all  such  moneys  shall  be 
paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  the  day  of  receipt  by  the  said 
officer  or  department." 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  having  received  these  fees  as  a 
municipal  officer,  for  a  municipal  purpose,  you  should  make 
return  of  the  money  at  once  to  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  yesterday,  stating 
that  the  schooner  Annie  C.  Grace,  after  having  been  examined 
at  the  Lazaretto  by  the  Quarantine  Physician,  declined  to  pay 
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the  fee  of  |7.50  on.the  ground  that  her  cargo  will  be  discharged, 
not  in  this  city,  but  at  Paulsboro',  Gloucester  Co.,  N.  J.,  and 
asking  me  whether  she  is  exempt  from  the  payment  of  the  fee. 
The  Act  of  January  29,  1818,  §  2,  provides  for  the  collection 
of  certain  fees  from  vessels  arriving  "■  at  the  port  of  Philadel- 
phia." The  Annie  C.  Grace  arrived  at  the  port  of  Phila- 
delphia, was  inspected,  and  must  pay  the  fee  for  such  inspection, 
no  matter  where  she  afterwards  discharges  her  cargo.

Dbar  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  28th 
instant,  in  which  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
Italian  barque  "Nostra  Madre,"  from  Genoa,  which  arrived 
at  the  port  of  Baltimore  this  month,  and  cleared  that  port, 
and  reached  Philadelphia  on  the  27th  instant,  should  pay 
quarantine  fees. 

The  Act  of  April  2,  1821,  West's  Digest,  paragraph  30, 
page  50,  reads,  "  Between  the  first  day  of  June  and  the  first 
day  of  October,  every  ship  *  *  *  *  coming  from  a  port  or 
place  in  the  United  states  bound  to  the  port  of  Philadelphia, 
and  from  which  ship  or  vessel  shall  have  been,  within  thirty 
days  the  next  preceding,  unladen  the  whole  or  part  of  the 
cargo,  etc.,  *  *  *  *  shall  be  liable  and  subject  to  all  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  said  fourth  section  of  the  said  act,  and 
shall  be  examined  and  treated  as  well  the  vessel  itself  as  the 
cargo,  crew,  passengers  and  baggage  on  board  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  such  ship  or  vessel  had  brought  the  same  cargo, 
crew,  etc.,  directly  from  such  foreign  port,  and  had  the  same 
then  on  board  at  the  Lazaretto." 

I  am  of  opinion,  under  this  act,  that  the  fees  must  be  paid 
by  said  vessel.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  even  date^ 
in  which  you  state  that  on  the  26th  instant  you  called  upon 
the  Mayor  to  produce  all  books,  vouchers,  papers  and  accounts 
relating  to  the  receipt  and  payment  of  the  funds  embraced  in 
his  return.  That  at  the  audit  the  deposit  and  check  books 
were  not  presented,  and  that  on  the  30th  instant  you  requested 
him  to  present  these  books  for  examination,  and  that  in  a 
letter  to-day  received  from  the  Mayor,  he  refuses  to  submit 
these  books  for  the  inspection  of  the  auditors. 

You  desire  my  opinion  "whether,  under  these  circumstances, 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  submit,  at  the  audit,  the  deposit 
and  check  books  of  the  bank  account  in  which  these  public 
moneys  were  deposited  before  being  paid  over  to  the  City 
Treasurer."  As  Controller  you  have  power,  under  the  ordi- 
nance of  November  6,  1862,  to  supervise  and  control  the  fiscal 
concerns,  and  to  audit,  settle,  and  adjust  the  accounts  of  all 
departments,  bureaux,  and  officers  of  the  city,  who  shall  collect, 
receive  or  disburse  public  moneys,  and  without  going  into 
details  at  this  time,  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Mayor  to  submit  for  your  inspection  the  deposit 
and  check  books  called  for  by  you  in  the  audit  of  said  account.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  yesterday, 
which  states  that  the  "-Traction  Company  are  engaged  in 
removing  about  four  feet  of  the  asphalt  pavement  from  each 
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side  of  their  tracks  around  City  Hall,  and  laying  granite  blocks 
in  its  stead." 

You  ask  my  opinion  whether  or  not  "  said  company  are 
authorized  to  remove  the  asphalt  pavement  to  the  width  men- 
tioned, or  are  they  exceeding  their  authority,  and  am  I  author- 
ized to  take  summary  measures  to  stop  them  ?" 

If  the  company  you  complain  of  is  tearing  up  a  well-laid 
asphalt  pavement  not  for  the  purposes  of  repair,  they  are 
exceeding  their  authority,  and  you  should  notify  them  at  once 
to  stop.  If  they  do  not  comply  at  once,  advise  me;  and,  if 
you  think  it  necessary,  I  will  ask  for  an  injunction.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  yours  asking  whether  Jackson 
street,  from  Moyamensing  avenue  to  Thirteenth  street,  is  a 
public  highway,  I  beg  to  say : 

A  jury  of  view  on  the  street  was  appointed  in  1874.  They 
made  report,  Avhich  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  confirmed 
May  8,  1875.  The  jury  had  acted  also  as  a  jury  to  assess 
damages.  An  appeal  was  taken  in  the  matter  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  the  Quarter  Sessions  Court's  decree  was  reversed 
and  the  proceedings  quashed.  Since  that  time  (so  the  Clerk  of 
the  Quarter  Sessions  informs  me)  no  proceedings  in  the  matter 
have  been  taken.  The  result  is  that  Jackson  street,  from 
Moyamensing  avenue  to  Thirteenth  street,  is  not  a  public 
highway.

of  such  brick,  stone,  and  iron  inlets,  man-holes,  etc.,  that  may 
be  ordered  during  the  year  1886,  and  the  contract  was 
aAvarded  to  the  lowest  bidder.  That  a  great  necessity  now 
exists  for  having  more  inlets  built,  and  that  additional  appro- 
priations will  be  asked,  the  present  appropriation  being  ex- 
hausted. 

Under  this  state  of  fects  you  request  my  opinion  whether 
it  will  be  in  accordance  with  law  to  execute  a  now  contract 
with  the  same  man,  at  the  rate  bid  for  all  inlets  for  the  year 
1886,  providing  additional  appropriations  are  hereafter  made. 

In  reply  I  advise  you  that  the  Act  of  June  11,  1879,  which 
provides  "  that  no  contract  shall  hereafter  be  made  without  a 
previous  appropriation,"  prevents  you  from  making  such  a 
contract  as  you  propose  for  additional  inlets.  The  proper 
course  to  pursue  will  be  to  obtain  the  appropriation,  and  then 
advertise  again  for  proposals.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  communication  of  the  2d  instant,  you 
state  that  West  End  Hotel,  1524-26  Chestnut  street,  Avas 
occupied  by  the  owners  up  to  the  1st  of  September,  this  year. 
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and  that  they  now  propose  to  convert  the  buihling  into  stores. 
That  the  water  rent  for  this  year  has  not  been  paid. 

You  retjuest  my  opinion  whether  the  charges  from  Septem- 
ber 1st  can  be  released,  providing  the  owners  furnish  an  affi- 
davit that  the  building  will  not  be  again  occupied  this  year. 

In  reply  thereto,  I  would  say  that  the  Ordinance  of  June  1, 
1871,  provides  that  ''all  persons  who  intend  to  discontinue 
the  use  of  water,  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Registrar  of 
the  Water  Department,  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  November 
of  the  preceding  year,  otherwise  they  shall  be  chargeable  with 
the  whole  rent  for  the  entire  year." 

Unless  the  owners  of  the  West  End  Hotel  gave  the  notice 
as  required  by  said  ordinance,  a  release  of  the  water  charges 
from  September  1st  to  the  end  of  the  year  would,  in  my 
opinion,  be  a  violation  of  the  ordinance  referred  to,  and 
illegal.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  communication  of  the  2d  instant  you 
ask  me  whether  in  my  opinion,  under  the  act  of  June  3,  1885, 
the  other  appliances  spoken  of  in  that  act,  which  may  be  ap- 
proved of  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  must  be 
securely  fastened  to  a  bolt  through  the  wall  over  the  Avindow- 
head,  as  in  the  case  with  chains  and  ropes  mentioned  in  said 
act.  In  other  words,  whether  the  discretion  of  the  Commis- 
sioners as  to  the  proper  kind  of  fire  escape  extends  to  the  bolt, 
or  whether  it  is  limited  to  the  appliances  to  be  hung  upon  said 
bolt. 

Section  1  of  the  Act  referred  to  reads  as  follows :  "  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  owners  *  *  *  q|-  gygj-y 
building  used,  etc.,  *  *  *  to  provide  and  cause  to  be 
securely  affixed  to  a  bolt  through  the  wall  over  the  window- 
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head  inside  of  at  least  one  window  in  each  room  *  *  *  g^ 
rope  and  chain  *  *  ,*  or  such  other  appliance  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Uoard  of  Commissioners,"  etc. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  under  the  above  act,  the  bolt  affixed 
through  the  Avail  is  imperatively  necessary,  and  that  your  dis- 
cretion as  to  any  other  fire  escape  is  limited  to  the  appliances 
which  are  affixed  to  said  bolt.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  communication  of  the  ninth  instant, 

you  state  that  complaint  has  been  made  to  your  Department 

of  certain  breaches  of  ordinances  regulating  the  public  market, 

and  that  you  have  been  asked  to  direct  your  officers  to  prose- 
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cute  for  the  breaches  committed  in  their  view,  and  that  such 
action  has  been  objected  to  upon  the  ground  that  the  Ordinance 
of  October  19.  1854,  Section  10,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the 
Clerks  of  Markets  to  enforce  the  laws  relative  to  markets,  and 
that  this  duty  belongs  exclusively  to  the  Clerks  of  Markets. 

You  ask  my  opinion  Avhether  patrolmen  have  the  power  to 
prosecute  for  all  breaches  committed  within  their  sight,  or 
whether  the  Clerks  of  Markets  have  the  exclusive  power. 

I  reply  as  follows :  The  Ordinance  referred  to  in  your  com- 
munication provides  among  other  things  that  "  they  (the 
Clerks  of  Markets)  shall  enforce  all  the  laws,  ordinances,  and 
regulations  relative  thereto,  and  seize  and  prosecute  for  all 
breaches  thereof." 

An  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  May  3,  1876,  P.  L.  99, 
provides  "  that  any  police  officer  or  constable,  upon  view  of 
the  breach  of  any  ordinance  of  any  city  of  the  first  class,  is 
authorized  to  forthwith  arrest  the  person  or  persons  so  offend- 
ing without  any  process,  to  take  such  person  or  persons  forth- 
with before  any  police  magistrate  or  alderman  of  said  city, 
who  shall  thereupon  require  bail  for  the  appearance  of  such 
person  or  persons  at  a  time  to  be  fixed  for  the  hearing  of  said 
charges,  and  in  defiiult  of  bail,  to  commit  for  a  hearing,  and 
at  such  hearing  the  case  shall  be  proceeded  with  as  if  the 
parties  were  appearing  before  said  magistrate  or  alderman, 
upon  a  summons  duly  issued  and  return  served  ;  or  if  both 
parties  desire  it,  the  case  may  be  entered  and  determined  by 
the  magistrate  in  like  manner,  without  requiring  bail  or 
further  attendance." 

In  my  opinion  the  duty  of  enforcing  the  laws  and  ordinances 
relating  to  the  markets,  imposed  upon  the  Clerks  of  Markets 
b}^  the  aforesaid  Ordinance,  is  not  such  an  exclusive  one  as 
will  prevent  a  patrolman,  viewing  a  breach  of  the  Ordinance 
relating  to  markets,  from  arresting  the  offender.  On  the  con- 
trary, I  think  the  patrolman  would  be  derelict  in  his  duty  if 
he  failed  to  make  the  arrest. 

You  will  observe,  the  Legislature  has  declared  that  any 
police  officer  upon  view  of  the  breach  of  any  Ordinance  of 
any  city  of  the  first  class,  is  authorized  to  forthwith  arrest  the 
person  so  offending.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  from  you,  yesterday,  a  communi- 
cation relative  to  the  retention  of  commissions  on  poll  taxes 
collected  by  John  Hunter,  Receiver  of  Taxes,  Avherein  you 
say  in  substance  as  follows :  That  when  Mr.  Plunter  entered 
upon  his  duties  on  April  1,  1881,  he  found  many  irregulari- 
ties in  the  system  of  collecting  poll  taxes  and  issuing  receipts 
therefor,  and  in  order  to  correct  these  matters  he  employed  a 
printer  to  prepare  special  plates  for  printing  the  tax  receipts, 
instead  of  giving  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder  after  adver- 
tisement. That  in  November,  1881,  and  February,  1882, 
Mr.  Hunter  paid  from  his  own  pocket  the  cost  of  printing 
these  receipts,  and  returned  to  the  City  Treasury  the  entire 
amount  collected  from  poll  taxes.  That  in  October,  1882, 
Mr.  Hunter  having  appointed  poll  tax  collectors  in  the  various 
wards,  arranged  with  the  poll  tax  collector  in  the  Ninth  Ward 
to  locate  himself  at  the  central  office  of  the  Receiver ;  and, 
instead  of  paying  the  collector  the  twenty  per  cent,  commis- 
sion on  taxes  collected,  as  provided  by  the  ordinance  of  June 
5,  1877,  Mr.  Hunter  agreed  to  pay,  and  the  collector  agreed 
to  receive,  a  certain  per  diem  compensation  for  his  services 
while  so  employed.  It  was  also  agreed  that  the  collector 
should  have  furnished  him  sufficient  clerical  assistance.  The 
Ninth  Ward  -poll  tax  collector,  in  accordance  with  this  agree- 
ment has  since  the  election  in  November,  1882,  collected  the 
taxes  from  all  the  wards  in  the  city,  while  the  other  poll  tax 
collectors  collected  only  from  the  citizens  of  their  respective 
wards.  That  twenty  per  cent,  of  all  these  taxes  so  collected 
by  the  Ninth  Ward  collector  since  November,  1882,  have 
been  retained  by  Mr.  Hunter,  excepting  twenty  per  cent. 
commissions  of  February,  1884,  which  were  paid  by  Mr. 
Hunter  into  the  City  Treasury.  That  the  twenty  per  cent, 
thus  collected  and  retained  by  Mr.  Hunter  amounted  to 
fl5,912.60,  and  the  cost  of  printing,  clerical  hire,  and  inci- 
dental expenses  amounted  to  $8,966.54.  That  the  difference 
between  these  amounts,  namely,  $6,946.06.  Mr.  Hunter  has 
deposited  in  bank   in  a  special   deposit,  which  he  holds  as  a 
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fund  to  indemnify  himself  against  loss  occasioned  by  negli- 
gence of  clerks  of  the  office,  and-  whenever  liability  to  pay 
said  loss  ceases,  it  is  Air.  Hunter's  intention  to  pay  said  fund 
into  the  City  Treasury. 

Under  these  facts  you  recpiest  my  opinion,  first,  "whether 
under  the  ordinance  of  June  5,  1877,  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
is  authorized  to  retain  120  per  cent,  of  poll  tax  collections  made 
by  the  Ninth  Ward  poll-tax  collector  in  the  central  office  of 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes."  Second,  "if  the  answer  to  the  first 
inquiry  should  be  in  the  negative,  whether  the  Receiver  of 
Taxes  would  be  authorized  to  "deduct  from  the  fund  derived 
from  the  20  per  cent.,  the  cost  of  printing,  clerical  hire,  and 
necessary  expenses  in  collecting  the  same,  and  pay  the  balance 
into  the  City  Treasury." 

I  reply  as  follows:  The  Seventh  Section  of  the  Ordinance 
of  June  5,  1877,  provides  that  "  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  shall 
appoint  poll-tax  collectors  for  each  Avard,  in  numbers  not  ex- 
ceeding the  representation  in  Common  Council,  who  shall 
receive  for  their  services  20  per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts, 
provided,  they  make  a  full  return  of  all  moneys  and  blanks 
received  by  them,  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance." 

There  is  nowhere  in  your  statement  of  facts  any  allegation 
that  any  poll-tax  collector  has  failed  to  make  a  return  of 
moneys  collected  and  blanks  received,  and  I  am  unable  to  find 
anywhere  in  the  ordinance  referred  to  by  you,  nor  in  any 
any  other  ordinance,  any  provision  which  authorizes  or  justi- 
fies the  Tax  Receiver  in  retaining  this  20  per  cent,  of  the 
gross  receipts. 

The  First  Section  of  the  Ordinance  of  December  23,  1872, 
provides  "  that  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  *  *  *  *  q^^^\  q\\ 
other  municipal  officers  and  departments  receiving  money  on 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  furnish  under  oath 
on  the  second  Monday  of  each  and  every  month  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Cash  Account  of  the  City  Treasurer,  a  statetoent 
giving  the  date  and  amount  of  payments  to  the  City  Treasury 
on  account  of  their  respective  departments,  for  the  preceding 
month ;  provided,  that  all  such  moneys  sJiall  be  paid  to  the 
City  Treasurer  on  the  day  of  receipt  by  the  said  officer  or 
department.'' 

And  the  4th  Section  of  the  Ordinance  of  July  27th,  1854 
to  which   the  ordinance  referred  to  by  you  is  a  supplement 
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provides  that  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  shall  render  each  day  to 
the  City  Controller  an  account  under  oath  or  affirmation  to  he 
administered  hy  the  Controller,  of  each  item  of  liis  receipts, 
and  all  fees  and  daili/  pay  the  same  into  the  City  Treasury. 

I  therefore  advise  you,  in  answer  to  3'our  first  question,  that 
Mr.  Hunter  has  no  right  to  retain  20  per  cent,  of  poll  tax 
receipts  under  any  arrangement  made  between  him  and  the 
tax  collector,  but  should  pay  the  same  into  the  City  Treasury. 

In  answer  to  your  second  interrogatory  as  ib  the  right  of 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  deduct  from  the  20  per  cent  retained 
by  him,  the  cost  of  printing,  clerical  hire,  and  expenses  of 
collection,  I  advise  you  that  Mr.  Hunter  should  not  make  any 
deductions,  settlements  or  adjustments  of  accounts  in  the  way 
he  deems  just  and  equitable,  and  to  the  advantage  of  the 
City,  but  in  the  way  the  laws  and  ordinances  governing  his 
department  direct.  In  other  words,  the  head  of  a  department 
should  follow  the  law  as  made,  even  though  he  may  deem  it 
wise  to  adopt  a  different  plan,  which  in  his  judgment,  ma}^ 
better  protect  the  interests  of  the  City,  or  even  prevent  the 
perpetration  of  fraud.  'If  latitude  be  allowed  in  one  direc- 
tion, what  answer  can  be  made  to  the  violation  of  the  law  in 
another  ? 

The  Legislature,  by  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  has  pro- 
vided that  all  stationery,  printing,  paper,  and  fuel  used  in 
Councils  and  other  departments  of  the  city  government,  and 
all  work  and  material  required  by  the  city,  shall  be  furnished, 
and  the  printing  and  all  other  kinds  of  work  to  be  don-e  for  the 
City,  shall  be  performed  under  contract  to  be  given  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder,  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  ordinance,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  Councils 
forthwith  to  enact  such  ordinances. 

The  Ordinances  approved  July  5,  1877,  provides  that  all 
bids  and  proposals  for  stationery,  printing,  paper,  advertising, 
fuel,  work,  material  and  supplies  hereafter  furnished  to  the 
department  of  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes  *  *  *  *  and 
Receiver  of  Taxes  shall  be  opened,  and  contracts  awarded,  in 
the  presence  of  said  department  and  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

There  are  also  Acts  of  Assembly  which  provide  that  no 
contract  shall  be  binding  upon  the  City  unless  made  in  pur- 
suance of  law   or   ordinances.     The   contracts   made  bv  Mr. 
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Hunter  relative  to  printing,  etc.,  are  not  made  in  accordance 
with  the  laAV  and  ordinances  to  which  I  have  referred. 

I  therefore  advise  you,  that  though  these  expenses  may  be 
necessary  and  equitable  in  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Hunter,  yet  he 
has  no  right  to  deduct  the  same  from  the  20  per  cent,  col- 
lected, but  should  pay  the  entire  amount  into  the  City  Trea- 
sury.

Dear  Sir  : — In  response  to  yours  of  the  16th  ultimo, 
asking  whether  the  City  or  the  property  owners  should  pay 
for  the  paving  of  York  street  across  the  line  of  Twenty-third 
street,  I  beg  to  say  that  I  am  informed  by  the  Survey  Depart- 
ment that  the  street  had  never  been  legally  opened  or  dedi- 
cated, and  by  a  revision  of  the  lines  and  grades  in  that  section 
by  plan  No.  251,  the  proposed  street  was  left  off  the  City  Plan. 
I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  as  the  title  to  the  land  has 
always  been  in  the  property  owners  exclusively,  they,  and  not 
the  City,  must  pay  for  the  paving.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  18th  in- 
stant, in  which  you  state  that  you  hold  a  policy  of  insurance, 
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issued  by  the  Fire  Association  of  Philadelphia  to  Solomon 
Linse,  a  paAvnbroker  of  this  city  ;  that  said  insurance  policy 
covers  goods  held  in  pawn,  and  was  assigned  by  Mr.  Linse  to 
William  B.  Smith,  Mayor  of  Philadelphia,  as  collateral ;  that 
Mr.  Linse's  establishment  has  been  destroyed  by  fire,  and  that 
a  person  in  the  name  of  Mr.  Linse  has  demanded  the  policy. 

You  wish  me  to  inform  you  what  your  duty  is  touching  this 
policy.     In  answer,  I  reply  as  follows : 

Section  2,  of  the  Ordinance  of  January  lU.  1856,  provides, 
"  that  every  pawnbroker  who  shall  be  licensed,  shall,  at  the 
time  of  receiving  the  said  license,  enter  into  a  joint  and  sev- 
eral bond,  in  the  sum  of  ^1,000,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
observance  of  this  ordinance  and  such  further  ordinances  as 
may  be  enacted  by  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  of  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  relating  thereto  ;  Avhich 
said  bond  shall  be  held  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  trust, 
for  the  use  of  every  person  who  may  be  aggrieved  by  the  vio- 
lation thereof.  And  every  pawnbroker  so  applying  for  a 
license,  shall  first  effect  an  insurance  against  fire  for  $5,000 
on  goods  pawned,  the  policy  for  which  shall  be  deposited  with 
his  bond,  before  the  said  license  is  given  to  him." 

The  policy  of  insurance  in  this  particular  case  having  been 
transferred  by  Solomon  L.  Linse  to  you  as  collateral  for  the 
protection  of  depositors,  your  duty  is  to  collect  the  insurance 
money  from  the  company,  and  see  that  notice  is  given  to  the 
depositors,  that  they  may  be  enabled  to  secure  whatever  pro- 
tection the  policy  affords  them.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  17th 
inst.,  in  which  you  state  that  on  the  25th  of  April,  1883,  the 
Gas  Trustees  entered  into  a  contract  with  M.  Ehret,  Jr.,  by 
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"which  he  agreed  to  remove  the  tar  made  at  their  "works  fur  a 
term  of  years  at  a  certain  price ;  that  since  that  contract  was 
entered  into  the  conditions  have  been  changed,  by  reason 
whereof  large  quantities  of  tar  will  undoubtedly  accumulate  to 
the  loss  of  the  contractor  and  of  the  Trust. 

In  view  of  these  flxcts,  you  desire  my  opinion  as  to  wliether 
the  Trustees,  if  they  consider  it  for  the  financial  interest  of  the 
Trust,  can  grant  to  M.  Ehret,  Jr.,  a  rebate,-  and  Avhether  or 
not  the  Trust  will  be  justified  in  making  such  concessions  to 
M.  Ehret,  Jr.,  as  will  reimburse  him  to  the  extent  of  the  loss 
he  has  sustained  by  such  changes  in  the  original  conditions  of 
his  contract.  I  have  answered  three  previous  communications 
in  relation  to  this  matter. 

As  Trustees,  you  are  appointed  to  protect  the  interests  of 
the  city  that  are  committed  to  your  care.  In  carrying  out 
that  trust  you  have  made  a  contract  with  M.  Ehret,  Jr.  If, 
in  your  judgment,  this  contract  is  of  advantage  to  the  city, 
then  it  is  your  duty  to  hold  to  that  contract  as  written.  If, 
however,  in  the  careful  and  honest  exercise  of  your  best  judg- 
ment, this  contract,  as  written,  does  not  enure  to  the  benefit 
of  the  city,  then,  with  the  consent  of  M.  Ehret,  Jr.,  you 
should  cancel  it,  or  modify  it  in  such  Avay  as  will  benefit  the 
oity. 

M.  Ehret,  Jr.,  has  a  legal  right  to  hold  the  Trustees  to  a 
complete  compliance  with  their  agreement ;  and  if  tlie  Trustees 
have  not  complied  with  their  part  of  the  contract,  or  if  the 
Trustees  by  their  action  have  so  changed  the  condition  of 
affairs  relating  to  the  storage  and  removal  of  tar  that  it  would 
become  unjust,  inequitable,  or  impossible  for  M.  Ehret,  Jr.,  to 
■carry  out  his  agreement,  and  by  reason  thereof  the  city  will 
become  a  loser  if  the  contract  stands,  then  you  not  only  have 
the  legal  right,  ])ut  you  have  the  legal  duty  imposed  upon  you 
to  secure,  if  possible,  such  changes  in  the  contract  as  will 
result  to  the  financial  benefit  of  the  city. 

The  ordinances  creating  the  Trust  give  the  Trustees  exclu- 
sive control  over  the  management  of  the  several  gas  works, 
and  so  long  as  the  Trustees  endeavor  to  control  their  contracts 
in  the  interests  of  the  city,  and  in  justice  to  all,  they  need 
have  no  fear  of  acting  illegally. 

If,  therefore,  the  Trustees  have,  as  your  communication 
states,  changed  the  conditions  of  the  contract,  by  which  M. 
Ehret,  Jr.,  is  put  to  expense  that  he  did  not  agree  to  assume, 
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then  the  Trust,  in  view  of  these  facts,  if  it  be  to  the  interests 
of  the  city,  can  grant  M.  Ehret,  Jr.,  those  concessions  which 
are  proper. 

These  are  questions  for  your  best  judgment  and  discretion, 
as  practical  business  men.  The  dihgence  required  of  you  in 
the  care  of  the  Trust,  is  precisely  the  diligence  which  a  man 
of  ordinary  prudence  will  practice  in  the  care  of  his  own.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
August  24th,  in  which  you  state  that  a  resolution  was  adopted 
by  the  Board  in  relation  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany taking  possession  of  the  lot  of  ground  on  Delaware  street, 
between  Twenty-first  and  Twenty-second  streets,  owned  by  the 
City,  for  school  purposes,  and  requesting  me  to  take  the  neces- 
sary steps  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  City  as  far  as  the 
unlawful  possession  of  the  said  lot  is  concerned. 

Before  we  can  act  intelligently  in  this  matter  it  will  be 
necessary  to  ascertain  whetber  or  not  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road has  taken  possession  of  any  portion  of  the  within  men- 
tioned premises,  and  for  this  purpose  I  advise  that  a  survey  be 
at  once  made.

Dear  Sir: — By  ordinance  of  June  21,  1873,  Sections  1 
and  2,  the  following  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  nuisance :  "  To 
blow  or  cause  to  be  blown  the  whistle  of  any  locomotive  engine 
on  any  railroad  drive  or  bridge  within  the  limits  of  Fairmount 
Park,  or  in  or  upon  any  street  railroad  or  avenue  bordering 
upon  the  same.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  pay  for  the  use  of  the  city  a  penalty  of 
five  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  recovered  as  like  penalties 
are  now  recoverable." 

I  know  of  no  other  ordinance  in  relation  to  the  matter.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
24th  instant,  in  which  you  ask  my  "direction  in  the  execution 
of  several  laws  which  impose  practical  impossibilities  upon  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes." 

You  desire  instruction  on  the  following  points: 

First.  "  Is  it  your  duty  to  require  a  signature  for  each  poll- 
tax  receipt  issued?" 

To  this  I  reply,  the  ordinance  of  November  28,  1868,  pro- 
vides, "  that  on  the  receipt  by  any  of  the  departments  of  moneys 
due  to  the  city,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  receiving  the 
money  to  obtain  the  signature  of  the  person  paying  the  same 
to  the  memorandum  of  payment,  to  be  dated  the  day  the 
money  is  received,  and  to  be  attested  by  the  clerk  or  other 
person  receiving  it." 


There  is  nothino;  amoiio;  the  records  of  Councils  to  show  the 
intent  of  tliis  ordinance.  It  is  very  douljtful  if  it  was  ever 
intended  to  apply  to  such  a  case  as  you  put,  but  I  advise  you 
to  follow  the  ordinance  as  written,  and  take  in  every  case  the 
signature  of  the  party  who  makes  the  payment  either  for  him- 
self or  for  others. 

Second.  You  state  that  you  have  received  in  one  day  from 
all  sections  of  the  country,  checks  and  drafts  or  cash  from  over 
three  thousand  diiferent  persons;  that  on  other  days  many 
thousands  of  poll-tax  receipts  have  been  issued,  and  that  there 
is  a  law  which  provides  that  no  receipt  shall  be  valid,  unless 
payment  be  made  to  the  cashier  during  business  hours  ;  and 
that  it  is  physically  impossible  for  any  one  cashier  to  comply 
wnth  the  requirements  of  said  law,  and  you  desire  to  know 
whether  or  not  "you  shall  effectually  block  the  machinery  of 
the  tax  office  by  strictly  observing  the  law  as  laid  down,  or 
whether  you  have  any  latitude"  in  the  matter. 

To  this  I  reply,  that  the  11th  section  of  the  Consolidation 
Act  of  1854,  P.  L.  29,  provides  that  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
"shall  collect  and  receive  all  taxes  and  public  assessments 
payable  and  received  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  and  for 
that  purpose  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  conferred 
by  law  in  that  behalf;  and  shall  have  the  assistance  of  the 
7iecessary  clerks  to  afford  proper  facilities  to  all  citizens  Avho 
pay  their  taxes  at  all  business  hours  of  the  day." 

It  is  true  there  is  an  ordinance  as  you  state,  namely,  the 
Ordinance  of  June  5,  1877,  which  declares  that  "  no  receipt 
for  taxes  shall  be  valid  or  binding  upon  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia unless  the  payment  be  made  to  the  cashier  during  business 
hours  at  the  office  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  in  conformity  with 
the  regulations  of  the  Department  for  the  Safe  Collection  of 
Taxes." 

Neither  this  ordinance,  nor  any  other  ordinance,  can  destroy 
the  power  given  you  by  the  Act  of  Consolidation  which  I  have 
quoted,  which  declares  that  you  shall  have  the  assistance  of 
the  necessary  clerks,  that  all  citizens  may  have  proper  facilities 
for  the  payment  of  their  taxes  during  business  hours.  And  if 
this  ordinance,  or  any  other  ordinance,  so  interferes  with  the 
management  of  your  office  that  you  are  unable  to  do  that 
Avhich  the  statute  says  you  must  do,  then  you  ought  at  the 
earliest  moment  to  make  application  for  relief  to  Councils,  that 
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an  ordinance  may  be  passed  providing  additional  clerks  and 
better  methods  for  the  collection  of  the  taxes  and  the  accom- 
modation of  citizens. 

Third.  You  further  ask  where  the  "legal  exactions  of  your 
office  cease,  and  the  law  of  equity  and  common  sense  comes 
in,"  and  that  you  will  be  pleased  if  I  can  mark  out  a  course 
among  the  incongruous  and  conflicting  laws  controlling  the 
tax  office,  whereby  you  may  so  act  that  the  city  and  tax- 
payers may  be  benefited,  and  yourself  protected  against  loss. 

To  this  I  reply  that  the  legal  exactions  of  your  office  never 
cease,  and  equity  and  common  sense  should  come  in  at  all  times. 
If  the  law  is  not  equitable  it  should  be  changed,  but  so  long 
as  ic  stands  it  should,  if  possible,  be  enforced. 

As  to  whether  or  not  you  shall  effectually  block  the  ma- 
chinery of  the  tax  office  by  strictly  observing  the  law,  or 
whether  you  shall  take  any  latitude,  I  can  only  direct  you  to 
observe  the  laws  as  closely  as  possible :  I  mean  by  that  the 
spirit  and  the  intention  of  the  law,  and  to  do  everything  in 
your  power  not  to  block  the  machinery  of  your  department ; 
and  if  the  law  works  in  that  direction,  that  surely  could -not 
have  been  its  original  purpose,  and  it  becomes  your  duty, 
familiar,  by  reason  of  your  position,  Avith  the  actual  workings 
of  the  law,  to  at  once  appeal  to  the  Legislature  (State  or 
Municipal),  that  it  may  be  informed  of  the  fact,  and  give 
relief. 

As  to  what  latitude  you  shall  take,  I  must  say  that  you 
have  none  in  the  direction  of  a  departure  from  the  law,  for,  as 
I  said  in  my  letter  of  the  17th  instant,  if  latitude  in  the  ob- 
servance of  the  law  be  allowed  in  one  direction,  what  answer  can 
be  made  to  the  violation  of  the  law  in  another  ?  For  example,  if 
you  adopt  a  method  in  the  administration  of  your  office  con- 
trary to  law,  even  though  you  may  consider  it  for  the  public 
good,  your  successor  may  not  agree  with  your  plan,  and 
actuated  by  the  same  honest  purpose,  may  deem  that  he  has 
the  right  to  adopt  one  Avhich  in  his  view  may  be  for  the  better 
protection  of  the  people,  and  so  the  changes  run  until  at 
length  not  a  semblance  nor  a  shadow  of  the  law  remains  in 
operation.  Each  officer  being  a  law  unto  himself,  the  will  of 
the  Legislature  beciomes  actually  in  time  a  dead  letter  upon 
the  books.  If  an  honest  departure  can  be  alloAved,  Avhat  a 
strong  excuse  dishonesty  would  have  at  all  times  I 


Councils  have  directed  b}'  ordinances  that  the  business  of 
your  office  shouhl  be  conducted  in  a  certain  way.  If,  in  per- 
torniing  the  duties  of  your  office  in  the  manner  so  directed, 
citizens  are  inconvenienced  and  dehiyed,  and  you  find  it 
impossible  to  collect  the  taxes  as  rapidly  as  they  could  be  col- 
lected under  some  other  methods,  then  there  is  but  one  thing 
to  be  done,  and  that  is  for  Councils  to  enact  other  ordinances 
which  will  better  facilitate  the  collection  of  those  taxes. 

Fonrth.  The  Ordinance  of  July  27,  1854,  requires  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes  to  render  each  day  to  the  City  Controller  an 
account  of  each  item  of  his  receipts,  and  daily  pay  the  same 
into  the  City  Treasury.  You  state  in  your  letter  that  both  of 
these  requirements  have  been  strictly  complied  with  so  far  as 
concern  the  city  and  State  taxes,  but  the  poll-tax  account  oc- 
curring periodical!}^,  has  been  treated  as  coming  directly  under 
the  Ordinances  of  June  o,  1877,  which  provides  that  "on  or 
before  the  twentieth  day  preceding  such  election,  the  said 
Receiver  shall  transmit  to  the  City  Controller  a  statement 
showing  the  amount  of  poll  tax  collected,  together  with  the 
full  name  of  the  person  paying  the  same,  by  divisions  and 
wards."  You  then  ask  :  "  Are  we  required  to  make  a  detailed 
statement  from  day  to  day,  and.  also  an  additional  statement 
of  the  same  account  on  the  twentieth  day  preceding  the  elec- 
tion ?     Is  one  statement  sufficient,  and,  if  so,  which?" 

I  do  not  think  these  ordinances  in  any  Avay  conflict,  and  I 
am  of  opinion  they  can  both  be  complied  with.  In  other 
words,  you  must  make  a  daily  return  of  all  the  receipts  of 
money,  together  with  an  itemized  account,  but  as  to  poll  taxes, 
you  are  to  make,  besides  the  daily  account,  a  separate  state- 
ment on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  preceding  the  election. 

Fifth.  Another  point  upon  w^iich  you  desire  official  advice 
is,  "Whether  the  practice  of  issuing  poll-tax  receipts  in  large 
numbers  to  political  committees,  without  the  sanction  of  the 
persons  named  in  the  receipts,  is  authorized  by  law."  . 

In  an  opinion  delivered  in  the  case  of  the  District  Attorney 
of  Dauphin  County,  32  Leg.  Int.,  page  59,  Judge  Pearson 
said,  "  from  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  in  1790  down  to 
the  present  time,  the  practice  to  pay  taxes  through  an  agent 
has  always  been  held  as  good  and  valid  as  when  done  by  the 
voter  in  person;  and  the  presentation  of  the  receipt  at  the 
polls  and  claiming  the  right  to  vote  by  virtue  of  it,  has  always 
been   considered  sufficient  evidence  of  the   adoption    of  the 
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agency,"  and  further  held  "  that  the  ratification  of  the  pay- 
ment of  taxes  j^aid  without  the  Jawoledc/e  or  previous 
authority/  of  the  voter,  takes  effect  as  of  the  date  of  payment. 
On  careful  consideration,  we  are  satisfied  that  the  ratification 
adopts  the  act  as  of  the  time  of  its  performance.  Thus,  it  is 
carried  back  by  relation  to  that  period.  Such  is  the  doctrine 
laid  down  by  ancient  and  modern  writers,  and  in  judicial 
decisions." 

"  Whilst  on  the  one  hand,  the  Courts  should  use  every 
effort  under  the  law'  to  prevent  frauds  in  elections,  as  the 
stability  of  our  institutions  depends  on  fair  and  honest  suffrage, 
yet  we  should  not  so  construe  the  Constitution  as  to  prevent 
a  fair  exercise  of  the  elective  franchise  by  suffering  a  friend 
to  pay  the  taxes  due  by  a  sick  or  absent  neighbor.  The  doc- 
trine contended  for  would  preclude  a  father  from  paying  for 
his  son,  or  a  son  for  his  father,  who  was  absent  from  the 
country,  and  not  expected  back  in  time  to  make  payment  as 
required.  No  great  danger  can  be  apprehended  from  suffering 
a  man  to  discharge  the  public  burden  which  the  law  has 
thrown  on  his  poorer  neighbor,  although  thereby  he  may  be 
permitted  to  cast  a  vote  according  to  the  wishes  of  his  more 
affluent  friend." 

In  the  case  of  Fowler  vs.  Felthoff,  1877,  Judge  Walker  of 
Schuylkill  County  adopted  the  opinion  of  Judge  Pearson, 
and  decided  accordingly. 

In  Gillin  vs.  Armstrong,  35  Leg.  Int.,  1878,  C.  P.  No.  4, 
Judge  Briggs  endorsed  the  views  expressed  by  Mr.  Justice 
Pearson,  and  furtlier  held  that  "  if  the  official  of  the  law 
received  the  taxes  for  the  voters  account,  it  is  of  no  importance 
Avhose  hand  or  whose  money  pays  it.  The  payment  discharges 
the  tax,  and  qualifies  the  voter." 

In  Glazier  vs.  Merringer,  12  Lan.  Bar,  (31,  Judge  Patterson 
ruled  the  same  way,  but  expressed  some  doubt  on  the  point. 

In  the  case  of  the  School  Directors — Gould  vs.  Gallagher, 
42  Leg.  Int.,  1885,  page  304,  Judge  Fell  said,  "the  ques- 
tion has  not  been  authoritatively  settled  in  this  State,  but  it 
has  been  repeatedly  decided  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas, 
that  the  acceptance  of  the  receipt  by  the  voter  for  a  tax  which 
he  has  not  paid  or  authorized  to  he  paid  for  him  and  has 
voted  thereon,  is  a  i-atification  relating  back  to  the  time  of 
payment,  and  a  full  compliance  with  the  law."  He  further 
stated  that  "  for  several  reasons  the  Court  does  not  concur  in 
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the  decisions  above  cited,  but  nevertheless  feels  constrained  to 
follow  them,  as  a  departure  from  the  course  of  decisions  and 
practice  that  has  been  uniform  for  so  long  a  time,  would,  with- 
out notice,  disfranchise  many  voters." 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  citation,  that  the  law  is  set- 
tled in  so  far  as  the  power  of  political  committees  is  concerned,  to 
purchase  tax  receipts  for  electors,  which  purchase  can  be  sub- 
sequently ratified  by  the  one  for  whom  the  purchase  was  made. 

I  find  among  the  records  of  the  office  a  letter  addressed  to 
you  dated  September  20,  1882,  by  William  Nelson  West,  Esq., 
City  Solicitor,  in  answer  to  this  very  question,  in  which  he 
says,  "  the  4th  Section  of  the  Act  of  April  6,  1870,  makes 
the  taxes  payable  to  you  as  the  Receiver  of  Taxes.  I  can  see 
no  reason  wdiy  you  should  refuse  to  accept  these  or  any  other 
money  due  to  the  city  and  payable  at  your  office,  whether 
tendered  to  you  by  the  person  from  whom  it  is  due,  or  by  any 
person  assuming  the  act  for  him.  But,  on  the  contrary,  I 
believe  it  is  to  be  your  duty  to  accept  from  any  one  moneys  due 
to  the  city,  and  made  by  the  law  payable  to  you  ;  and  I  there- 
fore advise  you  that  you  should  accept  the  poll  tax  due  from 
any  one  elector,  from  the  hands  of  any  one  who  chooses  to 
pay  it  to  you.  The  Act  of  February  13,  1874,  P.  L.  44, 
says  Avhere  a  person  offering  the  vote  claims  the  right 
on  the  payment  of  taxes,  the  receipt  for  such  taxes,  if 
signed  by  the  proper  officer,  shall  be  evidence  thereof.  It 
seems  to  leave  for  the  consideration  of  the  election  officer 
when  the  tax  receipt  is  produced  by  an  elector  otherwise  quali- 
fied, only  the  question  whether  or  not  the  receipt  is  genuine. 

In  view  of  the  above  decisions,  I  am  constrained  to  say 
that  the  practice  of  issuing  poll  tax  receipts  in  large  numbers 
to  political  committees  is  authorized  by  laAv.  I  may  add  that 
there  has  been  a  dissent  expressed  by  some  of  our  Judges  in 
regard  to  the  above  opinions,  but  no  decision  in  this  State  has 
as  yet  over-ruled  them. 

The  question  of  ratification  by  the  voter  is  an  after  consid- 
eration, and  I  don't  think  it  can  be  assumed  by  an  officer 
authorized  by  law  to  receive  the  taxes,  that  the  purchasers  of 
large  numbers  of  receipts  for  others  are  acting  without 
authority.

Dear  Sir: — Section  10  of  the  Ordinance  approved  Sep- 
tember 23,  18(54,  West's  Digest,  page  292,  which  applies 
(Section  40)  to  the  7th  Ward,  provides  that  no  sign  shall  ex- 
tend over  any  footway  in  any  street  in  the  City  below  the  top 
of  the  first  story.  This  was  repealed  by  the  Ordinance  ap- 
proved December  24,  18G4,  but  the  repealing  Ordinance  was 
itself  repealed  later  by  the  Ordinance  approved  July  20,  1875, 
this  leaves  the  Ordinance  of  18(34  still  in  force.  It  can  be 
enforced  by  suit  before  any  Magistrate  in  the  City.

Dear  Sir: — You  state  in  your  letter  of  the  22d  ultimo, 
that  City  Councils  appropriated  last  spring  $6,000  for  the 
purchase  of  property  at  Seventeen^  and  Grayson  streets  for 
school  purposes,  and  for  its  improvement  in  connection  with 
the  Thaddeils  Stevens  school  building  which  it  adjoins,  and 
that  the  property  owner  refuses  such  offers  as  the  Committee 
on  Property  think  fair.  Under  these  circumstances,  you  re- 
quest my  opinion  whether  there  are  any  legal  means  of  taking 
the  property  for  school  purposes. 

To  this  I  reply  that  the  Board  of  Public  Education  in  my 
opinion  have  full  authority,  if  an  agreement  cannot  be  made 
with  the,  owner  of  the  land,  to  enter  upon  and  occupy  the 
ground  for  public  school  purposes.     The  question  of  values 
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and  damages  can   aftevAvards  be  determined    in   the  manner 
provided  by  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  April  i),  1867.

Dear  Sir: — Writing  on  behalf  of  yourself  and  Edward 
Lewis,  Esq.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Property  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Education,  under  date  of  the  17th  ultimo, 
you  request  my  opinion  upon  the  question  "Avhether  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  or  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  have  the 
right,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  the  9th 
of  April.  1867,  to  take  so  much  land  as  may  be  necessary  for 
school  purposes." 

I  reply  as  follows:  The  Act  of  March  3,  1818,  gave  the 
controllers  of  the  public  schools  of  the  City  and  County  of 
Philadelphia  control  over  the  schools  and  school  property  in 
said  City.  By  the  Act  of  April  16,  1845,  the  controllers  of 
public  schools  in  Philadelphia  were  formed  into  a  body  cor- 
porate under  the  name  of  the  "  Controllers  of  the  Public 
Schools  of  the  first  School  District  of  Pennsylvania,"  with 
power  to  take  and  hold  real  estate  for  public  school  purposes. 

That  by  the  23d  Section  of  the  Consolidation  Act  of  Feb- 
ruary 2,  1854,  it  is  provided  that  all  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, and  all  rights,  pr^^ileges,  etc.,  that  are  or  shall  be  by 
law  owned,  possessed,  or  enjo^'ed,  or  in  any  Avise  appertaining 
to  the  corporation  created  under  the  Act  of  April  16,  1845. 
aforesaid,  shall  be  held,  possessed  and  enjoyed  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

By  the  Act  of  March  15,  1870,  the  name  of  the  Board  of 
School  Controllers  of  the  First  School  District  of  Pennsylvania 
was  changed  to  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
of  the  First  School  District  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Act  of  April  9,  1867,  provides  that  "■  whenever  the 
board  of  directors  or  controllers  of  anv  school  district  in  this 
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Commonwealth  shall  be  unable  to  procure  such  eligible  sites 
for  the  erection  of  school  houses  thereon  as  they  may  deem 
expedient  by  agreement  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  directors  in  behalf 
of  the  district  to  enter  upon  and  occupy  sufficient  ground  for 
the  purpose  which  they  shall  designate  and  mark  off,  not  ex- 
ceeding in  any  case  one  acre,  and  to  use  and  occupy  the  same 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  a  school  house  with  its 
necessary  or  convenient  appurtenances,  and  for  all  damage  done 
and  suffered,  or  which  shall  accrue  to  the  owner  or  owners  of 
said  land  by  reason  of  the  taking  of  the  same  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  the  funds  of  the  district  Avhich  may  be  raised  by 
taxation,  shall  be  pledged  and  deemed  as  security  ;  and  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the 
proper  county,  on  application  thereto,  by  petition,  either  by 
the  said  school  district,  through  the  president  and  secretary  of 
the  board  of  directors,  or  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land, 
or  any  of  them,  etc.,  to  appoint  a  jury  of  vicAvers,  who  shall, 
in  the  manner  provided  in  full  in  said  act,  estimate  the  dam- 
ages or  value  of  the  land  so  taken." 

The  Supreme  Court  has  decided  that  this  act  does  apply  not 
only  to  vacant  lots,  but  to  improved  lots,  and  that  there  is  au- 
thority for  enlarging  a  site  previously  occupied. 

In  my  judgment,  the  Board  of  Public  Education  have  full 
authority  to  enter  upon  and  occupy  ground  for  public  school 
purposes,  and  the  question  of  values  and  damages  can  after- 
Avards  be  ascertained  b}'-  proceedings  in  the  manner  specified 
in  the  act.

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25,  1872,  ]:rovi(los  that  "it  j^lmll  not  be  lawful  for  tlie  owner  or 
other  person  in  charge  of  any  goat  or  goats  to  siiflt-r  such  goat 
or  goats  to  go  at  large  in  any  part  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  for  every  violation  of  this  ordinance,  such  owner  or  other 
person  in  charge  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  city  the  sum 
of  s?5.00  as  a  penalty,  which  shall  be  recovered  in  like  manner 
as  penalties  for  breaches  of  ordinances  of  said  city  are  noAv 
recoverable,  " 

The  15.00  refened  to,  you  will  see,  is  a  penalty  for  the 
violation  of  the  ordinance,  and  not  redemption  money  for  the 
captured  animal,  as  is  the  sum  of  ^2.00  for  the  redemption  of 
dogs.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  letter  of  to-day  you  ask  me  what  is 
the  proper  mode  of  proceeding  against  pawnbrokers  who  have 
failed  to  deposit  the  policy  of  insurance  required  by  the  Ordi- 
nance of  January  19,  1856  (West's  Digest,  p.  313).  This 
Ordinance  requires  that  every  pawnbroker  applying  for  a 
license  shall  first  effect  an  insurance  against  fire  for  $5,000  on 
goods  pawned,  the  policy  for  which  shall  be  deposited,  with 
his  bond,  before  the  said  license  is  given  to  him. 

I  infer  from  your  letter  that  the  licenses  have  not  been 
issued  to  pawnbrokers  who  have  not  deposited  their  insurance 
policy  with  you. 

The  Act  of  February  24,  1859,  Section  1,  P.  L.,  74,  pro- 
vides, "That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  engaged  or 
carry  on  the  business  of  a  pawnbroker,  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, without  having  fully  obtained  a  license  therefor  in 
accordance  with  existing  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  city,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  in 
the  Court  of  Quarter   Sessions  of  the   Peace,  in  and   for  the 
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City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  $l25,  or  more  than  $100,  and  undergo  an 
imprisonment  in  the  county  prison  of  not  more  than  three 
months,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court." 

If  you   have  knowledge   of   any   pawnbroker   carrying  on 
business  without  a   license,   and  in  violation   of  the  existing 
laws  and  ordinances  of  the  city,  you  should  see  that  an  affidavit 
of  facts  is  made,  and  a  Avarrant  issued  for  his  arrest.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  26th 
instant,  relative  to  the  west  line  of  Hudson  street,  north  of 
Harmony  street,  I  would  state  that  if  the  plans  of  the  lines 
of  Harmony  street  have  not  been  confirmed  of  the  width  of 
20  feet,  the  Board  of  Surveyors  will  be  justified  in  confirming 
them  of  the  width  calling  for  2  feet  additional  on  the  west 
side  of  the  street,  which  will  coincide  with  what  you  state  is 
the  building  line  in  actual  use  probably  for  more  than  21 
years. 

You  should,  if  practicable,  have  the  Board  of  Surveyors 
confirm  these  lines,  and  then  give  the  same  as  a  building  line 
for  the  Fourth  National  Bank.  In  that  event,  no  other  owner 
to  the  north  or  south  of  the  bank,  under  all  the  circumstances, 
would  be  justified  at  any  future  time  in  going  beyond  the  line 
thus  confirmed.  This  would  amount  to  an  acceptance  by  the 
municipality  as  agent  for  the  Commonwealth,  of  the  street  of 
the  width  established  by  the  private  owners  and  an  adverse 
user  of  21  years,  which  would  be  as  effectual  as  if  the  street 
had  been  originally  opened  of  the  width  actually  in  use  upon 
lines  laid  doAvn  upon  the  public  plan.  Indeed,  if  Hudson 
street  has  a  free  outlet  at  both  ends,  and  was  in  use  of  the 
existing  Avidth  before  the  Acts  of  Assembly  relating  to  the 
plotting  of  streets  upon  the  public  plans  were  passed,  it  would 
seem  to  amount  to  a  dedication  to  public  use  of  that  width, 
and  the  confirmation  of  the  line  in  accordance  therewith  at 
this  date  would  be  entirely  justified  by  the  peculiar  circum- 
stances of  the  case.

Dear  Sir: — You  request  1113^  opinion  upon  the  legality  of 
the  28th  Section  of  an  ordinance  to  carry  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885, 

1  answer  as  follows :  Section  1,  Article  15,  of  the  Act  of 
June  1,  1885,  provides  "for  the  purpose  of  enacting  legislation 
to  properly  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Councils 
shall,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  1887,  enact  ordinan- 
ces providing  for  the  reorganization  of  the  several  departments 
of  the  city,  so  as  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  Act. 
All  executive  powers  and  duties  of  the  several  officers  of  the 
city,  not  herein  before  otherwise  distributed,  shall  be  assigned 
by  ordinance  to  the  appropriate  department,  hereby  created, 
and  when  so  assigned,  all  other  departments  now  existing 
shall  be  abolished." 

The  28th  Section  of  the  ordinance  referred  to  by  you,  pro- 
vides "  upon  the  abolition  of  ajiy  of  the  departments,  boards, 
or  commissions  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  the  transfer  of 
the  same  to  any  of  the  departments  created  by  the  Act  of 
Assembly  approved  June  1,  1885,  by  virtue  of  said  Act  or 
this  ordinance,  all  the  powers,  duties,  incidents  and  functions 
of  said  abolished  or  transferred  department,  board,  or  commis- 
sion shall  become  vested  in  the  department  which  thereafter 
shall  have  charge  of  the  same  subject  matters." 

In  my  opinion  this  section  is  in  compliance  with  the  afore- 
said Act  of  Assembly,  and  is  legal. 

You  further  desire  my  opinion  as  to  whethoj:-  or  not  the  office 
of  the  Twenty-third  Ward  Collector  of  Taxes  is  abolished.  I 
am  of  opinion  that  the  office  is  not  abolished,  and  the  (juestion 
of  salary  should  be  adjusted.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  examined  the  contract  of  Thomas 
Cassidy  for  the  erection  of  a  school  house  on  the  south  side 
of  Sergeant  street,  between  Jasper  street  and  Emerald  street, 
and  find  that  it  provides  in  Articles  9  and  10  a  method  for 
your  Board  to  pursue  in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  con- 
tractor to  do  the  work  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  his 
contract,  or  of  his  abandonment  of  or  refusal  to  complete  the 
same.  I  therefore  refer  you  to  these  articles  of  the  contract 
for  guidance. 

So  far  as  any  action  on  the  bond  is  concerned,  it  can  only 
be  taken  after  the  contractor  has  defaulted  and  the  work  has 
been  re-let  to  another  party.  Upon  the  ascertainment  of  the 
amount  of  this  default,  execution  can  be  issued  upon  the 
judgment  entered  on  the  bond.

Dear  Sir: — I  duly  received  your  note  of  the  11th  inst. 

The  Act  of  March  27,  1865,  provided  that  the  charge  for 
sewer  frontage  should  be  "  recovered  as  liens  for  the  laying  of 
water-pipe  are  now  recoverable."  (See  West's  Digest,  ph.  82, 
p.  161.) 

The  Ordinance  of  January  29,  1855,  (VVest's  Digest,  ph. 
25,  p.  492),  in  providing  for  the  step  preliminary  to  filing  a 
lien  for  water-pipe  frontage,  prescribes  that  a  bill  shall  "  be 
delivered     *     *     *     to    the    owner    or   owners  of  ground,  "^ 
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assessed,  "  or  if  the  owner  be  unknown  or  cannot  be  found, 
placed  upon  the  premises." 

I  recommend  that  all  such  provisions  regarding  the  steps  to 
be  taken  in  the  case  of  water-pipe  claims,  be  followed  as  to 
sewer  assessments  before  the  charges  are  certified  to  this  office 
for  lien.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  22d  instant,  you  ask  me 
to  furnish  my  opinion  in  several  matters  relating  to  the  assess- 
ment bills  for  city  work  against  private  property. 


You  ask,  first,  "  when  streets  are  on  the  confirmed  plan  of 
the  city,  hut  not  dedicated  or  opened,  against  whom  shoukl  the 
bills  for  the  intersection  for  paving  or  server  be  made — the  city 
or  the  owner  of  the  ground  'i  " 

I  instruct  you  that  where  an  intersecting  street  is  upon  the 
confirmed  {)lan,  but  not  opened  or  dedicated,  the  land  between 
the  plotted  street  lines  should  be  treated  as  an  intersection. 
This  rule  of  law  is  laid  down  in  the  cases  of  Moyamensing  vs. 
Erwin,  Purdon's  Digest,  1205,  note  d,  and  City  vs.  Cuthbert, 
4.  W.  N.  C. 

You  ask.  second,  "when  streets  are  opened,  but  not  on  the 
city  plan  because  of  their  width  or  for  some  other  reason,  whom 
should  the  bills  be  made  against?" 

To  this  I  answer,  that  your  question  apparently  applies  to 
the  case  of  a  private  way  which  has  not  been  accepted  for 
public  use.  In  such  cases  the  way  itself  should  be  ignored, 
and  a  lien  filed  against  the  property  according  to  its  original 
boundary  lines,  as  for  instance,  Avhen  half  the  private  way  is 
laid  out  half  over  the  land  of  an  adjoining  owner,  the  lien 
described  as  against  each  owner's  property,  should  extend  to 
the  middle  line  of  the  private  way.  The  private  way  should 
not  be  liened  as  a  separate  and  distinct  piece  of  property. 

You  ask,  third,  "in  the  case  of  public  school  or  other  prop- 
erty of  the  city,  should  the  department  that  orders  the  work 
done  pay  for  it,  or  should  the  department  under  whose  charge 
the  property  is  pay  for  the  work  ?" 

In  answer  to  this,  I  cannot  understand  what  you  intend  to 
include  in  this  question, — whether  the  work  you  referred  to  is 
municipal  work  upon  streets,  such  as  work  upon  sewers,  paving 
or  the  like,  or  whether  it  is  work  done  by  you  upon  the  order 
of  some  department,  and  I  therefore  suggest  that  you  make 
this  third  question  the  subject  of  a  subsequent  letter. 

You  ask  me,  fourth,  "in  the  case  of  property  being  regis- 
tered in  the  name  of  an  individual,  but  used  for.  church 
purposes  alone,  should  the  bill  be  made  against  the  city  or 
individual  ?" 

In  reply  to  this  I  would  state  that  the  bill  should  always 
be  made  out  in  the  name  of  the  registered  owner. 

You  ask  me,  fifth,  "should  the  city  pay  for  paving  or  sewer 
in  front  of  property  owned  by  a  railroad  company  and  used 
for  railroad  purposes?" 
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This  is  a  question  which  can  hardly  be  answered  so  as  to 
apply  to  all  cases,  as  the  question  of  railroad  usage  is  always 
one  of  fact  to  be  determined  in  each  case.  However,  when 
called  upon  to  prepare  a  description,  you  should,  of  course, 
furnish  the  description  as  surveyor.  The  question  of  filing  a 
lien  is  one  that  will  hardly  come  before  you  for  determination. 

You  ask  me,  sixth,  "in  case  of  an  alley  or  drive-way  used 
as  a  back  entrance  to  properties,  against  whom  should  the  bills 
be  made  for  paving,  sewer,  water-pipe,  or  any  other  improve- 
ment ordered  by  Councils?" 

The  answer  to  this  question  is  practically  included  in  my 
answer  to  your  second  question,  that  is,  where  it  is  a  private 
Avay,  you  are  to  ignore  the  way  and  follow  the  original  deed 
lines  of  the  property.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  yours  of  16th  ult.,  asking  whether 
in  building  sewers  in  front  of  City  property  it  will  be  legal

out  of  your  appropriation.  1  beg  to  say  that  you  may  do  so  if 
the  Item  in  the  appropriation  for  sewers  is  so  worded.  If 
Councils  add  a  proviso  to  the  Item  for  sewers  in  your  appro- 
priation for  1887,  permitting  you  to  draw  warrants  to  pay  for 
sewers  in  front  of  City  property,  then  you  may,  of  course, 
do  so.

Deah  Sir  : — I  received  yours  of  November  27th,  enclosing 
a  resolution  relative  to  an  investigation  into  the  causes  of  the 
discharge  from  the  Fire  Department  of  certain  employees. 

You  request  my  opinion  upon  three  points : 

1.  The  jurisdiction  of  Councils  in  the  premises. 

2.  The  right  of  Councils  to  compel  the  Fire  Commissioners 
to  state  the  reason  or  cause  for  discharging  the  employees. 

3.  The  right  of  Councils  to  re-instate  any  discharged 
member. 

I  reply  as  follows  : — The  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  Section 
42,  provides  that  "  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be,  and  they  are,  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  organize  a  Police  Department  in  and  for  the 
said  City,  and  may  organize,  if  necessary,  a  Fire  Department, 
subordinate  to,  or  independent  of,  that  of  police,  and  to  make, 
ordain,  and  establish  all  needful  laws  and  ordinances  for  the 
regulation  thereof,  and  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace, 
suppression  of  riots  and  disturbances,  and  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires  and  the  protection  of  property  thereat,  and  for 
this  purpose  the  said  Councils  shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  vested 
with  ample  power  and  authority  in  the  premises." 

The  50th  Section  of  said  Act  provides  that  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  Councils  to  provide  by  ordinance  as  to  the  estab- 
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lishment  and  regulation  of  all  the  department  ft  indicated  bj 
this  Act  and  other  laws  in  force  in  said  City,  under  the  proper 
heads,  and  with  the  necessary  clerks,  officers,  and  assistants,  to 
wnt,  for  law,  police,  finance,  surveys,  highways,  health,  water, 
gas,  fire,  the  poor,  the  city  property  and  public  grounds,  and  such 
others  as  mav  from  time  to  time  be  needful ;  and  through  the 
Mayor  and  proper  committees  the  said  Councils  shall  maintain 
a  supervision  of  each  department,  whether  corporate  or  other- 
wise, and  for  the  Inspectors  of  the  County  Prison,  for  the 
exposure  and  correction  of  all  evils  and  abuses,  and  for  that 
purpose  may  require  the  production  of  and  inspect  all  books 
and  papers,  and  the  attendance  of  witnesses  by  subpoena,  and 
examine  them  under  oath  or  affirmation." 

In  pursuance  of  the  authority  here  given,  the  present  Fire 
Department  was  organized  under  ordinance  of  December 
29,  1870. 

This  ordinance,  in  its  4th  section,  provides  that  "  the  said 
Fire  Commissioners  shall  organize  a  department,  to  consist  of 
such  number  of  officers  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  authorized 
and  directed  by  Councils ;  they  shall  have  the  appointment 
and  the  entire  control  over  all  officers  and  employees,  and  of 
the  property  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  shall  be  held 
directly  accountable  therefor  to  Councils,  by  whom,  upon  con- 
viction of  dereliction  of  duty,  malfeasance  in  office,  or  viola- 
tion of  any  of  the  provisions  in  this  ordinance,  after  a  hearing 
before  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Fire  Department,  they  shall 
be  removed  from  office." 

And  the  7th  section  provides  that  "all  officers  and  members 
of  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  persons  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, and  shall  retain  their  respective  positions  for  and  during 
good  behavior,  and  for  such  time  as  they  perform  their  duties 
harmoniously  with  their  associates,  and  satisfactory  to  the  Fire 
Commissioners.  They  shall  not  be  subject  to  removal  on  ac- 
count of  any  political,  religious,  or  other  sentiment  entertained 
by  them,  so  long  as  such  opinion  or  sentiment  does  not  inter- 
fere with  the  faithful  and  efficient  discharge  of  their  duties  as 
members  of  the  Fire  Department." 

The  Act  of  May  17,  1883,  P.  L.,  32,  provides  that  "  it 
shall  be  the  duty  for  Councils  of  the  cities  of  the  first-class, 
or  any  Committee  of  the  same,  or  either  branch  thereof,  to 
apply  to  any  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the 
county  in  which  said  cities  are  situated,  who  may,  upon  affi- 
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<liivit,  or  proper  and  sufficient  cause  being  made,  issue  sub- 
poenas, in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
to  any  persons  or  persons  residing  in  said  Commonwealth,  to 
appear  before  such  Councils,  or  either  branch  thereof,  or  any 
Committee  of  tlie  same,  as  witnesses,  to  testify  their  knoAvledge 
concerning  any  matters  of  inquiiy  which  may  be  required  of 
them  relating  to  the  management  and  accounts  of  any  of  the 
departments  of  such  cities,  or  of  any  other  matters  which  may 
be  subject  to  the  supervision  of  Councils,  or  either  branch 
thereof;  and  also,  whenever  it  may  be  deemed  necessary,  to 
produce  any  books  and  papers  in  the  possession  or  control  of 
such  person  or  persons  as  may  contain  evidence  pertinent  to 
such  inquiries." 

The  above  are  the  Acts  of  Assembly  and  the  Ordinances 
relating  to  the  subject  of  your  inquiries,  and  from  them  I  draAv 
the  following  conclusions  in  answer  to  your  questions : 

It  is  the  duty  of  Councils  to  maintain  supervision  over  the 
Fire  Department,  and  to  examine  into  and  expose  any  evils  or 
abuses  therein. 

That  the  Fire  Commissioners  hav^e  the  appointment  and  con- 
trol over  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  Fire  Department. 

That  they  cannot  be  removed  for  political,  religious,  or 
other  sentiments,  so  long  as  they  perform  their  duties 
faithfully. 

That  Councils  have  the  power  to  remove  the  Commissioners 
for  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  of  December 
29,  1870.  For  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  evidence  upon 
this  point,  Councils  and  their  Committees  have  given  them,  by 
Act  of  Assembly,  full  power  and  authority  to  bring  all  wit- 
nesses before  them  who  may  have  knowledge  upon  the  subject, 
and  compel  them  to  testify  under  oath  ;  and  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners themselves  can  be  compelled  to  give  their  reasons  for 
discharging  the  employees. 

Councils  have  not,  in  my  opinion,  however,  any  authority  to 
reinstate  discharged  members.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  18th. 
ultimo,  I  am  of  opinon  that  under  the  circumstances  detailed, 
you  can  pay  the  arrears  of  water  rent  in  order  that  the  nuis- 
ance may  be  effectually  abated,  and  that  you  have  the  legal 
right  to  pay  the  same  out  of  the  appropriations  to  your  depart- 
ment. 

The  health  of  the  neighborhood  may  depend  upon  the  abate- 
ment of  the  nuisance,  and  in  your  letter  you  state  that  the 
nuisance  cannot  be  abated  without  a  flow  of  water  throurdi  the 
premises.  The  amount  you  so  pay  should  be  incorporated  in 
the  lien  filed  against  the  property  by  the  city. 

I  am  also  of  opinion  that  you  will  be  justified  in  incorpora- 
ting, in  contracts  for  removal  of  nuisances,  a  clause  compelling 
the  contractor  to  pay  back  water  rents.  I  think,  however, 
your  advertisements  should  state  the  amount  of  water  rent  in 
arrear  for  the  information  of  bidders.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  9th 
instant,  in  which  you  state  that  ap])lication  has  been  made  by 
a  number  of  parties,  both  contractors  and  citizens,  for  per- 
mission to  dump  the  snow  from  the  streets  into  the  river,  and 
you  ask  my  opinion  "whether  it  is  not  the  best  disposition 
which  could  be  made  of  this  snow,  providing  restrictions  are 
placed  upon  those  casting  it  in,  and  to  allow  them  to  dump 
nothing  but  clean  snow  into  the  river." 

I  reply  as  follows  :  By  the  Act  of  February  4,  1846,  Sec- 
tion 4,  P.  L.  30,  it  is  provided  that  "  if  any  person  or  persons 
whosoever  shall  cast  into  the  tideway  of  the  river  Delaware, 
or  into  the  river  Schuylkill,  from  the  lower  falls  thereof  to  its 
junction  with  the  river  Delaware,  any  ballast,  cinders,  ashes, 
or  any  heavy  article  whatever,  from  any  ship,  vessel,  steam- 
boat, or  wharf,  he  or  they  so  offending,  for  every  such  offence, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars."      *     *     * 

I  do  not  think  that  clean  snow  is  the  heavy  article  contem- 
plated in  the  act.  Lumps  of  ice,  or  mud,  or  filth  thrown  into 
the  carts  used  for  the  removal  of  snow  should  not  be  allowed 
under  any  condition  to  be  dumped  into  the  river.  Nothing 
should  be  thrown  into  the  river  that  will  pollute  it,  fill  up  the 
docks  or  channel,  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  navigation. 
With  these  restrictions,  I  think  that  you  can  give  permission 
to  dump  clean  snow  into  the  river.  Care  must  be  taken  to 
see  that  the  privilege  is  not  abused.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  lltli  in- 
stant, in  Avliieh  you  state  "  The  near  approach  of  the  Christmas 
holidays  causes  me  to  anticipate  the  recurrence  of  the  difficul- 
ties which  have  been  heretofore  expei'ienced  by  the  display  in 
several  of  our  store  windows,  especially  on  Chestnut  street, 
causing  much  annoyance  to  travel,  and  affording  pickpockets 
and  criminals  an  exceedingly  good  opportunity,  in  the  crowds 
and  blocks  gathered,  to  ply  their  calling,"  and  you  ask  me  to 
advise  you  in  relation  to  the  law  in  the  matter. 

Chief  Justice  Gibson,  in  the  case  of  0' Conner  against  Pitts- 
burgh, 18th  Penna.  State  Reports,  189,  says :  ''  To  the  Com- 
monwealth here,  as  to  the  King  in  England,  belongs  the 
franchise  of  every  highway,  as  a  trustee  for  the  public.  In 
England,  a  public  road  is  called  a  King's  highway  ;  and  though 
it  is  not  usually  called  the  Commonwealth's  highway  here,  it  is 
so  in  contemplation  of  law,  for  it  exists  only  by  force  of  the 
Commonwealth's  authority. 

"  Every  unauthorized  obstruction  of  the  highway  to  the  an- 
noyance of  the  King's  subjects,  is  an  indictable  offence" — 3d 
Campbell,  237. 

A  municipality  acts  merely  as  the  agent  for  the  Common- 
wealth in  the  care  and  protection  of  the  streets  ;  and  whether 
the  technical  fee  be  in  the  adjoining  owner,  in  the  original  pro- 
prietor, or  in  the  municipality  in  trust  for  the  public  use,  any 
unauthorized  obstruction  of  the  public  enjoyment  is  an  indict- 
able nuisance. 

Wood  on  Nuisances,  section  251,  reads:  "Highway's  are 
intended  for,  and  devoted  to,  the  purposes  of  public  travel,  and 
every  person  may  exercise  this  right  reasonably  ;  but  every 
unreasonable  use  of  the  same,  whereby  others  are  hindered, 
delayed,  or  annoyed  in  the  like  reasonable  use  of  the  same,  or 
in  the  rights  incident  thereto,  is  a  nuisance."  And,  further, 
section  252,  reads :  '•  The  public  is  entitled  to  the  full  and  free 
use  of  all  the  territory  embraced  within  a  highway,  of  its  full 
length  and  breadth." 
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The  act  which  induces  the  obstruction  of  the  street,  may  not 
be  a  nuisance,  per  se,  as  in  the  case  of  Fairbanks  vs.  Kerr,  70 
Penna.  State  Reports,  86,  it  was  held  that  the  making  of  a 
speech  in  the  streets,  is  not.  per  se,  a  nuisance ;  but  the  act 
ma}'  become  a  nuisance  by  the  obstruction  of  the  public 
highway. 

Wood  on  Nuisances,  section  266,  says :  "If  a  person  doing 
business  upon  a  public  street  can  so  conduct  that  business  as  to 
obstruct  the  street,  either  by  placing  actual  physical  obstruc- 
tions thereon,  or  by  habitually  carrying  on  his  trade  in  his 
store  in  such  a  way  as  to  collect  crowds  upon  the  walk  or  street 
in  front  of  it,  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  public  travel,  he  is 
charg-eable  for  a  nuisance." 

In  the  case  of  Rex  vs.  Carlisle,  6th  Carrington  &  Payne, 
636,  the  defendant  w^as  a  bookseller  on  a  public  highway,  called 
Fleet  street,  in  London.  He  placed  in  the  windows  of  his  shop 
two  effigies,  representing  a  tradesman  and  a  bishop  of  the  Eng- 
lish Church  hooking  arms  with  the  devil,  with  certain  inscrip- 
tions describing  them,  and  in  view  of  persons  passing  along  the 
street,  with  the  intent  to  attract  the  notice  of  the  persons  upon 
the  highway.  This  exhibition  attracted  large  crowds  of  people, 
that  blocked  the  highways  to  sucli  an  extent,  that  people  who 
desired  to  pass  by,  were  compelled  to  walk  into  the  street  to  do 
so.  The  defendant  was  arrested  for  maintaining  a  nuisance, 
and  the  trial  came  on  before  Park,  J.  The  Judge,  in  summing 
up,  said  :  ''  The  giavamen  of  a  charge  like  this  is  not  whether 
these  effigies  were  libellous,  but  Avhether  the  defendant,  by  the 
exhibition  of  them  at  his  windows,  caused  the  footway  of  Fleet 
street  to  be  obstructed,  so  that  the  public  could  not  pass  as 
they  ought  to  do.  No  doubt,  if  a  man  does  an  act  which 
injures  a  particular  neighborhood,  he  is  not  liable  to  be 
indicted  if  no  one  else  at  that  neighborhood  be  injured ;  but  if 
the  place  is  situate  near  a  highway,  and  the  defendant  do  that 
which  causes  the  persons  passing  to  bo  prevented  from  passing, 
as  they  ought  to  do,  and  besides  this,  people  are  annoyed  in 
the  occupation  of  their  houses,  it  is  a  nuisance,  for  which  the 
party  is  indictable.  The  defendant  must  not  do  anything  with 
his  own  premises  that  injures  his  neighbor's,  so  as  to  be  a 
private  nuisance,  nor  anything  Avhich  annoys  the  public,  which 
is  a  public  nuisance."  It  Avas  further  held  that  it  was  not 
necessary  that  the  figures  should  l)e  libellous,  [or  that  the 
crowds  thereby  attracted  should  be  idle,  disorderly,  or  vicious

persons.  It  was  sufficient  if  the  footway  was  blocked  by  the 
people  Avho  stopped  to  see  the  figures  in  the  window  of  the 
shopkeeper,  thereby  interfering  with  the  convenience  and  free 
passage-way  of  those  who  desired  to  pass, 

Tlie  latest  case  touching  upon  this  question  was  but  a  few 
days  ago  decided  in  New  York.  I  have  been  unable  to  get 
the  fidl  text  of  the  opinion  of  the  Judge,  but  merely  extracts 
from  the  newspapers. 

In  that  case,  four  or  five  women  known  as  the  Sutherland 
Sisters,  opened  a  store  in  the  City  of  New  York  for  the  sale 
of  a  hair  restorative,  and  at  certain  hours  of  the  day  they 
would  appear  in  the  second  story  of  the  building  they  occu- 
pied, and  in  view  of  the  public  comb  and  dress  their  hair. 
The  exhibition  naturally  attracted  a  great  concourse  of  people, 
so  that  the  streets  were  rendered  almost  impassable  by  throngs 
of  spectators.  A  bill  in  equity  was  filed  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  these  women,  on  the  ground  that  their  exhibition 
seriously  interfered  with  the  business  of  shopkeepers  in  that 
vicinity,  and  obstructed  the  highways  and  the  streets.  Judge 
Barrett  in  deciding  the  case  said,  "the  question  is  whether  the 
defendants  are  making  a  reasonable  or  an  unreasonable  use  of 
their  premises.  If  unreasonable,  and  a  public  nuisance  re- 
sults, with  special  damage  to  the  plaintiflF,  they  sliould  be 
enjoined.  Great  caution  should  be  exercised  in  this  class  of 
cases,  and  the  Court  should  not  lightly  interfere  with  the  free 
use  of  business  premises.  People  have  a  perfect  right  to 
make  their  windows  as  attractive  as  possible,  and  no  one  can 
justly  complain  of  lawful  and  proper  devices  to  induce  custom. 
Nor  can  people  complain  of  the  inconvenience  resulting  from 
business  success.  There  Avill  be  crowds  and  carriages  with 
bustle,  excitement,  and  petty  annoyances  in  the  neighborhood 
of  great  and  successful  establishments.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  tradesman's  use  of  the  premises  must  be  decent  and  re- 
spectable. He  cannot,  under  cover  of  the  principle  which 
permits  the  freest  and  most  attractive  display  of  his  wares, 
produce  in  the  shop  windows  dramatic  performances,  puppet 
shows,  or  other  highly  sensational  exhibitions  calculated  from 
their  peculiar  situation  and  surroundings  to  draw  crowds 
amounting  almost  to  a  mob,  and  thus  create  a  public  street 
nuisance.  This  is  not  thrift  nor  legitimate  skill,  but  selfish 
disregard  of  public  and  private  rights.  Each  case  must,  of 
course,  stand  upon  its  own  special  facts,  and  the  Courts,  as  we 
13 
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have  said,  will  discriminate  with  care,  and  see  to  it  that  where 
the  line  is  narrow  and  doubtful,  the  doubt  is  thrown  in  favor 
of  business  use.  Under  these  rules  it  seems  to  me  quite  clear, 
that  the  defendants  come  within  the  principle  which  condemns 
an  unreasonable  use.  The  evidence  is  preponderating  that 
the  almost  impassable  crowds  which  have  blocked  up  the  street 
and  greatly  interfere  with  the  entrance  into  and  egress  from 
the  plaintiflF's  premises,  have  been  caused  by  the  defendants' 
unusual  and  extraordmary  exhibition." 

Briefly,  then,  it  will  be  seen  that  public  streets  are  for  the 
public  use,  and  that  they  exist  in -contemplation  of  laAv  only 
by  force  of  the  Commonwealth's  authority ;  that  the  munici- 
pality acts  as  the  agent  in  the  care  and  control  of  the  streets, 
and  that  the  highways  must  be  open  and  free  to  the  public; 
that  even  the  necessities  of  business  are  subordinate  to  the 
rights  of  the  public  ;  that  traders,  shop-keepers,  manufacturers, 
and  others,  in  the  conduct  of  their  business,  can  make  no 
unreasonable  use  of  the  buildings  they  occupy  ;  in  other  words, 
that  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  buildings  upon  the  lines  of 
the  streets,  cannot,  by  unusual,  exceptional,  or  extraordinary 
displays,  such  as  puppet  shows,  dramatic  and  sensational  exhi- 
bitions, and  the  setting  up  of  effigies  which  will  attract  crowds, 
stop,  or  impede  travel  upon  the  street. 

In  the  case  above  cited,  Judge  Barrett  held  that  the  question 
must  be  whether  the  defendants  are  making  a  reasonable  or  an 
unreasonable  use  of  their  premises.  The  tradesman's  use  of 
the  premises  must  be  decent  and  respectable,  and  the  trades- 
man must  not  produce  in  his  shop  windows  liigldy  sensational 
exhibitions  which  are  calculated  to  draw  crowds,  and  thus 
create  a  public  nuisance. 

A  puppet  or  a  Punch  and  Judy  show  in  the  window  of  a  shop, 
making  of  the  street  an  auditorium,  would,  if  it  attracted  the 
attention  of  passers  by  so  as  to  obstruct  the  street,  be  a  nuis- 
ance ;  but  a  proper  display  of  the  wares  that  the  merchant 
has  for  sale,  cannot  be  interfered  with.  It  is  not  an  unreas- 
onable use  of  his  windoAvs,  and  is  a  legitimate  advertisement 
of  his  business,  and  I  think  he  may  make  the  window  as  at- 
tractive, and  arrange  his  goods  in  as  artistic  a  manner  as  pos- 
sible, as  Judge  Barrett  says,  "  people  have  a  perfect  right  to 
make  their  windows  as  attractive  as  possible,  and  no  one  can 
justly  complain  of  lawful  and  proper  devices  to  induce  custom." 
And  if  it  be  a  reasonable  and  a  proper  use  of  the  building, 
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and  the  display  does  attract  the  attention  of  passers  by,  it  then 
becomes  the  duty  of  the  authorities  to  keep  that  street  open  by 
the  presence  and  assistance  of  officers  of  the  law. 

Referring  again  to  the  opinion  of  Judge  Barrett,  above 
quoted,  he  says,  "  that  each  case  must,  of  course,  stand  upon 
its  OAvn  special  facts,  and  the  courts  will  discriminate  with 
care,  and  see  to  it  that  where  the  line  is  narrow  and  doubtful, 
the  doubt  is  thrown  in  favor  of  business  use." 

The  question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  use  of  the  building  is 
reasonable,  is  one  of  fxct  for  the  jury  to  pass  upon,  and  the 
display  is  illegal  and  a  nuisance  in  contemplation  of  law  when 
it  is  shown,  as  a  matter  of  feet,  to  be  unreasonable  ;  in  other 
words,  a  display  which  is  unuBual,  sensational,  out  of  the  or- 
dinary use  of  the  building,  in  selfish  disregard  of  public  and 
private  rights,  would  be  a  nuisance,  if  it  caused  the  blocking 
of  the  public  streets.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  1st  instant,  en- 
closing a  communication  from  W.  G.  Bedford  relative  to 
payment  for  Avater-pipe  laid  in  front  of  property  at  Thirty- 
eighth  and  Centre  streets.  West  Philadelphia.  It  appears 
from  the  plan  and  from  the  statements  of  Mr.  Bedford  that 
M.  H.  Bedford  owns  a  lot  of  ground  at  the  corner  of  Thirty- 
eighth  and  Centre  streets,  and  that  water-pipe  has  been  laid 
u})on  both  of  said  streets  in  front  of  her  property  ;  that  she 
has  paid  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  foot  for  the  pipe  so  laid ; 
that  a  private  street  called  Charles  Terrace  has  been  laid  out 
by  her  through  her  said  lot,  and  dwelling  houses  have  been 
built  thereon,  and  that  she  has  laid  at  her  own  expense  a 
water-pipe  through  said  private  street,  for  the  purjjose  of  con- 
veying water  to  the  houses  built  on  said  street ;  tliat  said  street 
has  not  been  dedicated,  and  is  in  width  too  narrow  to  be 
accepted  by  the  City  as  a  street. 
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The  owner  now  desires  to  pay  tlie  usual  water  rent  charges 
for  the  introduction  of"  Avater  into  her  houses,  but  does  not 
desire  to  pay  the  City  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  foot  for 
the  pipe  which  she  has  laid  at  her  own  expense. 

The  question  upon  which  you  desire  m}''  opinion  is  "whether 
the  City  has  a  riglit  to  demand  payment  for  the  pipe  at  the 
rate  of  one  dollar  per  foot  for  each  foot  of  frontage  upon  a 
private  street." 

The  first  Section  of  the  Ordinance  of  January  29,  1855, 
provides :  '"  That  whenever  any  pipes  for  the  conveyance  of 
water  shall  be  laid  in  any  of  the  streets  or  highways  within 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  the  owners  of  the  ground  in  front 
whereof  the  same  shall  be  laid  shall  pay  for  the  expense  thereof 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  foot  of  the  front  of  their  ground 
upon  such  street." 

And  the  second  Section  of  said  Ordinance  provides  :  That 
no  permit  for  the  use  of  water  shall  be  issued  unless  at  the 
time  of  the  application  the  person  or  persons  shall  exhibit  the 
receipt  of  the  proper  officer  for  the  amount  of  the  assessment, 
or  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  payment  thereof,  for  the 
expense  of  laying  water-pipe  on  the  premises  for  which  the 
permit  is  requested." 

So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  the  right  of  your 
Department  to  charge  for  water-pipe  in  a  case  like  the  present, 
depends  entirely  upon  the  ordinance  just  quoted.  In  the 
present  case  the  owner  has  paid  for  a  water-pipe  laid  in  Thirty- 
eighth  street,  and  in  Centre  street  in  front  of  her  lot.  The 
city  has  not  laid  any  pipe  in  Charles  Terrace,  and  has  been 
at  no  expense  in  relation  to  any  pipe  in  Charles  Terrace,  and 
has  therefore  no  right  wdiatever  to  make  any  charge  for  pipe 
on  said  terrace.  For  all  pipe  laid  by  the  city  the  owner  has 
paid  in  full. 

If  under  existing  ordinances  the  owner  of  the  property  on 
Charles  Terrace  is  entitled  to  use  water,  the  charges  should  be 
for  the  use  of  the  water  and  not  for  pipe,  because  the  city  has 
supplied  no  pipe  on  Charles  Terrace,  and  all  pipe  on  the  other 
fronts  of  her  })roperty  has  been  paid  for.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  13th 
instant,  requesting  my  opinion  whether  a  resolution  or  an  or- 
dinance is  required  in  order  to  allow  a  defaulting  contractor  to 
assume  another  contract,  I  advise  you  as  follows  : 

The  ordinance  of  March  10,  1879,  provides,  "  that  the 
heads  of  the  several  departments  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
be,  and  are,  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  award  no  con- 
tract for  work  or  materials  to  any  party  or  parties  who  have 
previously  defaulted  in  their  payments  for  work  or  materials 
on  any  previous  contract  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

In  my  opinion,  the  authority  to  authorize  the  head  of  a  de- 
partment to  award  a  contract  to  a  defaulting  contractor  should 
be,  in  view  of  the  above  ordinance,  as  full  and  as  extensive  as 
it  is  possible  to  make  it.  I  think  the  authority  should  be  given 
by  ordinance,  and  not  by  resolution.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  note  of  the  9tli  instant,  I 
advise  you  as  follows  : 

It  was  an  error  upon  the  part  of  the  Water  Department  in 
1876,  to  receive  any  payment  for  Avater  frontage  while  the 
claim  was  in  this  office  for  collection  (see  West's  Digest,  page 
72,  pi.  17).  The  correct  frontage  charge  was  $1.00  (West's 
Digest,  page  493,  pi.  26). 

Connection  with  the  water-pipe  in  question  should  not  be 
allowed  to  that  portion  of  the  premises  originally  liened,  upon 
which  nothing  has  yet  been  paid,  until  you  are  notified  by  this 
department  that  the  claim  has  been  satisfied. 

The  use  of  water  by  premises  Nos.  4119  and  4123  German- 
town  avenue,  upon  which  the  payments  of  75  cents  per  foot  were 
made,  should  not  be  permitted  until  the  deficiency  in  amount 
has  been  made  up.  If  a  connection  with  the  pipe  has  already 
been  efiected,  the  ferule  should  be  withdrawn. 

The  tAvo  properties  upon  which  payment  was  made  to  your 
department,  were  released  of  record  about  ten  years  since  upon 
orders  of  this  department  from  the  lien  of  the  claim.  This 
was  done  on  production  of  your  department's  receipts. 

Through  lapse  of  time  it  has  become  impracticable  to  have 
these  releases  vacated. 

The  additional  payments  upon  these  properties  should  there- 
fore be  collected  by  you.
